It 
is said Liiat William Packman, who, as 
Avc have seen, was hanged on Pbxendbn 
Hkatii, on Christmas Eve, said to one 
of his old companions, who was crying : 
“ Never mind, Dick, you’ll have your 
belly full now.” Though mere boys, 
these Packmans are saitl to have died 
with the greatest composure. This 
J ifcscx justice is to be applauded for his 
conduct, and I hope his example will be 
followed all over the country; for that 
is the effectual way of putting an end to 
these horrible scenes, the like of which 
have not been belield for ages, and, 1 , 
trust, never will be beheld again.

I dare say, that the poor inhabitants 
of Surlingham** understood all this very 
well I 1 dare say that they saw that 
such a trick was to be despised ; that 
they asked how the parson never came 
to make such an offer before^, but, 
would they not ask also, why he did 
not give them some of the calves, lambs, 
wool, potatoes, turnips and corn, as well 
as the mitli, eggs, pigs and fruit ? In 
short, they would see, because they 
must see, that this was a work of spite, 
and not of charity. 

But it id not this pitiful part of the 
tithes that 1 want t6 see taken away 
from the' parsons and bishops; I want 
to see the whole taken av\ay : the tithes, 
the church lands and all other property 
held by the clergy in virtue of their 
clerical functions and oHices. I want 
to see it all taken away by law. It 
was given to them by law\ it is held by 
law ; and it may be taken away by law: 
that which the law has given the law 
may take away, otherwise we should 
be living in^ a strange state of things. 
Such an important measure is, however, 
not to, be adopted without regard to the 
justice, and necessity of it. Such a 
measure would take property from a 
great *naniber of persons ; it would 
make many low who are now high ; 
it would compel to labour for their 
bread many who now do nothing and yet 
ive in luxury would compel many. 
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who now ride in coaches, not only to 
walk on foot, l)ut to work in company 
with those whom they seem to look 
upon as made for tlieir pleasure and 
sport. Yet, such a measure ought not 
to be adopted in a hasty manner ; due 
consideration ought to be had in the 
case } it ought, before adopted, to b< 
proved to be jiut and necessary ; and 
as 1 am decidedly for the measure, anc 
wpuld cause it to be adopted ifXhad 
the power, 1 look u|{|in myself as Wund 
to show, that it is just and necessary 
Legal I know it must be allowed t( 
be ) but that whicli is legal may noi 
always be just. Some have denied 
that it would be legal; and, therefore 
the legality shall be proved first. 

Now, my friends, I have to show 
you That it is legal^ that it 
agreeable with the lavvs of our country; 
to take this property from the parson; 
by act of parliament. 2. 1 have to 
show you, that it is just to do it. 3. 
have to show you tfu^t the measure is 
necessary to the prosperity, peace and 
safety of the nation. An(V my friends, 
if I prove all these to you, it wilt be 
your bouiiden duty to lend your aid 
in causing tliis measure to be adopted, 
and to be active and zealous; too, in 
lending that aid ; for, as you will by- 
and-by see, it is, after all, the labouring 
people who suffer moat from the tithes, 
and who, in fact, pay the whole of them 
in the end. 

FIRST, then, to show you that ii 
is agreeable to the laws of the country 
to take away the tithes and other pro- 
perty commonly called Cl^reh^property^ 
I have only to state to you what has 
been done, in this >ea^ct, in former 
times. I shall ^ hare, further on, to 
apeak of the btigin^ tad the intmUon 
and the Jbrmer appUcatum of tithes, 
when I come to the jnstico of mjr pro* 
position : present, 1 shall speak merely 

of the UgaUiy of the thing. We know 
that when a law has been passed by 
king^nd parliament, that whichns or*

I breaptaof the young women to be cut off j 
or to cause them to be disqualified for 
breeding; or, to have their bodies ex- 
posed to public view, to be i)oked and 
groped about and chopped to pieces, 
and then to be flung to the dogs, as the 
carcase of Jezebel was. If laws like 
these were to be passed, all the world 
would say that they were no laws at all^ 
and, of course, that they oughi not to 
be regarded as prefiedents. Rut, very 
different is the case here, as I am now 
about to prove. 

The whole of this property, par- 
sons* tithes, lay tithes, eollege and bi- 
shops' estates, originally were held in 
trust by the Catholic Clkrgy, for cer- 
tain public purposes, of which^l shall 
speak under the next head. But, in tlic 
reigns of Henry VIIL, Edward VT., 
Elizabeth, and JarncsI., all these tithes 
and other property, botli in England 
and Ireland, were, by acts of parliament, 
taken away from the Catholic clergy, 
and given, some to protestant parsons, 
and the rest to divers persons of the 
aristocracy, who hold all this property 
to this day. IP, then, this could he le- 
gally andcoHfl|||uti()nally done, why can- 
not the propeRy be taken away from 
the present possessors by act of parlia- 
ment? The holders contend, however, 
that all this property, even the tithes j 
belong to the holders, as completely as 
any man*s estate, or goods, belong to 
him. If this be the case, the tithes 
(to confine ourselves to them for the 
preieht) were unlawfully taken Irom 
the Catholic clergy ; it- was an act of 
rupM^ to take them from that Clergy ; 
and .will our parsons allow that their 
possessions are thc/ruils of rapine 1

INTRODUCTION.

IjyiTnAT chann^e in the religfon of Enifland, 
wliTCii took place in the reffjas of IJeury VI II., 
Eli ward VI., and Elizabetli, and which is 
generally called the Rkformation, has pro- 
duced, in process of time, a still 4^’cater, and 
a most fatal, change in the nature of the Eng- 
lish Government. Before that event, full 
oue-third part» and indeed more, of the real 
jirnperty of the Coi/jitry belonged to the 
church } that is to'sav) it was hehl i» trust by 
the clergy of different denominations, as 
bishops, priests, monks, nuns, cVc., for the 
maintenance of religion, and for the relief of 
the poor and the stranger. I'hese trustees 
were, therefore, in fact, the lords, or owners 
of something approaching to one-half of the 
whole of the houses and liinds of England. 

3. From the very nature of the Catholic 
n«titutions this state of things gave the cuin- 
IT 1014 people great advantages, and in various 
ways, especially as it prevented them fro lu 
being borne down by the ariston'ary . Wliet 
there is an aristocracy who are heredita 
lawgivers, and are sustained by a law of ])ri .. 
wjogeniture, the commons, if left without 
.some power to protect them against such a*' 
aristocracy, must, in the nature of things, be, 
whatever they may call themselves, the slaves 
of that aristocracy. This protection, the com- 
mons, or ])eople, of England iouud in the 
Catholic church, which not only had an inte- 
rest always opposed to the encroachments of 
the arismrrary, but which was, from the very 
nature of its institutions, the cause of a distri- 
bution of property favourable to the commons. 
In the first place it took a tenth part of the 
whole of the produce of the eanh, and out of 
it relivved the wants of the poor, aged, the

But though by the|e similar 

means, and hy a pretty fr^ tjse of the gallows 
and the scaffold, the aristocracy secured the 
estates for this time, the thing ,was hy no 
means settled thus.^ A war with 
came necessary **for the preservation of the 
Protestant religion : that is to say, tUe^uiet 
possession , of the r church -estates.

10. By the lirstof those luMkfi all atsemhlogos 
e/ the people out of doors were, in effect, put 
down. And why was this ? Certainly not 


because they were favourable to the govern- 
ment. But the Septennial htU can leave no 
doubt in the mind of any rnau. One of the 
charges against the Stuarts was, that they 
had not called new parliaments frequently 
enough; andithat, thus, they had deprived the 
people pf the power of changing their rc- 
presentativea as often as might be necessary. 
The fight of the people was to choose a new 
parliament every year. But those who in- 
troduced \yiliiam did not restore this right ; 
but enacted that, in future, there should he 
a new parlianvent eveiy thee years. Howe- 
ver, in i7lbr they fopnd, that the people had 
atili too mncii power ; and in this year they, 
whom the people bad chosen for three years, 
made a taw to authorise themselves to sit for 
four years longer ! Aye, and tlAt eveiy future 
parllpueut should sit for ^even yean instcail 
of three; though the declaration ugaiust tiie 
Stuarts stated, that parliaments ought 

to be frequer^y called/* and tbat» this wa*; 
an unalienable right pf tbepeople of England. 

11. But, audacious as this was in itself, it 
waa less audacious than the pretexts set forth, 
for the passing of the Uw. These were, that 
such frequent elections were attended will; 
** grievous expenses ’*; that they caused vio- 
lent and lasting heats and animosities”; .'ind 
that they might, at this time, favour the 
views of a ** restless and popish faction 
** in causing the destruction of the peace and 
^ security of the government.** Now, if this 
had been a mere JactwHi why take away the 
rights of all the people, in order to counteract 
its restlessness? Why, in order to keep down 
a mere faction, subvert the fuiidamcnUil law9 
and usages of the country, and violate, in this 
daring manner, the solemn compact so n*- 
cently entered into between the crown aud the 
people 1 

12. It waf,.'then, under the auspices of the 
Biot act and of ^ Septennial nit that the 
H^ule of Brunswick began its reign in Eng- 
land; and, though Mr. Canning will not, hy 

t i^e who knew him, be deemed much of an 
tbprity upon the subject, he did say, in the 
TUSe of Cuinmoiis, iu 1822, that if the peo- 
d of England could have had their will, the 
ouse of Brunswick would never have worn 
the Cnawn of this kingdom. The dislike of 
the people was not, however, to the House of 
Brunswick, but to exercise of tiie power 
of the aristocracy, who, ,hy this last-men- 
tionad act, left hardly the semblance of power 
in the baodepf the people. The Members of 
tlud Houarbare^ia generalv conducted them- 
fplvea. wiBi great moderation; but, m its. 
nome tfiepeiclorGmylipfi gone on with its cn- 
croaobm^^^ wbicn, however, seem at last to 
bo desBaad tocottoteropt themselves.

the battle began i and how it ended all the 
world knows, 

14. It was impossible for these two stand- 
ards to remain raised for seven years* as they 
did, without attracting the attention of the 
world, and particularly of thi^iucelligentand 
brave people of France, especially as the latter 
bad tf> take a part in the con^i^t. The suc- 
cess of the Afliei leans, |(i contuu ctioiii jir ith 
the armies of France, beckoned to the !^pie 
of France to follow the bright example# As 
it was absolutely impossible for Lafayette not 
to imbibe -the principles of Washington^ so it 
was impossible that the French should not 
imbibe the principles of the Americans. And 
now it was that our aristocracy began (o see 
the etfoctf of their septennial system yifCoil 
upon tlitiinselvcs. The French people, who, 
as FoRTrscuB clearly shows, had never de- 
rived iruiii the Catholic church the benefits 
which the English had derived front U; the 
French people, always borne down by a great 
standing army, while England had none $ She 
French people, pie&sed to the earth by taxes, 
partial ab well as cruelly heavy, such as Eog- 
iaud tiud, at that time, never heard oft t& 
Fiench people, insulted in their wretchedness 
by a haugU^, a arjuandering, and most pro- 
liigdtc courlfand higher clergy; tbisopiirtssed 
and bravo people resolved, in 1789, no longer 
to endure the degrading curse, and, at one 
single cflfort, swept away their grinding and 
insolent ari>»tocracy and edergy, and, in their 
rage, the throne itself; and, by that cct» sent 
dread into the heart of every aristocrat to^df 
the face of the earth. 

15. Our septennial law-makers reiiiallte<l« 

however, spectators for about two years and a 
half; but, in the mraowhUe, theexamfle was 
working here. The Septennial bill hadpro*' 
duced all its naturalconsequences, wars,d«bta^ 
and taxation ; aud,^ as the cause of the«v^ 
wab seen, the people had begun, evbn during 
the Ainericao war, to demand a ReraRM^tH 
THE Commons Houss ow ^RUAlURNTas the 
only cure for existing evlff, and as the oidy 
security against their recurreoedfortbefutsnrff. 
When the standard of the right" df rep^ieit^ 
tation had been raised^ by tairW ndUioat nf 
people only twenty miles from totm, thosaof 
England could not be expected to be dead to 
the call. They were not ; and it jre<|uired no 
long time to convince our artstocmciy that one 
of two things mast take place | namely^ tbist 
the French people Must beieom^iled to retdm 
under their ancient yoke^ oc thataehange 
must take place in Englauo, restoring to the 
people the right o/freetg du^eung ikSitf r^re* 
eentativesi the cons equencot of to this 


aristocracy, were too obvious to need pointing 
out, even to pirtiea not deeply interested in 
those consequences. The ODstacIes to war 
Were very great TherO was the debt, which, 
by the unsuccessful Adierlcan war, had been 
made to amount to a sum, the annual interest 
or which demanded sir timri’ the ainoont of the 
taxes which had existed in thdrdgn of JTamea 
II. There were, besides, heavy burden^ en- 
tailed upoO the country by that war on ac- 
count of hnlf'^pay and of other things. On the 
other hand, wo had a most advantageous com- 
mercial treaty with Prance, which the Repub- 
licans in France were ready to continue ill 
foA^e. Tbll intOfelts of the people of England 
manifestly pdinted to peace : their wishes, too, 
#ere in favour of pea^e^ and this latter is 
proved by ihej|r conduct, and still more dearly 
by the PaoCLAMAiiONii for checking French 
principles ; by the ARisrocRATicAi. Asson- 
ATfONt fofiped for that purpose ; and by tiie 
TBRiitatB tAWs passed for the purpose of cat- 
tish off all commutdeation between the people 
of the two touhtrieS. 

Id. But the alterhativf was, Pttrliamentarp 
Befirm, of put dhlim iht Hepublie of Prance, 
That really wat the atcernaiive, and the only 
ohe. Tho former Oui^ht to have been chosen ; 
but the letter was resolved on, and that, too, 
in spite of the acknowledged risk of failure ; 
frii^, so much did the aristocracy dread the 
otlier alternative, that failure, wheq compared 
with that, lust all its terrors. To war then 
they went; in war they continued for twenty- 
two years, except the short respite procured by 
the peace of Aniieus, Which was in fact, a 
truoo ra^er than a peace. At the end of 
tWeuty-two years, Louis XVIU. was restored 
to the throne ot France ; but of that event, 
and its causes and cous^uences, the details 
Will come into the history to which this sketch 
is an introduction. 

17 , IHlring the fight every thing but the 
dread of the effect of ^the example of the

upwards. A uew war was wholly iucompaiibh 
with Pjit’s sclK-mes of rcdi.ctiou; and he, o 
course, would he, and lie reaVi/wus, opposed tt 
the %var of ihoiigrh he carried it on (with 
the exception of the truce bef<»re-memioned;

180(5. And here we behold the direct, open 
avowed, and ail-ruliiig; poMier of the aristocra- 
cy !

19. Pitt, who was the sou of aWhig*Peti- 
sioTier, and had begun his tariser tmt duly 
as a Whig, bat as a Parllaoieuiary re- 
former, was now. at the head of the Tories;

bred a Tory and bigua his career as A 
Tory, but who had,^nd who held to the 
day of his death, tm sinecure offices, w‘as 
at the head of the Whigs. Th esc were tbo two 
ineu of the whole coliectiun who could talk 
loudest, longest, and most fluently, and who 
were, therefore, picked out by their respective 
parties to lead in carrying those debates,** 
as they are called, which have been onaol the 
great means of amusing and deluding and 
•oslavlng this nation* effort woe made 

by the respective pariles^o exalt their chart* 
pieos in the public estirtation ; they were^ 
represented as the two most wonderful men 
that the world had ^rir seen 5 as orators, l^tt 
was compared to Cicero, and to pechoS’- 
thencs . aS a lawgiver, 
gus : Fox more nearW rOsembia 
people, always credulous and vahi enopgh tHjS 
to such matters, carried away by the jugglery, 
ranged themselves underg one or ithaotSer of 
these paragoiis and |aok ^hOtr IhlfiOCtlve 
names as marks of honourable '^sidnetiow;' 
and thus, for thirty long years; wore the 
industrious and sincere and 

tbio country divided into miiteo 
fkud'FoiS^; thus were they for those tbiHy 
years the sport of the aristoeiiK^ who employ* 
ed these potilieai Impostors, while every yw 
of the thirty saw au addlfM io their burdojus' 
and a diminuttoo of tbeirllberties* 

SO, In this state stood the factloRs, when, 


j in 1793, came the questitm of war against the 
Republic of France. ' Pitt, for tiie reasons 
before stated, v^as decidedly opposed U vuir. 
The portion of the aristocracy that supported 
him were for war ; but, they were for their 
leader too, because, if be quitted hts po^^t, Fux 
came in with the tribe of Whigs at his heels. 
Besidiet, a vast majority of the people, whether 
Pittites or PoxiCes, were against the war. So 
that Pitt bad reason to fear that, with a war 
on bis ahoulJers, he would be unable to retain 
his power. But the Foxite portion of the 
aristocracy, se^mr the common danger, and 
seeing the groitrt|iPof ^itt’&opponitioo to war, 
went over and jaiwfd the PUtitc party ; leaving 
Fox with a small party about him, to carry on 
that constitutional opposition ** which was 
necessary to amuse ami deceive tne ])eopIe. 

21. Thus supported by th*e two bodies of 
the ariiitocracy uwttcd, Pitt went into this 
memorable war, which, though attended with 
numerous important consequences^ \vas at- 
tended wKh none equal, in point of ultimate 
eflVct| to the mei^siirps by* winch paper ^woncy 
teas made a legal tend 'r m 1797. 'riic aristo- 
cracy, In resorting to this expedient, were not 
at all aware, that, though it gave ilicni 
'Strength lor the time, it must, in the end, be- 
reave them of all strength ; that it must take 
them the means of futut;e wars, or compel 
them to blow up that system of debts and 
funds which Itftd been iuvented hy them as a 
rock of safety, and without the existence of 
which the whole fabric of their power must go 
to pieces. 

2 ^. In the meanwhile, however, on they 
went with the war, and with tbf struggle 
lyetween them and the people on the score of 
Parliamentary Reform ; the people ascribing 
the war and all its enormous debts and taxes 
to the want of that reform, and the aristocracy 
asevibiug tbeir complaints to seditions and 
treasonable designs, and passing laws to si- 
iebce them, or punish them accordingly. 
When this year began (1793) the Septennial

The cuus^ of the misery of a people

portion to its extent, than any country 
in the world j and its people are amongst 
the most laborious in the world.

xvith the saciedness of the person of the party. 
But, as we shall all along perceive, it has been 
the constant policy of the aristocracy to pre- 
vent the kingly part of the {.'overnment from 


being over-burdened with popularity or re- 
spect. 

1.1. The minister was most vehemently cen- 
sured for this by the personal friends of tho 
prince, who declared it to he an insult in- 
tend.d and conh'tued , ami this it certainly was. 
Yet it was not easy to blame Tilt and his par^ 
for their conduct upon this occasion ; for hovr 
was a minister, after tlie large sum paid for a 
similar purpose, in 1787, again to call upon 
the nation for an immense sum to pay off the 
prince's debts, without doing something that 
ahuuld amount to a censure on him by whom 
those debts had been contracted ? The trans- 
actions of 1787 had left the pnnrc no justifi- 
cation and no excuse for this new mass of 
debts. At that time lie had had, from the 
time of his coming of age in 178.1, an allow - 
.ance from the king, out of the civil list, of 
50,000/. a year; an aUov\aiicp enormous, 
especially if wc consider the then low price 
of all household expenses. Nevertheless, it 
required hut four years to involve the prince 
in debts ; a circumstance that reflected less 
credit on him than the friends of kingly go-^ 
vernment could have wished to see belong to 
so diatinguished a branch of the royal family ; 
a circumstance, in fact, which was, in itself, 
no weak argument in favour of the Trench, 
who were contending for a Republican go- 
verninenr. 

31. It was not, therefore, without some 
severe animadversions uu his conduct, that 
the House of ('ominous entertained a proposi- 
tion to pay off the debts of 1787 j and they did 
not pass the grant, until the King had given 
them the strongest assurances, t lat ;i similar 
application, foi a similar purpose, would 
again be made. In his*lue>.suge of the 2 1st of 
May, 1737, the king, after expressing his 
yreai concern at being under the necessity of 
acquiinting tlie House of tlie extent of the 
princeVs del)ts, anil alter observing how 
it %va.s to him to proposeron tliis ac\^<»unt, an 
addition to the burdens of hts />cop/r,t>rocecds

means to lie spent by the prince. So that iii 
fact, liis pecuniary circumstances, his capacity 
of spending money, became lowered, and 
gre.itlv lowered, by his marriage, which of 
necessity augmented his household expeiibes. 

40. It is very true, that 65,000/. a year, clear 
of all tuxc.s, umieclucted from by house-rent, 
furniture, repairs, and many other of those 
oiitgtungs which so largely deduct from other 
men's incomes, was a sum so large, that one 
can hardly imagine how it was to be disposetl 
of without an absolute throvfing of it away. 

, But having seen, that, dufing the seven years 
I previous to the marriage, the prince hail ex- 
* pended 1 10,000/. » >eav, we are not to besur- 
I prised that he experienced deep iii«rtification 
at being reduced to less than lialf the sum ; 
and especially when he saw bis stipend placed 
jin the hands of cvm.rusiouti'Sy responsible, to 
the law for the dislribu^ou of the money. 

41. This nimtificatioii was strongly expres- 
sed l>yhi§ friends in parliainent ; and, certainr 
ly, any thing more niortilying, more huinilia- 
ting, cnmioi well lie imagined than the provi- 
sions of ihe act relating to ihe ajipli cation of 
the new .setilcment of MO, 000/, a year. The 

I coinniiSi.iorier.s .weie to be, the speaker of the 
House of Commons; the cbaneellor of the 
Exchequer; the master of the King’s house- 
hohl ; the accountanbgeueral of the courtof 
Chancery; and the surveyor- general of the 
crow’ii-lands. They were to have complete 
power to examine all creditors on oath ; to 
inquire into the origin and riatut'e of every 
debt; to watch over the future €Jpevditure\ 
and, in short, to be absolute, as to all ihe pecu- 
niary affairs of the jniiice, who was placed 
under a guardianship and control as severe a& 
if he bad still been an infant, nr something 
even lower in the scale of intellectual capacity, 

42. Fkancjs, Dukk or BrnroKD, in ad- 
verting to these measures, in his place in 
parlianu'iit, vehemently tciisured the minis- 
teis. He said that “ a variity of circuin- 

stances would occur to candid minds iu 
I “ extenuation of the errors of the prince, 
‘ which were of a yz/ieru/e de.scription, and 
** dill by no means tall for asperity of ceiv- 
“ sure." The Earl or Laddeudalk said, 
that ** it did not betome so great and opulent 
“ a people to act with .severity towards a 
** young prince, from whose virtues^ abilities, 
“ and aecowplishnunts, they might justly ex-

They iookeil at tin 
items ; and in tlfem they did nut discover 
anything which seemed to form a compensa- 
tion, eiiher in possession or in hope, for the 
imrneiisewyms whicii the Priiice*8 induigeuces 
bad drained from the fruit of their labour 
Indeed, the princess seems to have iieen, in 
■regard to tViis point, their only source uf coii 
boiatiun. Couciudiiig, from the experience 
uf maukiud, thatmatnifiouy would put an end 
to those things which had been so costly to 
them, and had so long filled them with 
alarm, they looked upon the piincess as 
giving tlieiu much better security tliau they 
•could have in cominissionerships and acts of 
parliaineiit, 

•15. 'fhe marriage had brought the prince 
U'iftif blit it liad brought him none of those 
other thdig^s which hii Inemlis and jiartizaos, 
at least, said he expected from it ; and it 
had hroiiglit him worse than no fortune at 
all ; for it had, in fact, taken from him, as to 
the maiiageiiieiit of his pecuniary concerns, 
all sort of power, and even of influence. The 
reader will judge for himself, whether these 
immediate consequences of the marriage (so 
■different from those that had been aritici* 
pated) were likely to operate iu the mind of 
the husband favourably towards the wife. 
Precisely how they did operate we cannot 
pretend to know ; but certain it is that domes- 
tic happiness was 7n7^ long an inmate at 
Carlt^in House. 

4G. The mortification of the Prince seemed 
to admit' of little addition; it seemed to he 
coui|dete; but it did receiVe an addition in 
the conduct of the parliament towards the 
Princess, up whom, by an act passed on the 
same day with that which established a com- 
mission to manage the affairs of the Prince, 
they settled a jointure of 50,000/. a year, 
leaving the expenditure entirely under her own 
control / Thereby making by law a contrast 
between the husband and wife, to the dis- 
grace; of the former. Never did the Prince to 
the hour of hid death forget this ! Mr. Gkp.y, 
who was in fact the beginner uf the attack 
upon him, he never forgave ; and this i« the 
real cause of his unconquerable aversion to 
every arrangement that iucluded the putting 
of Lord Grey into poNver. Certaioly> the 


47. It was not in reason nor in nature to 
expect, that a marriage, a marriage uf mere 
state-policy, and attended by circuinstaueea 
so mortifying to the liusfiuud as those detailed 
ill the foregoing chapter, should be haypy^ 
espechilly when that nusbaud Imd at his nod 
scores of women, equal in point of accuni*> 
plishinents and far surpansing in personal 
charms, the lady with whom it was his lut to 
be united j; that such a marriage should be 
happy was not to bo expected ; but, it might 
have led to a life free from scandal, freo from 
disgrace, free from cruelly to the disliked 
party, and free from measures throwing 
eiionnoUs burdens on the ptxiple ; jt might 
have been free fi*om all these; if might nut 
have been made the cause of taking from tins 
labour ol the people u million of jiounds, or 
thereabouts, in mi^asures bring disgrace 
and infamy on this unfortunate lady ; and it 
might nut have been the cause of keeping 
initlious of Calliolics out of the enjoyment of 
their rights for, at least, twenty-four years, 
and thereby producing troubles, commotions, 
ami bloodshed without end; it might have 
been free from all those consccuences, and, as 
be sequel will most amply pr.ive, it was pra^ 
ductive of them ult. 

48. When wc behold such mighty and fatal 
effects, ari^siug, as we shtill nee these did, from 
the mortification, the caprice, or the auti|>a« 
thy, from the mere selfish passions, and,s 
diiiost, from the animal feelings and pro- 
pensities, of one single man', when wc see a 
whole community thus afllictcd, and its peace 
and even greatness endangered by such a 
cause, must we not be senseless indeed, must 
we not be something approaching to Iwates, if 
we do not seek for some means of protecting 
mrselves against the liko in future ? Thia 
kifl^ has, by his parasites (and enough of 
hem lie always had) been called the “ first 
'gentleman in his kingdom.’* Gentleman i4 
i very equivocal term ; but if its meaning be 
:o be Interpreted by the conduct of GBoRr;B 
iV-., ij will hardly be greatly covered by the 
inajpnty of mankind. He bud, in this case, 
>wo duti€« to fulfil, both of a sacred nature t 
me towards his wife, aud another towards 
.hat virtuous, industrious, forgiving, and toe 
generous people, from whose care ainhtoil he 
had for thirty- three years, derived the means of 
D *2 
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living in ease, splendouri and cren eatrAva^ 
gance. 

49. With regard to the first of the$e duties, 
though the law restrained him iu the choosing 
of a wife, this restraint was a tondition upon 
which he was to enjoy royal maguificeiice and 
power ; and, though it restrained him in his 
choice, it did not vontpel faint to marr^ any- I 
body. A good and dutiful son, even tn the 
lowest walks of life, will hesHatc long before 
he marry againtt the wish of his lather and 
family. So that there is no excuse to be built 
on this ground. He was perfectly free to 
refuse the band of the lady that had been 
chosen for him ; to take that hand was his 
own voluntary act; therefore, he was bound 
by every tie that ought to bind a husband; 
and, though personal afFectiun was wanting, 
were there not the dictates of justice? Was 
there n<)t his solciini vow ; did lie not promise 
before God, that he would love and cherish 
and keep constant to this lady ? Was there 
not, supposing a want of every-thiiig else, 
common hutnamty Ui tell him, that it was cruel 
to the last degree even to slight a perso 
aituated as the Princess was, in a foreig 
counlry, cut oft' from home, parents, aii' 
friends, surroniuled wiih ensious rivals ati< 
satirists, and placed solely under his prutec 
tion and at his mercy ? Amongst the hoiiei. 
boasts of England, i«, tliatit possesses ** manly 
hearts \o ff^iard the jatr,** As lar as belonge ’ 
to the people of England, tlie unfortunate 
Cakoline experienced the literal truth of tin 
poetic description ; hut, we shall presently see 
how it was exemplified ni tlie conduct of him 
who was one day to be their king, and the 
mildness of whose reign and gtnernsily 
whose character have been extolled by those 
who were amongst Ins intnnates and coun- 
cillors. 

50. As to his duty towards the nation, it 
bound him, in the lust place, to rel’rain from 
any indulgence, from giving way to any pas 
Sion, from doing any tlisng winch, operating 
in the way L>f example, might be injurious to 
public morals. We are all aware of the 
powers ol fashion; we know that in dress, in 
eating, in drinking, in sports and pastimes of 
all sorts, the high are lollowcd as nearly as 
possible by the low. As the servant-maid 
imitates as nearly as possible the dress of jicr 
mistress, and the footman the airs of his 
iiiastei^ra) will a people imitate, in a gi eater 
or less degree, the example of their rulers, if 
snufF hecamc sought after because it was by a 
shrewd lobacrouist oauied “ /Vince's 
is it to he believed that ill-treatment of a wile 
at Carlti.n House would not have its pernicious 
iiinuence on eve/y man at all prone to disre- 
gard the marriage vow } Besides, for what 
had th^aiioii given to this (u-iiice such enor- 
mous siiui'i of inoin y? For what hail it a 
second! time discharged ilie long score of his 
squanderings } For the purpose of seeing him 
lead a life of soliriety, order, and conjugal 
fidelity; for the purpose of seeing a family of 
children about him ; for the purpose of seeing 


him notonly not a bad example to married men, 
but to set a good example ; and finally to reader 
all dispute about succe-ssioo to the throne next 
to impossible, and to prevent that which 
Englishmen have always hated, that succea- 
sioii catling in fureignem to reign. These 
were the purposes for which the nation had 
made such great pecuniary sacrifices ; and he 
by his conduct to his wife defeated them all; 
and by that conduct, and that conduct alune^ 
laid the foundation of all those discontents, 
troubles, coin mot ions, and all that waste of 
money ami that spilling of blood, to which I 
have alluded in the first paragraph of this 
present chapter; and of this fact no man, 
when he is fully informed of all the circum- 
stances, can possibly doiiht. 

5 1, -The marriage, as we have seen, took 
place on the Htli of April, 479.i. On tlie 7t\i 
of January, 17y6, tv%o days only short of nine 
months, the Princess was delivered ol a 
daughter, who was baptized by t{}ek name of 
1 CiiARLorn., and of whose premature death 1 
{shall in due time and place have to speak. 
During these nine morphs even, the Princess 
has since complained, not only of neglect the 
most mortifying, hut of iiidigiiiiics the most 
gross and insuppoi tabic. She was a woniaa 
of too high a spirit to endure this treatinerie 
unreseritcd. Cruelty and cowardice always go 
together; or the former, at least, is never un- 
accompanied by the the latter. Men art* cruel, 
ill many cases, only they are cowardly. 

The courageous robber even spares the life of 
his victim ; the cowardly one kills him, lest 
he should bring him to justice. The Princess- 
did not l)cap her ill-trcatmcnt with lameness; 
she made her hiisliand led that she was not to 
be iu&uited with impunity; but this, of course, 
only adrled to his anlir>aihy; winch at the end 
t)l only one year and five or six days from the 
lay of the marriage, led to a message from 
'lim to her proposing a separation from hcil 
and board. It was a lord w'lio bad the high, 
honour to deliver this message ; it was a peer, 
hereditary law-giver, who was charged 
with t)ii<) noble mission, aud who actually liad. 
he mauliness to deliver the delicate message 
o the wife aud mother from his own bps. 

52. The Princess, however, very prudently 
equested to have her husband’s wishes stated 
n wnting ; hut she at once told the bearer of 
he message, that though she must, of course,, 
ubiijit to the aiT.afigemerit that the Prince 
night resolve on, she desired it might be 
learly understood that any such arraiige- 
iierit, if once made should be /inal, and that 
uder no circumstances be should retain the 
ght to alter it. This answer produced the 
riUen proposal, which must be preserved here 
III the Piince’s own words. Shameful words, 
lo be by any man addressed to any woman^ 
What mu^t they be then when addressed by a 
husband to a wife, and to a wife, too, with an 
only child in her arms, and that child only 
three mimths old ! The man overcomes the 
historian here, and makes him, for the honour 
of his xex and couutry, recoil at the thought of 
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the wortH upoQ reconl. . 0tit not only 
It tbit demanded by truth and justice ; it it 
necessary to a clear luiderfitaudiiif^ of tbe 
most iniportant transactious of the regency 
aud the reign of this kiof .

5.3. Jtis unnecessary to remark on the rude- 
ness and grossnt’ss of this letter; they are t<»o 
obvious not to fill every one with disgust; but 
taking suhseqiient events in view, it is curious 
that the writer, oven at so early a period, 
should ha\e anticipated the possibility of some 
acculent happening to the infant daughter! 
His pious reliance on the mercy of Providence 
to spare the life of his child, while he was 
casting oif the mother to whose breast that 
child was clinging, dues, perhaps, surpass 
aiiy-ihing of the kind e<^r heard of before. 
To this hitter tlie Princess seutan answer, in 
French, on the sixth of May, in the following 
words :

But after this, 
it would V>e a want of delicacy, or rather au 
unworthy meanness in me, were I to complain 
of those conditions which you impose upon 
yourself. 

i should have returned no answer to your 
letter, if it bad nut been conceived iu terms to 
make it doubful, whether this arrangement 
proceeds from you or from me, and you arc 
aware that the credit of it belongs to you alone,. 
The letter which you announce to me as the 
last, obliges me to communicate to the King, 
as to iny Sovereign and my Father, both your 
avowal and my answer. You will find enclosed 
the copy of my letter to the King. 1 apprise 
you of it, that I may not incu'* the slighesfe 
reproach of duplicitv from you. As 1 have at 
this moment 710 p7'oiector but His Majesty, f 
refer myself solely to him upon this subject, 
and if my conduct meets bis approbation, I 
shall bo in some degree at least consoled. I 
retain every sentiment of gratitude for the 
situation in which I find myself, as Princess 
of Wales, enabled by your means, to indulge 
ill the free exercise of a virtue dear to iny 
heart, K mean charity. 

It will be my duty likewise to act upon 
another motive, that of giving an exaqqpAe of 
patience aii<l resignation under every trial. 

Do me the Justice to believe that I shall 
never cease to pray for your happiness, and 
to be.

54. In these documents we have the real foun- 
dation or not only all the inquietudes, the 
scandal, the shame, the mortification, and the 
Just reproach, which this king had to endure 
for the rest of his life, and the la 
holiday, in and about London, on the 
of his funcrali uot only of these, 
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would, comparatively, 1)0 an iiuii^nificatit mat* 
ter; but the foundation also*! mischievous 
appoiiitniciits and measures ianunierable ; the 
Ibuudatioii, aud the sole fouDdatiOii, of the 
lung; -continued and disastrous power of Per* 
ceval, Kldori. Liverpool, Sidmuuib* Castle- 
reag-h^and Cauuiugr; the cause, ^ iu short, of 
theSvasieof huudreds of millloDSof money, 
the cause of national dlsglrace in war, the 
cause otlaws, the stain of which will never be 
effaced, and, finally, the real root of that mass 
of suffering on the part of the people of this 
onrelia>|>py nation, which suffering, arrived at 
the uimoiit veageof cuduraiice, now threatens 
the very existence of the state, now causes to 
totter to its base that famous fabric of govern- 
ment, which, fur so many ages, was the pride 
of Englishmen, and the admirution of tlie 
world. 

55. This is ascribing great effects to an ap- 
parenrly inadetjuate cause; but the sequel will 
prove the truth of what is here asserted. The 
Wrath of Achilles," sung by Homer and 
Pope, was nut Greece, a more “ direful spring 
of woes” than the conduct of this royal husband 
was to ' England. And what was his apology 
for that conduct Our inchnatmis arc not 
** in our power, nor should either of ua be 
‘‘ anewerable to the other, because nature has 
** not made xi'a suitable to each other." Shame- 
ful words! Was this the language of the 
** first gentleman in England Aud was it 
for this that this generous nation had loaded 
him with luxuries out of the fruit of its cares 
and toils ' Was it for this that his enormous 
debts had been twice discharged ; that 27,000/. 
had been given to defray the expenses of his 
marriage,. 28,000/ fur additi^al jewels aud 
plate, and 20,000/. to beautify Cue matrimonial 
inausion ; and was it for tiiis that, alter ail 
his sqtianderiugg, the natiou still gave him 
138,000/. a year, and .settled on his wife a 
jointure of 50,000/. a year 1 Was this the re- 
turn that he made for indulgence, kindness, 
aud generosity, which,all the circuiiistauces 
considered, never was surpassed by^thc cuu- 
duct of any nation in the world The Pro- 
digal I8on, as described in that most beauti- 
ful of all beautiful writings, the oarable iu the 
Gospel of St. Luke, arose aud said, “ 1 will go 
**tomy father, and say unto him, Father, I 
have sinned agfiiust heaven aud before thee, 
** and am no more worthy to be called tliy son." 
But the father, like|he English nation, ** while 
“ he was yet a ^cat way off, sow him, and ran, 
** aud fell on his neck, and said unto bis ser- 
“ vauts. Bring iorth the best robe aud put it 
on him ; and put a ring on his ^hand ; and 
*< bring hither the fatted calf, aud let us eat 
‘‘and be merry." How like the coBductof 
Ibis kipd aud good father to that of the Englisa 
natidlkfio wards this prodigal Prince of Wales! 
If the parable had gone on to record that the 
prodigal afterwards oecame, though with ex- 

J ierieuce to warn him, a greater prodigal than 
lefore, would it not also have recorded the 
punishment due to |>rodigality so incorngible ? 

56. ft is impossible to put upon this letter of 


the prince any other construction, than that 
it raeaned to tell the princess, that he .should 
uo longer be hound by his tnamage-vow, aud 
that he abscloed her fr^m het's ^ in short, that 
he meaned folive with what ica/neu he pleased, 
aud that she might live with what men she 
pleased ! Besides the scandal ; besides the 
shame brought upon the nation ; for, it must 
bear the shame of being under rulers thus 
acting besides tlics^e, here was laid the pretty 
certain foundation (f a disputed succession \ 
and even if this were never to take place (and 
we very narrowly escaped it) what English man 
must not have blushed at the thought of the 
prospect of being goverqed by a king who 
had given to his wife and the mother of his 
child (who^ would naturally succeed him on 
the throne) ^license like thatexprC'ised iu this 
letter? But, about the cl9aractcr or feelings 
of the nation, he seems, in this case at any 
rate, to have cared nothing. Jlis own mere 
animal pleasures appear to have baeti his only 
care. Yet, be was now thirty-four years of 
ogre, and within u*»e year of that age which 
the sober, cautious nu i wise Americans have 
deemed, by their laws, an age suilicient for 
the man who is to be the CniEv Magistkafe 
ot their great Republic. 

57. For the parties to live under the same 
roof alter this scandalous insult on the wife, 
was impossible. The Princess soon after- 
wards went to reside in a house dt Black- 
HKAiH,iii the parish of Greenwich, and on 
the side of the very beautiful park tlicre, 
which is at a distance of about five miles 
from St. James'.s Palace in Westminster. At 
this place, which has become memorable from 
the subsequent transactions connected with 
it, she resided in a son of “ humble retire- 
ment," as she afterwards described it, ** ba- 

nished, as it were, from her husband, and 
“ almost estranged from the whole of the 

royal family, having no means of liaving 
“ recourse, either for society or advice." Be- 
sides which, she coAild write and speak Eng- 
lish but very itnperfefitly ; and as, from llie 
very first, from the day of her arrival in this 
sountry, the C^ueen add the Princesses 
showed her liitle or no countenance ; the 
nobility^ notwithstanding the character and 
conduct that that word ought to imply, stu- 
diously shunned«her the moment she was 
cast oif by her husband. The people, always 
just when not deceived, felt for her as they 
ought, and upon all occasions that otFered 
expressed their indignation at the treatment 
she had received. Cruel husband was nut 
and never will be a title to respect in England. 
In no country it, indeed, respected ; but in 
England it is detested and abhorred. It was 
soon discovered that this unprotected foreign 
lady was nut visited by the Queen ; that she 
cameinto her presence only on state^occaslons ; 
and that, in short, she bad, of the whole (a- 
friend but the old hingy who frequently 
went alone to visit her. 

58. This conduct iu the female part of the 
royal family greatly offended the nation , and 
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justly offended it. 'What ! the people ex- 
cUinied, do they see their ckltiyliter and sister- 
in-law, and she fheir niece and cousin too^, 
driven* from her husband’s roof with a baby 
three niontbs old in her arms, of which liaby 
they are the grand mother and the aunts ^ do 
they see this, and feel no compassion for the 
sufferer, though a stranger in the land, and 
thfjui;h they Icuow that she has thus been 
punished and degraded for uo fault, and in 
violation of tlie mpst solemn vows ; do they 
sec this, and by keeping aloof from, not only 
give her no supporter consolation, hit tacirly 
tell the \torld that there is ttnme just caus^ for 
her banishment ! This conduct gave great 
offence to the Kuglish nation, who, with the 
exception of the aristocracy, did itself ever- 
lasting honour its cpaduct towards the 
peisccated lady ; showed a love of fair play,” 
of that, proaciiesff to take part with the weak 
against the strong which has ever been 
amongst *ii« best characteristics. And the 
royal family have not failed to experience th< 
natural effects of this feeling in the nation 
\vhos(‘ regard for that family has never beet 
-\\hat it was before the period now under con 
sideration. 

5*). Iiut, alas! the sufferings of the tinfor 
tunate Pruicees were not to end here; hen 
they but made a mere beginning ; her ba 
nishineiit was the smallest part of what slu 
was dfsiined to endure. If, indeed, she hac 
been permitted to enjoy that “ trafiquil awo 
comfortable society,” which the Prmce, iii 
giving her her disciiarge, said was ‘‘ within 
their i»ower,” she might, though injured 
and insulted, liave Iwl a life free from 
anxiety, particularly as she might with justice 
have discarded from her mind all regard for, 
and care about, him. But, to suffer her to lead 
this sort of life appears to have been very far 
from his thoughts; for, as it was afterwards 
amply proved, she was no sooner in her state 
of banishment, than means were set to work 
to obtain against her such evidence as would, 
if established, justify the husband iu demand- 
5ug a divorve, 

(iO. No steps were, however, openly taken, 
until llie year I80d; though the pretended 
f^ronnds of those steps ha<l, some of them, ex- 
isted five ytars before, I'hese steps were : 

1. A cojwMUNicA'rioN to thc King, by the 
Prince of Wales, of certain information thai 
he hud receiof.d relative to the conduct of bis 
wife ; 2. A WARRANT of the King, authorising 
and commanding thc Lord Chancellor, the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
the Lord of the Treasury, aud the Lord 
Chief Justice of the Court of King’s Bench, 
in inqutre into ihc truth of the alleffations, and 
to report the result to the kfngu When we 
have these documents recorded, we shall have 
bQf(»re us the true source of more cabal, in- 
triguf, and mischief, than ougVit to exist ill 
any riathm iu ten centuries. The steps wore 
the natural offspring of the cruel and insulting 
letter from rhe Prince to his wife, on the JOth 
of April, Ais we slrall by-^ud-by see, 
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the plot was hatching d tiring the whole of the 
ten years \ aoif the re asons' why it was at- 
tempted to be ]iut in execution »ou>, and iu>c 
bifore, Will be stated by*<Bttd-by, and will be 
found to be a matter 'uf , great importance, 
connected as those rea sous were with political 
measures deeply affect ing the iaicrests of the 
country.

truth of the same, and to exumine upou onth 
such Persons as they shall see fit, touching 
and concerning the same, and to report to 
Us the result of such Examinations.— Given 
at Our Castle of Windsor, on the twenty- 
ninth day ol May, in the forty-sixth year of 
Our Reign.

THE REPORT. 

Mr/y it pleaad^ur Majesty , 

Your majesty having been graciously 
pleased, by an instrument under your ma- 
jesty’s royal sign manual, a copy of which is 
annexed to this report, to authorise^ em- 
“ power, aud direct us to iiifpiirc into the 
** truth of certain written declarations, touch- 
“ ing the conduct of her royal highness the 
“ Princess of Wales, an abstract of which 
“ had been laid before your' majesty, aud to 
examine U])oii oath such persiins as we 
should see fit, touching and concerning the 
‘ same, and to report to your majesty the 
** result of such examination^,” we have, in 
dutiful obedience to your Majesty’s com- 
mands, .proceeded to examine tiie*s^eral 
witnesses, tlie copies of whose depositions we 
have hereunto) annexed; and, in further exe- 
cution of the said commands wo now most 
•espectfully submit to your majesty the report 
>f these examiiiatioos as it has appeared to 
us ; but we beg leave at the same time 
tiumbly to refer your majesty, for more com- 
plete information, to the examinations them- • 
selves, in order to correct any error of judg- 
ment into which we may have uniuteritionally 
fallen with respect to any ])art of this buai- 
less. On a relerence U) the above- mentioned 
eclarations, as the neressary foundation of 
,11 our proceeding'#, we found that they Con- 
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sisted in certain statements, which had been 
laid before his roj'al highuess the Priuce of 
‘Wales, respecting the conduct of her royal 
highness the Princess. That these statements 
not only imputed to her royal highness great 
impropriety ami indecency of behaviour, but 
expressly asserted, partly on the ground of 
certain alleged declarations from the i^riu 
cess's own mouth, and partly on the persona 
observation of the informants, the follow in. 
most important facts ; viz. : That her roya 
highness had been pregnant in the year 1802 
in consequence of an illicit intercourse, uul' 
that she had in the same year been secret!; 
delivered of a male child, which child hat 
ever since that period been brought up by bei 
royal highness, in her own house, and uadei 
her immediate inspection. 

Thc<ie allegations thus made, bad, as vre 
found, been followed by declarations from 
other persons, who had not indeed spoken to 
the important facts of the pregnancy or de 
livery of her royal highness, but had rclatec 
other particulars, in themselves extremely 
suspicious, and still more so when connected 
with the assertions already nieiitioiied. 

Ill the painful situation in which his roya! 
highness was placed by these couimuuicatious, 
we learnt that his royal highness had adopted 
the only course which could, iii our judg> 
ineut, with propriety be followed. When in- 
formations such as these had been thus con- 
fidently alleged, and particularly detailed, and 
bad breu in some degree supported by colla- 
tcral evidence, applying to other points of the 
same nature (though gohig to a far less ex 
tent), one line only could be puj^ued. 

Every Sentiment of duty to jhur majesty » 
and of concern for the public weKre, required 
that these particulars should not be withheld 
from your majesty, to whom more particu- 
larly belonged the cognizance of a matter of 
state so nearly touching the honour of your 
majesty’s royal family, and, by possibility, 
affectiug the succession of your majesty's 
crown. 

Your majesty had been pleased, on your 
part, to view tlic subject in the same light. 
Considering it as a matter which, on every 
account, demanded the most immediate inves- 
tigation, your majesty had thought fii to com- 
mit into our bands the duty of ascertaining, 
ill the first place, what degree of credit was 
due to the informations, and thereby enabling 
your majesty to decide what further conduct 
to adopt concerning them. 

On this reviesi, therefore, of the matters 
thus alleged, and of the course hitherto pur- 
sued upon them, we deemed it proper, in the 
first place, to examine those persons in whose 
declarations the occa^^oll for this inquiry hau 
o'V’igiriWtefl, Because if they, on being •exa- 
mined upon oath, had retracted or varied 
their assertions,' all necessity for further iu- 
vestigation might possibly have been pre- 
cluded. 

We accordingly first examined on oath the 
pri&vipal informants^ Sir John Douglas^ and 


Charlotte his wife ; who Imtb positively swore, 
the former to bis having observed the fact of 
the pregnancy of her royal highness, and the 
latter to ail the important particulars con- 
taiued in her former declarations, and above 
referred to. Their examinations are annexed 
to this report and are circumstantial and 
positive. ^ 

Tlie most material of those allegations, into 
the truth of which we had beeu directed to 
inquire, being thus far supported by the oaths 
of the parties from whom they had proceeded, 
we then felt it our duty to follow up the inquiry 
by the examination of such other persons as 
we judged liest able to afford us information 
as to the facts in question. 

We thought it beyond all dpubt that, in 
this course of inquiry, manjr particulars' must 
be learnt which would be necessarily conclu- 
sive on the truth or falsehood of these decla- 
rations. So many persons must have been 
witnesses to the appearances of art actually- 
existing pregnancy ; so many circumstances 
must have been Mteudant upon a delivery; 
and difficulties so numerous and insurmount- 
ablo must have been involved in any attempt 
to account for the infant in question, as the 
child of, another woman, if it had been iti 
fact the child of the princess ; that we enter- 
tained a full and confident expectation of 
arriving at complete proof, either in the 
affirmative or negative, on this part of the 
subject. 

This expectation was not disappointed. 
We are happy to declare to your majesty our 
perfect conviction that there is no foundation 
whatever fur believing that the child now 
with the princess is the child of her royal 
highness, or that she was delivered of any child 
u the year 1802 ; nor has aiiy-thiug appeared 
.o us which would warrant the belief that she 
kvas pregnant iu that year, or at any other 
leriod within the compass of our inquiries.

Parsons, 

Hampshire Parsons ? My old ac- 
quaintances, Aaia do you, feel nowf 
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When, in March, ISir^ you met at 
Winchester lo congratulate the Prince 
Regent on his “ narrow etcape* in the 
Park, and to thank the Parliament for 
passing t/ie Power •of* imprisonment 
Bill, 1 told you, in answer to Lockhakt, 
that, before ten years were at an end^ 
you must begin to look about you, if 
you moaned to keep the tithes. I was 
wrong, but only in point of time; I was 
only two yean in advance of the fact. 
But this, the most important of the 
subjects on which I am aliout to address 
you, I iimstareserve for the close of my 
letter. But, ujxin the whale, before 1 
go any . further, how do you feel, par- 
sons ? And (lid you, when you were hunt- 
ing me about, from the year 1805 to 
the year 1817* inclusive, anticipate this 
state of thinys*! I often enough told 
you that it would come j but did you 
anticipate it ? And now let me pro- 
ceed in the order above laid down. 

1. On the blame imputed lo me as to 
the cause of Ute popular commotions.-^ 
It is very true, parsons, that I have, 
lung and long ago, foretold what has 
now happened. 1 have been, for about 
six-an(l‘twenty years, predicting that, 
if such a ciiange were not made as 
would better the lot of the labourers, a 
terrible convulsion would take place. I 
have always said, that Englishmen 
would not, like Irishmen, lie down by 
liundreds and die (|uietly from starva- 
tion. It is very true that 1 have, for 
about ten years, inveighed as bitterly 
against making Englishmen draw carts 
like cattle, .full as bitterly as the Duke 
of Richmond did last winter, that being 
the \ cry first time that the matter was 
ever even alluded lo in Parliament, 
though the Parliament had plenty of 
proofs of the disgraceful fact given 
in evidence before their Committees. 
It is very true, that I have, for many 
years, been complaining that the la- 
bourers carried potatoes (accursed hog- 
food) ^to field, instead of the bread 
and meat and cheese that they used to 
carry thither; but, then, the Parlia- 
ment [had the same thing in evidence 
before their Committees so long ago as 
the year 18^21. It is very true, that 1 
have long been saying, that the honest 


working man was worse fed and worse 
clad than the felons in the hulks and 
jails; but, then, the same thing had 
been told the Parliamentary Commit- 
tees by witnesses that they themselves 
had chosen. Nothing (>an be tnier 
than that I have, over and over a^fuin, 
asserted that the labourers were put up 
to auction, and their labour sold for 
certain terms, just as it done with 
r^ardto the negroes in Jamaica; but, 
then, tJie same thing is stated in evi- 
dence taken down by the Parliamentary 
Coininitteos, and printed nt the peopWs 
expense, while I print at my own ex- 
pense. What blame then attaches to me 
in this case ? I confess, “ 1 am free to 
confess,** as the sensible collective has 
it, that I have said, that tiie misery was 
the cause of the crime, and that the law 
had no terrors, because the working 
people were better off in jail than at 
their owh homes; but then Sir E. E. 
somebody, Chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions of Warwickshire, and all his 
brother magistrates, have, in formal 
resolutions, said the same thing. Why 
not dy them? Why not iiy at the 
Parliament, who published all the evi- 
dence me(Kj^ed above ? 

Aye, buf ^ot only related the suffer- 
ings, and described the degradation of 
the labourers^ but I foretold that they 
would not endure it for e\er/ and that 
they would finally break forth and at- 
tack the rich. It is very true, that my 
words might amount to this ; but then 
Eakl Stanijope said the same thing, in 
his place in Parliament, hist year, only 
he said it without any reserve. He s^id, 
that there was an open breach between 
the poor and the rich, and that they 
would soon come to blows, if some effec- 
tual means of prevention were not 
adopted ! 'Fly at him then, parsons ; 
deal with him first, and then come at 
me. Ah ! but Earl Stanhope did not 
write the History of tile Protestant 
Reformation ! He did not tell all the 
nation what was the origin, the iuten* 
tion, and the former application of 
tithes and of Cathedral and Bishop's 
and College revenues ! And, therefore, 
he may take a horse when I do not dare 
; look over the hedge. 
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But, in (lefcMicc of his Lordship as 
well as of myself, let nie ask What offence 
there can be in forcUlUiuj nn evil, eve: 
if it be jtosifive instead of beiii^ con 
ditional, whi(;h latter has always bee, 
the case with me. Suppose I see^ in 
field which is eaten down as hare as 
bojird, a lot of oxen, which are shut up 
in it every night after they have don

“ born ” ; suppose the poor creatures 
raving with hunger, to get through Ih 
fence that niglit, and to eat, or trainpl 
down, his fine field of clover j and sup- 
pose him tlien to swear and curse anti 
stamp like matl, and to accu&e me o 
being the causit of tlie violence and mis 
chief committed by the oxen. Snpposi 
such a result, wouhl you not allow tha 
Squirr GaiNDUAt ought to have the 
soul beaten out of his jk)dy with a 
broomstidk or a hedge-stime ? Woulc 
you not be “ free to confess,’* that, at 
the very least, he ought to have tlie 
two horns of one of the oxen in his 
too -well-filled paunch ? And yet, this 
is precisely the case of these rich 
ruffiansj, who have been endeavouring 
to lix the cause of the disturbances on 
me. 

M to foresee and fotelell evily either 
to individuals, to bodies of persons, to 
rulers, to governments, or to whole na- 
tion-s ke criminal, what will you, the 
par SOUR y say to tKie conduct of the pro- 
phets and apostles, and .even to Jesua 
Christ himself? If this were a crime, 
they were the greatest criminals that 
ever lived. You will hardly, or at. least 
on^^ould think so, say that EzsicihL 
ougne to be blamed for the scattering df 
the infamous Jews; that he ought to 
have been ri^arded as the cause of it. 
One would imagine that you would 
hardly ilo this ; and yer he was the 
cause of that event as much as I have 


been the cause of the FIRES of 1S30 
and 1831. Ah ! but E/ekibl did not 
write the 7/t>/on/ nf the Protestant 
formation f And Sr. Jamrs now, that 
blunt and hoine-sj)eaking a}K)stle, was 
he criminal, when he foretold thus : — 
“ Go to, now, ye RICH MEN, weep

“ formed, and against suck a police, 
rioters can make no stand. It is 
** otherwise, however, with incendiaries,* 
** for, from the exposed nature of the 
“ property, it is almost impossible to 
" watch it,** This Scotch fcelosofer is 
in error here ; but that is ^no matter- 
It is very true that parcels, little bands, 
oi unarmed men, are easily beaten by 
armed men. However, this is no 
matter : the matter i.s THE FIRES and 
the MEAT AND BREAD, and the 
question is, will the fires cease until the 
labourers have the meat and the bread ? 
This is the question, and the only ques- 
tion worth attending to, as connected 
with this subject. But, it is a very im- 
por/a/ft question. It is pretty evident, 
that the Special Commissions have not 
done any-thing at all in the way of put- 
ting a stop to the fires ; for, observe, it 
is with the dark nights that they always 
come on again. The newspapers were

Oh, no 
they must have something better than 
potatoes and water, while they are 
watching. According to the above ac- 
count from the Bloody (Bd Times 
newspaper, there is scarcely a village, 
or even a hamlet, in all Hampshire, 
which has not had soiiic one man or 
more taken away from it by these awful 
proceedings. In short, there can 
scarcely be a familg in the county un- 
affected personallg, eitheV by relation- 
ship or close friendship, by the fate of 
the sufferers. Can there be, fur in- 
stance, one single soul, mau, >voman, 
boy or girl, in the parish of Bullino- 
TON, and in all the adjoining parishes, 
unaffected by the proceedings against. 


her f And yet it is amongst people 
thus feeling, and remembering that the 
watchmen are now to be found ! 

' But suppose the watching to be 
effectual in the preventing of fires. This 
is supposing an absurdity ; for to watch 
a large homestead twenty men are not 
sufiicient, supposing them all to be 
faithful and vigilant. But suppose it to 
be effectual^ who is to pag for it } The 
watchmen will not eat potatoes and 
dtink water ; mind that ! In shorL to 
pay for effectual watching would 
amount to more than the rent of the 
farm. And when is this expense to 
end } The property is always exposed, 
summer as well as winter ; and the 
deed is so easily and so safely executed, 
that safety to tlie property must depend, 
IS it always did dej)ead, upon the indis^ 
position of the working peopU to destroy 
and but in very rare instances, on the 
danger of detection and the dread of 
ounislunent. For it is not in this case, 
as ill that of murder, burglary, treason, 
&c. There are no traces of blood, no 
noise, no personal rencontre, no asso* 
itttes, nothing to carry away, nothing 
to be found on the offender. So that 
here is no protection for^ farm- property 
igainst fire, except imthe moral feeling 
f those at whose mercy, • whose ab- 
iolute mercy, it is always placed by 
ecessity, The true way and the only 
vay, therefore, of preventing the de- 
truction of such ^property, by such 
neans, ns to take away the motive from 
his the roost nunrieixiiis class of the 
eople, who actually live in the midst 
f the property, and who are as well 
acquainted with every barn and every 
tack as thevare with the different parts

Hut, as to the horrid nature 
of the crime of the incendiary, if he 
commit the deed “ merely to gratify a 
Jitnddike mnlignitij,'* and not to effect 
siny good end^ real or believed in j if | 
from this hellish motive he do the deed, 
death is /u.>‘ notwithstanding all the 
prating of the “ softeners of the criminal 
code,** Hut then the motive may not he 
merely to gratify a*liond-like nuilig- 
iiity.’* When, tlie Governor of Moscow 
set fire to and burnt down that immense 
city, burning siek, lame, bed-ri<ldcn, 
and women in chiltl- birth, by thousands 
upon thousands, hfs conduct was ap~ 
jj landed to the shies by every newspaper 
in ling land. What for ? Not because 
he had burnt so many human beings, 
and reduced so many families to misery, 
but because he had, by that same ileed, 
caused Ihe foundation of the overthrow 
of Napoleon^ which Avas deemed, by 
our Hroad ^5heet, a good suilicicntly 
great to sanctify the horrible means 
employed to effect it. And has not 
this same Morning Chronicle told us, 
overnuftl over agmii, that the labourers 
owe the. lisc in tkeh^mges to the fires? 
This is not justifying arson; it is 
merely stating a fact. And have W'c 
not here pointed out the sure means of 
putting an end to these disgraceful and 
hoMlble scenes ? What the sensible 
people of the great town of Birmingham 
think of this matter, the following pe- 
tition speaks : it sf>eaks, too, the voice 
of every good and just man in the 
kingdom it reflects the highest honour

It is unquestionable, that those unhappy 
individuals have been goaded into such des- 
perate proceedings under the exiMiement and 
phreuxy produced by a long c»)ur!se of uupar* 
alleled sufl'ci injcs and privations, aribiii;^ out 
of cruel and opj ‘cssive laws, some of wbicli 
have been expiessly Mitended to enhance the 
price ol bread, and others of vvliicli have been 
equally calculated to beat down the juice of 
labour. 

Under the pressure of these laws, and of 
olbers equally unwise ami disastrous, Ihe un- 
happy subjects of your Majesty have fur years 
scarcely been able to endure their unexampled 
sulleriui^s. (ireat mimbers of them liave been 
tu'ssed from dilliculty t4> dilTimlts, ami from a 
state of pieearious and ill-rewarded employ- 
ment to u state of utter 4 l‘?stituiion. They 
have struf;{jjied on for year after year under 
the itifluenecof hope, coustnntly disa|)poiutecb 
nud constantly dimiuisbin;^, until at last the 
reiterated declarations of your Majesty’s late 
Miiiisteis — first, that no distress existed, and 
then that no relief could be afforded — have 
positively driven them to despair. 

We respectfully submit to your Majesty, 
that your Majesty’s present Ministers have

But he is only lord of the soil; the 
herbage belonging to the copyhold ten- 
ants, of whom there are many in each 
of these manors. So that he cannot 
make the grants of his own accord with- 
cut the conseUt of all the tenants, 
which, however, they will, seeing bis 
example, and considering how full 
thefr iiarns are and hovv big their ricks, 
hardly refuse, just at tkistime. 

But, parsons, what will the Bloody 
Old Times, who praises the Bishop for 
his benevolence in this instance j what 
will this base and Bloody Old sheet ..ly, 
wlNn it is informed that I AM 'ITIE 
REAL AUTHOR OF THIS BENE- 
VOLENT INTENTION ! In 1816, I 
think it was, when the labouring people 
of our neighbourhood were suffering 
very much fron!i want of employment, 


I proposed to the parish of Bishop’s 
Waltham, that we should petition the 
Bishop, who was lord of the manor, to 
grant an acre of waste land to any 
married labourer who would enclose 
and cultivate and live on f#. I called a 
vestry of the parish, and to the farmers 
and land-owners made this proposition. 
We put the matter to the vote, and 
every ninu voted against me, with the 
single exception of Mr. .Jennings, the 
schoolmaster ! The three orators against 
me were, Budd, of Stakes 3 Ciiidple, 
then with three farms in hib hands 3 and 
8teel, of Ashton. Budd said, that to 
give the labourers a bit of land wotild 
make them “ sacy Cbiddle^shid, that 
it would only make them " breed more 
children ;* and ^TKEL said, that it would 
make them demand “ higher wages/* 
What is the present state of Budd I do 
not know 3 Chiddle has now not so much 
laud, I hear, ns one of the labourers 
would have had 3 and, as to Steel, he, 
who used so to swagger, has since 
blmn his brains out with a pistol t 
When 1 heard of the awful end of this 
man, and of the great change in tlie 
afl’airs of Chiddle, 1 could not help 
calling *to mind their conduct on the 
above occasion, and to cull to mind also 
the denunciations of God against the, 
oppressors of the poor: “ Hear this,” said 
1, when I heard of the death of Steel. 
“^Hear this, O ye thft swallow up the 
“ needy, c^en to make the poor of the 
land to fail ! I will turn y oar feasting 
“ into mourning, saith the Lord God 
“ and your songs into lamentations/' 

The vestry- book of the parish of 
Bishop’s Waltham contains a record of 
this iny earnest endeavour to protect 
and cherish the labourers. This has, 
indeed, been upwardest in my mind all 
my life long, or at least ever since 1 wa» 
able duly to estimate their toils and 
their hardsliips ; and if I had had power, 
instead of being persecuted, England 
would never have betield the scenes 
which now disgrace her. But, besides 
the efforts of mineJii 1816, the Bishop 
owes to me, in patt, that he has this 
Chase ; for it is very likely, that if it 
had not beco for me R would have been 
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enclosed by Act of Parliament, in 
in the time of Pbettyman, who had 
given his coment : and the Bill had even 
passed the House of Commtms^ in spite 
of the laudable and able endeavours of 
Mr. RicharoHooskman ainl Mr. Over- j 
iNGTON ; l)'t3t it was tlnng out by the 
Committee of the Lords, and, I believe, 
in consequence of a memorial written 
by me, handed to Mr. IIolaiks, and 
given by him to Lord Shaftesjiuhv. I 
♦ describe this beautiful Chase, with its 
scores of cottages, and its cows and 
pigs, in niy WofjoLANDs, an extract of 
which I sent to Lord Shaftesbury, along 
with iny memorial. If that enclosure 
had taken place, not only would the 
present Bishop have had no Chase to 
give to the labourers, but a thousand 
of these (children and all •together) 
woidd have been deprived of all the out- 
let which now enablCsS them to li\e so 
much better thau they otherwise would. 
So that, parsons, while we do justice to 
the Bishop, let a little he done to rnc. The 
Bishop goes the right way to work to 
put outthe fires : hi** is a more etrectnai 
way tlian that adoj)ted by the Ministers. 
He will, however, lindsonie (U'ctty hard 
Jiinis in tlie copyhold tenimis. The way 
to soften them is to have their names 
printed in a hand-bill, with the word 
dissent or assent against each. Only 
just print these, and let them see them, 
and their hearts will soften. 

And now, parsons, let me ask you. 
this question : Whether these acts of 
the Bishop be nnt a f/reat good? And 
then this question : Whether they 
would have taken place if tt had not 
been for the fires ? 1 have no desire to 

detract, in the smallest <legree, from the 
Bishop’s merit ; his conduct proves 
him to be a truly benevolent man ; but, 
as Biese acts did not ttdee [)laee before 
the fires, I must presume, that, while 
he as well as most of us, niu&t have 
condemned those acts in themselves, 
they roused his attention to the cause of 
acts so outrageous, so alarniing, and so 
new to the country; and that, thus 
roused, he was stimulated to those really 
good works. It is this unavoidable 
conclusion that makes men' look at 


those acts with less horror than tliey 
have Iwen accustomed to look at acts of 
arson ; and, while a wise government 
would not friil to see this, it would 
hasten to take away the possibility of 
good being ascribed to <leeds which, in 
thciuselves, are so decidedly wicked'; 
and it the Government follow the advice 
1 shall tender to them in the next Num- 
ber of the Two-lVmiy Trash, they will 
take away this possibditij,^w\\\\\\\ leave 
the incendiary to siilfer under the exe- 
cration, instead of tiie deep compassion, 

I of the just part of the nation. 

5 . On Tirii fate of tub Tithks. — 
PaiNons, for mafly yetirs you have ac- 
cused me of disaffection, disloyalty,' 
uifideittg, and all sorts of crimes, for 
no other cause tlian that I ])rof)ose(l to 
take away the tithes from the clergy. 
Look, now, at another part of this 
Register, under the head of Tl'l'IJLS; 
and vou will fnid, that, from Pbnzancr 
to Dovor, from J^evensey Level to the 
I’wced, from the \\ cst of Wales to the 
Last of Norfolk, the same sentiment 
prevails. “ A slrot^ feeling,’' savs the 
Fa I many t Packet, “of resisianve. to the 
tithe-system has displayed itself in the 
western p.irt of this county. Some 
days ago, a solicitor of Si. Ives was so 
roughly treated by the pec -pie of Mouse- 
hole, from whom he was voUeetxng the 
tithes for fish, that he was glad to cs* 
cape without toss (f life or tnnh. Both 
at Nevvhn and Mousehole, boards arc 
fixed against the. corners of the streets, 
with “ No Tithes paid heref painted 
on them ; and the 8t. Just men, it is 
said, have offered to march in a formi” 
liable body to their aid, if necessary ?' — 
Now, tlftse men are not rabble ? these 
men are not %/acoAmif ;*these are people 
of property and of weight in the com- 
munity. They do not, I dare say, 
read my writings. Yet, they are all of 
a mind. They all seem to think that 
tithes ought not to be. Why blame me, 
then ?.v i have only gone a little before 
other people. 

It is very strange, hut it is true, that 
you are beaten without an attempt tor 
defend yourselves. Vou sulky. 

But that will avail you nothing. You 
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might ask, why tithes, which have ex- 
isted a thousand year^, wshauld be found 
so op])rcssive for the first time ? 

You t\ave plenty of arguments j but 
tliey are all answered in a moment, and 
in this one remark 3 that tlie Cliurch 
Pr()f)erty is public property^ and that 
is wanted to be applied to the dimi - ! 
HHlhn of the taxHS. Thi^i is the an- 
swer to every-thing that you can say. 
As long as the taxes were bearable, your 
affair was left u inn eddied with j but, 
as I have said for years, s'^inetliftij must 
yive way last ; and the nation, with 
voice UMiiuiinous, have pilcheil upon the 
Cliurch as the JOX^VH. Vour ship- 
mates, the fundholdeis, the petisiohers, 
the patentees, the deail-wii^ht, and the 
staff, all agree that y^mare wanted the 
least. The fund holders are your most 
formidable foes ; but they are sure to 
stand lotif/er than you. Sir Ja^iks Gra- 
ham, the present First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, wrote a })imphlct, three years 
ago, proposing to lake .iO per cent, from 
ibti fandtio/deis 'j and saying not a word 
about taking any-tliing ffo/n you! 1 
let looHi upon him* iiistaiiilyi and was 
joined by the whole country. no! 

pay the debt honestly ; pay it in full 
tale ; pay it in gold ; let the gold be 
of full weight and (iiieness, lint this 
cannot be done and yon keep the tithes 
at the same time, uud the lafyuirers yet 
paid sufficient wayes to keep them quiet. 
And here, here is the inie and only 
source of all the. rlt/jirulties of the Go- 
vernment, and of all the d inyers that 
menace the country j and, be you well 
assured, that you^ or the fandholders, 
must yine way. You might have so 
manage 1 the matter as lu ^nake the 
funriholders tl« JON.Afdj but you 
have not, aiul must, witlioiit a most 
wonderful miracle, l)e the Jonah your- 
selves. 

One PiiKTTYMAN, ill jircachiiig before 
tl»fc>Judges at Winchester, ascribed the| 
acts of violence to the cheap pamphlets ! 
A fellow of tile name of Fhbrk, the 
other d«iy, at Cambridge ascribed them 
to the lectures^ when the very greatest 
fire of all was close by Caui bridge, 
where he would not let me lecture ! But 


all this is really brutal nonsense. Just 
as if 1 could persuade men to feel what 
they do not feel ! Just as if it reiiuired 
infiammatory pamphlets and speeches to 
convince them, tliat they, who create all 
the food fit for man, ought not to live 
on food fit only for poor hogs ! Just as 
I if it required any-thing hut their own 
hearts to tell them, that, when they fall 
into poverty, they ought not to be made 
to draw carts like bea-its of burden ! 
And, if [ had the powers why should L 
have the toilf to cause society to be 
dislocated, and all property to be cast 
up to the winds? In the insolence of 
your lienrts, you and the like of you, 
repposent me as one who h^is nothing 
at. stake., wlm can lose nothing by a 
scramble. Who tiu » more at stake than [ 
have ? IJe who has more than four sons, 
men of talprit and learning and of sobriety 
anti intlustry never surpassetl : he who 
has mote than three sensible and virtuous 
daughters : he who has more than 
nearly a score of copy-rights of books 
of his own writing, the income from 
ea^h of which surpasses your allowance 
lo a curate, and the value of whicdi to 
me depends on. law as much as does the 
iMlue of any man’s estate to him. You, 
you, talk about .slake and property! 
what are the bits of public property, 
held by you at last for your ltoe<, and 
liable every hour to be legally taken 
j from you ; what are these, compared 
with the fruits of my talents and^ indus- 
try ? The subjoined is a roll of my farms 
and orchards and gardens. Look at it ; 
i see it the work of the over^hours of 
[eleven years ; master up an account of 
; the labours any fifty of you, in the 
j same .space of lime j and then, if you 
have any sense of shame left, blush for 
i your abuse of me. lii my strenuous and 
incessant efforts to defend and aid the 
labouring pef)ple, what motive but a good 
one could I have had, or can I have ? 
They have no incMU. of .rewarding me, 
i even with the intimation of their grati- 
tiule. They cannot know me person- 
ally, nor I them. But, besides my 
natural dispositiub, that Boox, which I 
have, [ believe, read with more profit 
than you have, tohl when a boy, 
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that blessed is he that considereth the | 
poor the Lord will deliver him in 
the time of trouble. The Lord will 
preserve him and* keep him alive : 
and he shall be blessed upon the earth : 
“ and thou wilt not deliver him unto 
‘‘ the will of his enemies. The Lord 
“ will strengthen him upon the bed of 
languishing : thou wilt make all his 
“ beef in his sickness/’ ^ 

And now, Hampshire parsoh9> leaving 
you to ask yourselves whether you havit?^ 
acted with these promises in your minds 
I close my letttir with once more bidding 
you look at the documents, which you 
will find under the lieud of TITHES.

** Smowktii — T hat your Petitioners humbly 
approach your Honourable iiuuse, to invoke 
its attention to a subject of deep eventual iiii> 
portaiice— the present System of Tithes. 

“ That your Petitioners conceive that the 
vast changes made in the numerical state of 
the population and agrietilcur.il produce, 
since this import was laid on, 1,000 years a^o, 
render the wages and work of the clergy 
inordinately disproportionate, mid that the 
deciinatioii now exacted contributes in a great 
degree to the unpar.'tlicle<l distress which pre- 
rails in the agriciiUiiral distncls. 

“ That the present mode of enaction is a 
fertile and detestable source of wrangling and 
litigation, ruinoU’tly o|iposcd to the hallowed 
spirit and interests of religion, and deplorably 
injurious to tlie character and inlluence of its 
Ministers; and therefore an adequate pro- 
visiuii should lie made from some less oppro- 
brious and oppressive source. 

“ Tliat the lands hciiig now burdened with 
Church and Poor-rate^., for the object ol 
which tithes were originally appropriated, 
their uses arc now nearly subverted ; and, 
therefore, that this gross and growing evil 
should im longer be perpetuale<l. 

“ I'luit your petitioners consider the time 
is fully come for rescinding Statutes extorteil 
from superstition by Popish ecclesiastics, and 
earnestly implore your honouralile House 
promptly to adopt smdi measures as may best 
remove the iniolerable burden under winch 
our petitioners, in common with others, 
ave two long been groaning.” 

This ])etitioii p«isitively expresses the feel- 
ing of the great body of agriculturists all over

pojmlation, tliongh con.sisting of many thou- 
.saiids, is to make an unfair and unreasonable 
distribution of the fruits of the earth. That 
your petitioners find, from undoubted histor^^ 
that such a distribution was not intended iu 
the first institutiuii of tithes ; but on the 
contrary, that they were given in this country 
to the clergy, in trust, for the support of the 
poor, and for the building and repairing 
places of worship, and on conditions, th|t they 
should instruct the people in the Catholic 
religion, perform ina.sscs, and say prayers for 
the souls of the donors and their ancestors, 
and hospital) ly entertain .strangers and tra- 
vellers ; and that for the performance of these 
trusts and conditions, they were allowed out 
of the tithes a maintenance, foml, and rai- 
ment, but were not allowed to marry, or to 
beipieaih or accumulate private property. 
Your petitioners also' find, that in process of 
time another set of men gained possession of 
the tithes, who performed none of the trusts 
and couilitious for the performance of which 
they were oilginally given, but who, on the 
contrary, married wives, begot children, ac- 
cumulated private property, bequeathed it to 
whom they would, ceased to use hospitality, 
and left tlic poor destitute. In consequence 
of this, the poor have been, siuce that time, 
maintained l>y a tax levied for the purpose, 
on house, s and lands, tlic churches repaired by 
another tax, and new ones built by grants out 
of the taxes rai.scd by the Government, to the 
great impoverishment of your petitioners and 
their fellow-countrymen. That exj^erience 
bas fully established your petitioners in the 
belief that tubes are injurious to agriculture, 
.and prejudicial to the reputation, zeal, and

10,O00L, and therefore he was free from the 
apprehensions that deterred the Duke of Wel- 
lington from entering the city. [At tins mo- 
ment an active pick’)>o<‘ket wa^ seized by 
some person in tbe crowd ; there wa* a genc- 
r.il cry of “ Hold him, hold him."] “ Yes,^^ 
said Mr. Hunt, ** hold him by all means ; he 
IS one of the Government.*’ He advised 
them to take care of the smaller pick-pockeis, 
and he would undertake to manage the greater 
ones. The Duke, forsooth, was afraid of 
some dfhturbaucc if he came into the city; 
hut occasions diflered, and their effects were 
a.s different, lliat was the third time on 
which they had acceded to him the honours 
of a triumphal entry, and yet on no one of 
those occasions had any accident taken place. 
Mr. H. then repeated the greater portion of 
what he had in the early part of the day 
addrcs.scd to his assembled friends in Jsliug- 
ton -green, dwelling upon the insidious cha- 
racter of the suggestions of those corrupt 
knaves who sought to keep him out of par- 
liameut, by saying that one man could do 
nothing, when so many were interested in 
picking pockets, and enriching themselve.^ 
with the plunder of tUe people ; but the men 
of Preston had determined to try that ques- 
tion, aiid aec what one man could do ; -and 
were that man only backed by the voice of 
the people, he could assure them that the 
attempt would be made tu.break up the strong- 
holds of corruption. He would attempt that 
which had n^ver been attempted before ; and 
f he had’the support of the people, his efforts 
would not fall powerless upon the floor of 
the House of Commofis-^effoctfi whicdi should 
be directed to the repeal of laws, almost all of 
which were framed for the express purpose of 
Ira wing money from tbe poor for the advantage 
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of tjseVrch. One of his first objects would be to 
move for a repeab of that ^illanous Corn 
JLaw, which was enacted solely for the |nir{iose 
of impoverishing the poor to enrieh tite aris- 
tocracy. It was one of the most atrocious 
laws that ever was indicted upon any people 
by any Government* however tyrannical ; be* 
therefore, should at once demand their total 
rep^pl ; and if he found any one to second 
him j a the House, they might rely upon bis 
pushing the motion to a division. [A voice, in 
the crowd, “O’Connell will second you.”] 
He did not expect that any Kiigiishniao woulo 
be found CO support him. O’Connell, he did 
hope, would second him ; hut he did not look 
for support elsewhere. He next called their 
attention to the conduct of the newspapers 
during the past loeek. They had been quite 
mute about the PrestAn election ; nut a word 
in them respecting the great struggle that 
was going on in the North, though the Pres- 
ton papers were publishing second and tli^d 
editions. What was the London press alraid 
They could not, it would secin, take a 
single p irtioii of the intelligence from any of 
the Piestoq papers; they must, forsooth, 
travel over to Lee<ls for the fat lie that Baiues 
publishe<l there in his lying pa(icr. It was 
called The Leeds Mercury — it would be 
equally well to call it the T'he I^ing Mercury, 
From that source did the Loudon juuruals 
take their intelligence; that was the way in 
which the people of BngUnd were hum* 
bugged ; that was the way in which tlie worthy 
proprietor of The Observer thought proper 
to de«.fTihe public proceedings. Yes; Mr. 
William Clement, as well of 7Vie Observer 
as of The Morning Chronicte^ thought 
proper to adopt — to prefer The Lying | 
Alereunj of Leeds to the respectable papers ^ 
of Preston, though he would not raise 
bis voice against the expenditure of eight 
or ten thousand pounds of the money of 
the poor to be spent in the city for the purpose 
of giving the king and the Duke of Welling- 
toij a gori;e. Tliese immaculate papers said 
there was at least one good that would result 
from his election for Preston. What did they 
think that was ? It was this— that as he was 
now a Mciiiher of Parliament, there Wiiuld, it 
was to be hoped, be no more chalking iif the 
walls. That waa>ia one of Mr.^Meinent's 
papers; in the true spirit of trarle, lie wished 
iiiin (Mr. Hunt) tu advertise no more by 
meaiib of the walls, but, instead, of paying 
him (Mr. C.) 30/. a y^r for advertisements, 
to pay him 60/. “ Ah.l Billy Clement, you 
are n trader, and you want me to pay you a 
larger annual sum for adve.rtisraents than I 
do, and to leave off ehalking the walls.” They 
talked (he continued) of bis chalking the 
vwIIst— why Warren chalked twice as much as 
he did. He then proceeded to censure para- 
graphs ill ThcAge^ newspaper and in The 
^standard, upon the' same subject, snyiug, 
that The Standard had express^ a hope that 
the people would not lose their time by form- 
ing a procession that da^ in honour of Mr, 


Hunt, for the purpi^seof escorting him tlirough 
the town ; they advised all rational people to 
bfay at home, and recuinmendeil all timid 
people not to run the risk of being crushed to 
death. It rocunimended all careful shop- 
ket'pera to cUne their shops to protect their 
property from Huiii’.s blackguards. It as- ' 
sinned th.it all decent people would slay at 
home, and no fiersoiis of sense or character 
would join Hunt’s blackguards.” Now if 
they should catch ihe ediU»r of ?’/«? Standard, 
and be Hisposed to drag I iin along the kennel, 
they would show him some mercy fui his (Mr, 
H.*g) sake. It would, perhaps, be said, that he 
was attacking the press, and that it w.i$ most 
imprudent in him to do so at present— he was 
merely stating the attacks made by the press 
upon him. He then went over the pmu ipal 
topics of which his speech afc IslingUni wiis 
composed (for which sec former pan of the 
report), and went on to speak of the recent 
proceedings under the Special Coiiinii'sioiis, 
when so many of the poor working classes 
weiCv sctilctjced to be hanged uiiii tran- 
sported. There was one gentleman, Mr. 
Benett, of Wiltshire, one of tlie great in- 
stigators of the Corn Laws, who had signalised 
himself upon (he occasion in quesiion - a iriaa 
who hsd screwed up the rcau of his estate to 
the highest possible pitch of elevation, and 
the wages of the labourcre to the lowest pos- 
sible point of depression ; and that man stood 
upon these trials as the comJnitiifn 4 magis- 
trate— as the Foreman of the Grand Jury, 
befiirc whom the bills were prelcrred. lie 
was a witness against the prisoners, and he 
was a prosecutor himself in those veiy cases. 
(Shame!) He concluded by ttiaiikiiig the 
sawyers for their attcnilaucc on the occasion. 

Thanks were voted to the men of Frestoii, 
and, after nine cheers for them ami three for 
Mr. Hunt, the assemblage broke u > at about 
a quarter to live. 


MISERY AND THE FIRES. 

D£KBYSHIR.E. — The distress which pre- 
vails amongst the miners and weavers of this 
iDountainous and cold district is almost beyond 
description. We werti present at a tminqruus 
and respectable Meeting of the inhahitai4$ of 
the %iilageof Brad well, hel^ on WcUtl^Ay 
last, for the purpose of comtideriug ttie best 
means of adiiiinisicring relief toiho sud'eririg 
families in the ncighbuuibood, especially those 
who are iii indigent circumstances, in conse- 
quence of the very low rates of wages alForded 
to those employed in the above trades, who it 
is well known, cannot, by the most diligent 
exertion^ earn more than from three to four 
shillings perufeeh! U is imt*ossihIe to conceive 
the vast depth of misery which exists, it ap- 
peared from the. statements of some nf the 
sp^mkers, that many «f these pof»r sulfereTS 
had their children in bed when visited, wlsose 
bed- clothes had not a vestige of eUher Unen or 
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fiannel about tkcm^ hat wai componed of wrap* 
pert and old r/oMeir—otliers bad not a tittle of 
tinl*^HeraUi,7ihJan, 

Fire OF A Farm.— O n Monday ni|^ht last, 
about half-patit neveu o'clock, the extensive 
« barn, cow- hovels, outhouses, forming 

one range of building, in the occupation of 
Mr. Mason, of Broad Holme, near Helper, on 
the Matlock road, Derbyshire, ivas discovered 
to be on lire in several 'difTerent places. The 
alarm soon spread, and hundreds of individuals 
rushed to the spot, anxious to arrest %hc pro- 
gress of the devouring element, if possible; 
such, however, was the fury of the flames, 
that although Mr. Strutt's engine, of Helper, 
was actively used and supplied with water, in 
fddiiion to every other means, all cITorts to 
save the barn and out*buildings proved al>or> 
live ; and it is with pain we add, that five fine 
cows, in calves, th^ property of Mr. Mason, 
were burnt to death, without the chance of 
rescue. A bull, fastened up in the hovel, was 
more resolute and fortunate ; he tore up the 
stake to which he was affixed, and ran out, 
bellowing most hideously, whilst the moaning 
sounds which proceeded from the cows were 
truly piteous. In addition to this heavy loss, 
the barn contained the produce of one stack 
of wheat, which was entirely consumed, to- 
gether with the whole range of building. 
Seven or eight other stacks of wheat and oats 
shared a similar fate ; and triding indeed is 
- the portion of farming stock saved. The wind 
fortunately blew the contrary way, or the 
dwelling-house mu'll have fallen a saorilice. 
A stack of oats, and two or three of hay, arc 
all ‘ ‘ . 

aidered saved. 'Fhere is not the slightest 
doubt in tlie mind of any one, but that this 
diabolical act has been the work of some 
fiendish incendiary or incendiaries, a.s the 
buildings, as before stated, were on lire in 
several pluccs at one and the same time. 

LiANC’ASlilHK, — On Monday night last, as 
Mr. Thomus Ashton, son of Mr, Samuel Ash- 
ton, of Gee-cross, near Ashtou-under-Dyne — 
where the recent alarming turn-out of the 
eotiou-spinuers has taken place, was returning 
to the Apethurpe factory, he was shot at by 
sonic base assassin, and killed on the spot. 
The deadly weapon* was loaded with ^lugs— 
one uf which, it appears, pierced hisheart, and 
the^bther went through the back bone. He 
wkefust retiirnisg from taking his tea, to the 
factory, and bad to pass through a dark nar- 
row Ihue, where the dreadful crime was coni* 
initted. The report brought several people to 
the spot, and the uafortunate young man was 
conveyed back to his ow n house a corpse in 
ten minutes after he had left it. The scn$a< 
tions of the family, which is very numerou. 
hereab^ts, may be better felt than described. 
They are the largest spiaheri in this part of the 
country, and bear an excellent and honourable 
character. The deceased was only tWenty- 
tw(> years of Age, and was beloved by all the 
working classes. No cause can possibly he 
assigned for this inUuiuak transactioD, unless

Before J proceed to point out to you 
the means alliuled to in the title of this 
paper, I shall endeavour to convince 
you of these three tilings: 1.

sures which I think ought now to be 
adopted j and, therefore, the best pos- 
sible jiroof that 1 can give of my sincere 
and anxious desire to cause to be effected 
the great object stated in the title of this 
my address to you, is, to endeavour to 
implant tlii$ conviction firmly in your 
miruis. 

First, then, that the fires have been 
set by the labourers and without instiga- 
tion, You must be convinced of this, 
or, you will not listen for a moment to 


the remedies which 1 have to propose. 
At first thought on the matter, it will 
appear to be absurd to state such a 
proposition as this, especially after the 
numerous trials that have taken place 
without there having appeared, through- 
out the whole country, one single par- 
ticle of evidence to give countenance to 
the notion that any one fire in any 
place had been set by any person but a 
farm labourer, dr that any person what- 
soever, except a fai^m labourer or fanu 
labourers had instigated the perpetrator 
to the act. Scott Eldon (I will always 
when speaking of this person retaia 
the word Scott) is reported to have 
said distinctly, that one of the county 
jails was full of foreigners who had 
been committed for these crimes. Peel, 
IvNATciinuLL, and divers others, stated, 
as a matter of course, that the fires had 
been instigated by persons going about 
in gigs, cun ides, post diaises, landaus i 
There was a woman in Piiiladelphia, 
who, as a Quaker neighbour told me, 
iniiimned herself to be a tea-pot^ 
streffhed out one arm in the sliape 
)f a spout, put the other a- kimbo to 
reprchcnt the handle, and cried out to 
very- body who came near her, “ Pray 
don't break me” ! “ What,” said my 

neighbour, “ would thee have done in 
hat case, friend Cobbett ”1 Why,^' 
said I, “ being a tea-pot I could have 
taken care that nothing but water 
.should have g«)ne into her in the shape 
of liquid, auil that no solids sliould 
“ have gone into her till sjie had vvctslied 
all tlie dirty .linen and Iiad scrubbed 
“ every floor in the house f a remedy, 
by-the-by, which I beg leave to 
recommend to my readers in general, if 
they ha[)peii to be troubled with wives 
with imuginutions so extraordinarily 
strong * 

Strong, however, as the iiiflulgeiice 
of the husband had rendered the imagU 
nation of this lazy she-dcvil, it certainly 
did not surpass m point of force that 
E 
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of those persons who have ascribed 
these fires, or any part of them, to the 
instrumentality or instillation of any- 
body i)Ut the labourers themselves ; 
and the wonder is, how any one ever 
can have entertained such an idea. For 
a good while I believed that no one 
was ^inccre in his professions upon this 
subject ; but at last I met a gentleman, 
a country gentleman, a considerable 
landowner and land cultivator, a ma- 
gistrate'of long standing and great ex- 
pevience, a public-sj>iritcd man, |not 
only a llberul but a generous man, a 
man singularly good, not only to his 
own labourers but to all round about 
Lim j a considerate, a mild, and in- 
dulgent man ^ a man of sincerity and 
veracity as perfect as 1 have ever known 
to exist in man ; and this gentleman, 
while he was roa<ly to make every apology 
for the other violences, ascribing them 
to the real su fieri ngs of the people, told 
me this, that, “ as to the /ires, the 
people have certainly been instigated 
to those by a bET OF CONSPIRA- 
IN LONDON.” 

I W'as astounded to he<'ir him utter 
these words, I could account for Scott 
Eldon's /orriV/z/m’ ; fi)r when he talked | 
of the inlelligcDce coming in a Ic^er, | 
one could see that it w’as a hoax; J I 
could account witliout. much racking of i 
m}' brains for the strong imaginations of | 
Peel and Knatchhull and the rest ; but] 
1 really was frightened when I lieard | 
this gentlemen talking of a conupiracy 
m Loudon instigating the fires ; and, 
in his case, 1 can account for the 
monstrous absurdity only by reflect- 
ing on the effect of the .stories 
which the jieopic in the country are 
ctintiifnally hciiring of the surprising 
dexterity and cleveniess, and the pro- 
found wicked. r'ss, that exists amongst 
the (lisconteiited spirits in London ! If 


of the best-tempered fellows in the 
world. Men that talk very much are 
apt to do very little 3 and I, if I had 
ricks and barns at stake, should be 
more afraid of the vengeful feelings of 
one single labourer, whose son or bro- 
ther I had caifked to be imprisoned, or 
severely dealt with, for poaching, than I 
sliould be of the speeches, the waitings, 
and the machination.s of all the dis- 
contented spirits of London, who, lie- 
sides all the rest, hardly know wheat 
from peas when they see them growing, 
hardly know a rick /ronfi a bain, and 
certainly do not know a barn from a 
stable 3 are totally ignorant of the .state 
of the homesteads, and of th<j means of 
assailing them ; wmuld be frightened out 
of their wits at idea of going along 
a dark lane, or over a dow'ii, by them- 
selves 3 and, in short, are as incom- 
petent to give instructions or sugges- 
tions in such matters as the labourers 
would be to give instructions with re- 
gard to getting up plays and farces at 
Covent-Garden. 

Yet, so loth are you to acknow- 
ledge ; so loth are the lamlowners, 
the parsons, the bull-frog farmers, aye, 
and the debt-owners too 5 so loth are 
you all to acknowledge that thc'^e (ires 
have proceeded purely from the minds 
of the labourers, that you all still cling 
to this monstrous idea of extraneous 
instigation. Tlie cause of this clinging* 
is this 3 that you cannot acknowledge 
that the fires have proceeded purely 
from the minds of the labourers, with- 
out tacitly acknowledging ('ne of two 
things 3 namcl}^ that they must have 
had some deep and irresistible provoca- 
tion, or that Englishmen are become a 
totally altered peojde. There is not 
much to choose between these two ; 
either of them looks pretty angrily at

How, then, can the fires have been 
produced by speakings and writings ! and 
bow is a man of sense to believe that 
from Dover to Penzance, from Peveiisey 
to Carlisle, the fires have been produced 
by instigation from my speeches and 
writings. Yet I have been told, and I 
believe the fact, that the P08T- 
OFPICES, particularly in Sussex, 
Hampshire, and Wiltshire, have been 
narrowly watched, in order to discover 
some correspondence between me and 
the rioters and burners. If these 
watchers will but stick to their several 
posts, till they find a letter u'rt'Z/en by 
mCy or by any one by my authority, 
not only about rioting, and burning, but 
ahoni any-thing else, they will be amply 
punished for their curiosity. No, no, I 
have too much to write for the printers, 
to amuse myself in this sort of way. 


To be sure, I cannot help what people 
write to me ; but if the 3eereU|iry of 
State will send a derk to rciid all m 3 p 
letters over for me, they will stand a 
great deal belter chance than they nonr 
stand. All that come with the postugQ 
not paid I send back unopenekf, for tl^ 
amusement of the Duke of lliohmond ; 
and if he read them all with attention, 
he will liat^ijuite enough to do. About 
one half of them are threatening let* 
lers ; some threatening to burn my 
bouse 5 some my barn; some to shoot 
me; some to take me off by other 
means. These frequently come post- 
age paid, and then they immediately go 
into a basket for the maid to light the 
fire with. Till I began to receive these 
burning letters, I used to insure ; but f 
have never done it since, except in the 
case of my house at Kensington, which 
my lease compels me to insure fr>r a 
certain sum of money. I discovered, 
too, that, in the case of every insurance 
that 1 had made, 1 had paid nearly 
twice as much to the (ioverninent in 
tax as to the insurance-otiice for in- 
surance. This deemed a payment to 
protect me against the dispensations of 
Providence and the ill-will of iny 
neighbours. To the former, it was niy 
duty to submit ; of the latter I was not 
afraid; and, therefore, why should I 
give up my earnings for this {lurpose? 
Threatening letters, indeed ! I have 
received a hundred that 1 could have 
traced home to tlie parties with no 
very extraordinary pains ; and I never 
made the attempt in iny life. The 
post-oflice may be watched long enough 
befiire any letter is met with from me % 
and, whenever there bg one, it* is og 
likely to be found wdthout a seal as 
with it ; and I hereby authorise ami 
legally empower the post-ollice people 
to open all letters going fnmi me to 
any- body ; if they aih)rd them any 
amusement, I shall be very glad; but 
I beg them not to retard them on their 
way. Monstrous idea, that 1 should btt 
writing instigations to labouring men 
to urge them to commit felony ! Mon- 
strous, however, as the idea is, U cer- 
tainly has been entertained. 

To conclude under this head! Yoit 

ii ^ 
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have now had trials in Kent, Sussex, 
Surrey, Hampshire, Berkshire, Wilt- 
shire, Dorsetshire, and Buckingham- 
shire, before some one or other of the 
Judges. In other counties, and in these 
counties too, you have had trials for 
these offences, and plenty of transport- 
ings and imprisoninga at the Quarter 
Sessions. More than fifteen hundred 
persons, I believe, have been arraigned 
and tried; and, amidst tlie cries of pa- 
rents, wives, and cluUhen, under all the 
terrors of separation or almost instant 
death, not one single fact has come out, 
in spite of rewards which are perfectly 
terrific ; not one single fact has trans- 
j)ired to countenance the idea of foreign 
actors or instigators, of instigation on 
the part of conspirators in London, or 
of extraneous instrumentality of any 
sort, and therefore I liope that you are 
now satisfied that the acts have pro- 
ceeded purely from the minds of the 
labourers themselves. 

Second. That Ike means of fervor or 
of punishment are not calculated to put] 
anend to the Jives, — It is an old saying; 
that, if you kill a Jly^ twenty flies coine\ 
to his bnryiny. The new'^jjapers tell 
us, and indeed we know the fact must 
be so, that there is scarcely a village iu 
tlie counties before iiicntioucd, and par- 
ticularly in Hampshire and Wiltsiiire, 
whicli has not been, in a greater or less 
degree, plunged into a state of mourn- 
ing in consetjuenee of the lute trials and 
their result. But, is mourning all ? 
Wlien men suffer for well-known and 
long-understood crimes, tlien there is 
no a[)ology to be offered for them. 
Their memory is grieved, their banish- 
ment «or death lamented; but tlie re- 
lations and friends acijuiesce : the law 
takes itscour^-e, and no vengeful feelings 
are excited in the survivors. You have 
read the Birmingham jietition for the 
sparing of the h^es of tlie men at Win- 
clMjster ; if yon have not, 1 beg you to 
read it. The ijnestion, howeve^, is not 
xvhat sort of feelings the surviving j 
labourers ought to entertain upon the! 
subject; but what feelings they are 
likely to entertain ; and now, then, 
consider the effect of screaming mothers 
and wives and children ; think of the| 
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feelings of fathers for sons, brothers foe 
' brothers, friends for friends ; and conr-- 
sider that there can be scarcely one 
single man, amongst the labourers of 
Hampshire and Wiltshire especially, 
unaffected in his mind and heart by 
these transactions. The Morning Chro~ 
nichy in giving an account of the hang- 
j ing of Coojjer and Cooke, at Winclics- 
ter, last Saturday, concludes the account 
thus: — “There was not a crowd of 
“ more tliau 300 persons, and tliose 
“ chicliy boys. Some of tjie crowd we 
“ heard say they would willingly give a 
sovereign for a reprieve. The mo- 
“ iiient the drop fell most of them 
“ went away. The special constables 
“ were in attendance at seven o’clock, 
“ and, in fact, cum[)OSi*d the greater 
“ part of the crowd. Close uiKler the 
“ scaffold, on some doors, was written 
'‘in chalk— ‘MHRDEK FOR iMUR- 
“ DER 1 BLOOD FOR BLOOD ! ' ” 
Now, this is what we never see and 
never hear of when malefactors are exe- 
cuted at other times. Coojier’s offence 
was rilling at the liead of a mob, who 
exloried moneys or broke machines^ or 
something of that sort. Cooke’s offence 
I was, striking Bingh.\m Baking vvith a 
I sledge iiammor. But Baring was well 
enough to appear and give cvicleiue 
against him ; ami it appears was seen 
immediately after the affair walking in 
the streets of Winchester ; so that this 
was very far from being MURDEIl ; 
and, before the passing of Ellcnho- 
rong/is Avi it would have been an AS- 
SAULT, punishable not even with tran^- 
portatiou, but with line or imprison- 
ment, or both. Now mind, the labour- 
ers arc not lawyers, they know nothing 
of Ellenborouglis Act-, their estimate 
of crimes is traditionary; and it will take 
a great deal indeed to convince Iheiri 
and to produce perfect acquiescence in 
their mind upon the subject of tliis pun- 
ishment. Kill one fiy, and twenty 
come to his burying.” Accordingly 
the very next sentence in I'he Chron-- 
icle newspaper is in these words : “ I'here 
“ have been eight Jives in the ncigh- 
“ bourhood of Blandford since Saturday 
“last. This circumstance will almost 
“preclude the hope of mercy being ex.- 
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tended to the unhappy nnen now under 
‘‘ sentence of death !” The same news- 
paper contains an account of five fresh 
fires in the neighbourhood of Norwich ; 
and 7Vte Times newspaper of Saturday 
gives an account of several fires in 
Wiltshire, two of which it speaks of as 
follows. “ The Hrst fire, which I de- 
scribed as illuminating the country for 
miles around, was, 1 understand, on 
“ the premises of Mr. Ilexworthy, near 
Wilton, liis dwelling-house, out- 
“ houses, and-corn-ricks wcie all burnt 
“ to the ground. *1 had not time in my 
“ way through here to-day to get the 
“ particulars farther than that Mr. Rex^ 
wort hij had been aciiae in bringing 
some of the late riotej s to justice. The 
“ second fire, whicli I said was in the 
“neighbourhood of Wnnborne, was of 
“ corn-ricks only. These also were the 
“ property of a person connected ivilh 
“ the late prosecutions,'' 'J'his fire was 
not near WUion but near Ileytesbury, 
and it was so great that it lighted the 
street at Fisher ton, thongli at JiJfeeti 
Wiles distance from it. — I pray you to 
look at these words from T/ic Times 
newspaper! I pray you to look well 
at tlie cause there .stated for this 
tremendous fire. Pr.iy read these 
troidsicitfi attention. liook also in the | 
papers of to-day at agreat fire near Dover, 
ilemeinber tlie fire in Essex the other 
day, in tlie very village from which poor 
Ewan had been taken to he hanged ! 
From the single village of Pewsey there 
are, I am told, eleven persons taken and 
condemned to be transported j and 
when the carrier, from whom the story 
came to me, came away, mothers were 
crying for their .sons, wives for their 
husbands, children for their fathers, 
sisters for their brothers, and, in short, 
all was fraatic lamentation. Of this 
village one of Lord Radnor’s brothers 
is the Rector, and he is also a jircbencl 
of Salisbury, where his elder brother 
has been sitting on the bench with the 
Special Commissioners. 

Without stopping to comment on 
these facts, and witliout directing your 
eyes towards Lincolnshire, where the 
fires appear to be blazing more furiously 
than ever, let me ask you, now, 


whether here be not enough to con- 
vince you, that the means of terror or 
of punishment are not calculated to 
put an end to the fires? This is^a 
most important (jucstion for you to 
consider; for, if these means fail, then 
there is no hope without the adoption 
of some other. Rcsecching )ou to re- 
flect most seriously upon this point, I 
how proceed to the next proposition, 
which is, if possible, .of still more im- 
portance. 

Tuikd, that the fires, unless cjfec- 
tiialhj put a slop to, may become far 
more extensive than they hitherto have 
been. — King’s Ministers, you know very 
little about the habits or the means of 
the labouring people. I do not impute 
this to you as a fault : your way of 
life, your own habits and pursuits and 
associations, have jirecludeil you from 
p(jfioes6ing this knowledge ; and, as to 
obtaining it from others, few jiersons 
approacli you who do possess it, and 
very rarely indeed will it happen that 
one of these will be found honest 
enough to tell you that you have not 
the power to do that which you wish to 
do. Rower to induce it to listen to 
objections to its own effectiveness, must 
be in the hands of those who are en- 
dued wdth all those ra»’e ijualities 
which induce wi'ie and just judges to 
listen to arguments against the compe- 
tence of their own jurisdiction. Hence 
it is that you do know and that you 
can know very little about the real 
character, the disposition, the propensi- 
ties and the habits of the labourers ; 
and especially about the means which 
they possess of gratif\ing their venge- 
ful feelings where, unhijppily, ilR:y en- 
tertain them. There was very little 
danger, comparatively, in the machine- 
breaking and the sturdy begging or 
rioting and robbery, if it must be so 
called. These would be effectually put 
a stop to by the transportings and thci 
hangings ; but as to the fires, it was 
quite another matter, as Rkxwohtiiy 
has found to his cost. Of all acts the iu 
this World of a criminal nature, the 
most easy to perpetrate, the least 
liable to delectlon, the least^ incon- 
venient to tlie perpetrator, is*that of 
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setting fire to out-buildings and ricks. 
To convince you of the truth of this, 
what can you need more tlian perhaps 
the two ihomand jfire» that have taken 
place, and the four or Rve convictions ; 
with regard to two of which the parties 
convicted declared their innocence with 
their dying breath ? As to the immediate 
means, I know nothing ; but 1 believe 
all the stories about Hre-balls and air<» 
guns to be merely ridiculous nonsense. 
A pipe and a match, or a bit of linen 
rag, as in the case of the poor orphan 
Goodman, in Sussex, are, I dare say, 
the means generally- used ; for, how 
are labouring men in general, or any of 
them indeed, to obtain any other means, 
and to keep those means by them too, 
without the knowledge of others ? 

Do, I pray you, look at the situation 
of this species of property consider the 
utter impossibility of watching it etfec- 
tually. In tlie case of houses, factories, or 
buildings of any sort, which are usually 
inhabited, the case is wholly different. 
Here the parties must eitlier be inmates 
or must commit the act by open vio- 
lence. It is difficult for a man even to 
set fire to his own house without detec- 
tion. Not so in the case of farm pro- 
duce and buildings ; where tliere is no 
trace, no clue, nothing to lead to detec- 
tion, if the perpetrator be alone and 
hold his tongue ; and that perpetrator 
may be your own servant ! And who 
are to be your servants ! Why, in 
Hampshire and Wiltshire partitiularly, 
the father, the son, the brother, the 
uncle, the nephew, the cousin or tlie 
friend of some one who has been hang- 
ed, transported, or manacled, by you 
or by some one connected with you. 
The loan -monger or Jew or Scotch 
feelosoplier brute may call the labourers 
of England peasantry ,* the insolent 
vagabonds who live on their labour 
may call tlieni ignorant ; calumniate 
while they starve them ; talk of their 
Vigpit of education. They want no 
educatlou •, they understand th^ir busi- 
ness well ; they are not ignorant, they 
knew their rights, and the wrongs that 
are done them j they are tender parents 
and dutiful loving children \ they are 
obedient and faithful servants, and kind j 


and good neighbours ; they are unas- 
suming, modest, content in their state 
of life ^ but they will not, and I thank 
God that they will not, live on damned 
{potatoes while the barns are full of 
corn, the downs covered with sheep, 
and the yards full of hogs created by 
tlieir labours. Above all things they 
are affectionate ; the parents love 
their children, and the children the 
parents, with more ardour than is to be 
met with among the richer tribes : the 
constant participation iii^ each other's 
hardships and toils tends to bind them 
more firmly to one another : if you 
commit an act of injustice towards one, 
the whole village feels it individually 
and collectively. Even the villages 
themselves connected Avith one 

another j and thus u whole county or 
district is imbued with one and the 
same vengeful feeling. Is any man 
so stupid as to imagine that there is a 
single soul in all Pewsey, man, woman 
or child, who will not remember the 
transportation of eleven men of that 
village ? 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
the farming stock is all collected in the 
homesteads ; if it were, it would not, 
that I know of, add to the security. I 
have a barn, for instance, now, at Barn 
Elm, one of the largest that I ever saw 
in my life. It was crammed full of 
corn in the summer, trodden down in 
the mows by oxen. Four men have 
been thrashing there constantly from 
that day to this, and they will be at it 
some time longer. There is no soul ’ 
living in the farm-house, and there is 
no house within more than a quarter of 
a mile ; the barn is at all times assail- 
able from the bank of the Thames, 
which is very close, and the whole has 
been uninsured ail the time. Now 
what protection had I for this between 
three and four hundred pounds* worth 
of corn, and, at one time, seven hun- 
dred pounds worth of seeds into the 
bargain ? Why, I had the protection 
of the good-will of the working people, 
my neighbours, who never were 
wronged or oppressed by me, and on 
whose good-will therefore 1 had 
reason to rely. To numbers of them 1 
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.have occasionally g^iven pretty good 
Scoldings and angry words j but I never 
did them injury, gave them no ground 
for revenge, and I can truly say that 1 
never had a moment of inquietude with 
regawj to the safety of my property. 
Yet tliero-lifis not been one single nigh 
during the last three months and a hal 
when the whole of this property migh 
not have been destroyed, barn an 
house and all, without a possibility o 
detecting the offender, if he had gon 
alone and hcjd his tongde j and if 
had been general^ hated in the neigh 
bourh(>od, where was I to have fount 
W'atclunen, and how was 1 to have pre- 
vented th*e« watchman from setting fire 
himself? 

1 pray you to observe, that to go infc 
a rick-yard or homestead is no crime a 
all ! Jt is only a trespass at the ut- 
most, punishable to be sure vvithou 
trial by jury. Suppose a man to be 
found in a riek-yard, or in a barn, with- 
out breaking in, with a pipe in hi 
moutii, and matches in his pocket, he 
is merely a trespasser. Pie must ac- 
tually set the tire before he incurs the 
guilt of committing the crime ; and, in 
all human probability, this species of 
rcconnoitrcing always takes place. Be 
sides, every labourer in the neighbour 
liood knows every one who lives in the 
house ; and the labourers having been 
driven from the farm-houses, there is 
seldom any male in the farm-house ex- 
cept the master and his sons, if he have 
any, and a sort of a groom. These are 
all away from home together very fre- 
quently 3 so that, in fact, iliere is no 
protection at all other than the good- 
will of the neighbourhood. 

But liow many hundreds of thousands 
of wheat-ricks, and oat-ricks, and bar- 
ley-ricks, arc not only built out in the 
fields, but at a distance from all dwell- 
ing-houses whatsoever ! How many 
thousands upon thousands of ricks cjf’ 
clover, upland grass, and saiiitfoin, are 
built out in the middle of immense 
Helds, to be given to the sheep while 
they are eating off the turnips in win- 
ter. These can have no earthly protec- 
tion but that of the general good-will 
and common consent of the labouring ^ 


people* I have seen ihottsands of stacks 
(in one single ride of inine) of wheat 
and b&rley, as well as of hay, standing 
out at from a quarter of a mile to a mile 
distant from any house, tree, or hedge. 
What in all the world is there but a 
sense of moral right and wrong, to pre<* 
vent the destruction of property thus 
situated? If, upon coming up to a rick 
thus situated, a man finds it guarded, 
he turns about and goes away, that^s 
all. In short, to shut out the rooks 
from a pea- Held of a hundred acres is 
just as easy as to preserve this species 
of property without the good-will of the 
labourers, or, at least, in defiance of 
their vengeful feelings. The exposition 
of the law, as Scott Eldon called it, has 
taught them the danger of klilcnbo- 
rough’s Act, and of the softened code ot 
George the Eourth 5 but it has not 
taught them to be content with pota- 
toes and water. 

Besides these dangers to barns and * 
stacks, are there no dangers to of 
corn ! A gentleman mentioned this to 
me the other day as the greatest danger 
of all. A piece of wheat, barley, rye, 
or oats, fit for the sickle or the scythe, 
set fire to on the windward side, would 
be demolished in a twinkling 5 and here 
lie facility of execution, and the safety 
►f the perpetrator are so complete ! Al- 
most every- where there are fbot-^iatha 
r roads of some sort ; and if there be 
not, and if the perpetrator he found out 
f the road, a trespass is his offence at 
he most. Here detection, except by a 
man’s own confession, seems to be al>- 
!olutely impossible. And you, the 
King’s Ministers, should be informed 
hat farmers are talking of this every- 
vhere. 1 know noihinpf of the imme- 
iate means' of setting tire in this way. 
amron did it by tying brands of fire 
o the tails of young foxes. Our fellows 
A^Quld, most likely, not do the thing in 
o open a manner, though as yet there 
8, 1 believe, no law making it felony, 
think It is only a trespass, subjecting 
he party to action of damages It id a 
]eed which, if done maUciouslg^ aad 
without monstrous provocation, ought 
o be punished with death j but the 
ruth is, that until the hellish wrkioga 
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of loan-mongers came into the worhl, 
law-givers never imagined the exist- 
ence of a state of society in which such 
laws would be necessary ; they never 
imagined the existence of a state of so- 
ciety when the whole body of the la- 
bourers would be the deadly enemies of 
the occupiers of tlie land j a sLate of 
society which it is impossible should 
exist for any length of time without 
producing something very like the dis- 
solution of that society. 

Now, King’s Ministers, if you be con- 
vinced, as I hope you are, that the fires 
have been set by the labourers without 
instigation from any-body j that the 
meansof terror or of punishmentare not 
calculated to put an end to the fires ; and 
that the fires, unless ctfectually put a stop 
to, may become far more extensive than 
they hitherto have been j if you be 
convinced of these truths, as 1 hope you 
are, it only remains for me to point out 
to you what I deem the pro[)er and 
effectual means of putting a stop to 
these fires ; and these means are as 
follows : — 

1. To issue a proclamation pardon- 
ing all the offenders of every description, 
whether tried or not, upon their enter- 
ing into sureties to keep the peace for 
a year, and bringing back those who 
have already been sent away, and in- 
cluding them in the pardon on the like 
terms. Oli ! Gentlemen, think of the 
joy, think of the happiness, with which 
you would thus fill all the bosoms in all 
the villages in these beautiful counties ! 
And think of the gratitude with which 
you would fill those bosoms tow'ards 
yourselves ^ and, above all things, think 
of the J^ilessings which, coming from 
the hearts of fdthers and mothers and 
children and brothers and sisters, you 
■would bring down upon the head of 
your royal master. 

2. To repeal Stiirges Bourne’s two 

bills, and thereby restore to the rr*e- 
pit^rs their rights, restore the power 
of the native overseers, and restore to 
the justices of the peace their for- 
mer power of ordering relief, without 
which the indigent poor can have no 
sure protection. i 

3. To •pass an act, making it a rais-| 


demeanour punishable with heavy fine 
and imprisonment for any overseer or 
other person in parochial authority to 
subject the indigent poor to work like 
beasts of burden, to put them up at 
auction, or otherwise wantonly to de- 
grade them, taking as the prcjunble of 
the bill that text of holy writ whicli 
says, “ Oppress not the poor became 
he is poor ! ” 

4 . To repeal all tl\e acts which 
have been passed relative to the game 
since the late King Geor^^e the 'J'hird 
mounted the throne,* and particularly 
that act which punishes poaching wdth 
transportation, which act has filled 
the )!inty jails with prisonoi's, which 
has trebled the county rates, which has 
thrown a burUei. on all the people in 
order to preserve the sports of the rich, 
which has filled the breasts of all the 
villagers of England with vindictive 
feelings, which has been the cause of 
endless affrays between poaclicrs and 
keepers, and which in conjunction 
with Ellenhoroiigh’s act has brought 
scores of men to the gallows. 

5 . To pass an act to re[)cal and ut- 
terly abolish Ellenborougli’s act, which, 
by making it a capital felony to strike 
a man with a heavy instrument without 
killing him, or to use deadly weapons 
in your own defence against a game- 
keeper, though without killing him, 
puts the striker in the one ca'^e, and 
the defender in the other, upon a le\el 
with the wilful, premeditating, cool, 
and cruel murderer, tends to eon ton ml 
all notions of tliscriminatirai in crime j 
temls to harden men’s heart'^, and 
weaken in them every sense of justice 
and humanity. 

Now, Gentlemen, these are, in my 
firm conviction, the only effectual means 
of putting a stop to the fires which now 
errify and disgrace this once great and 
lappy England. That they are easv of 
'x^cution and speedy and quiet you 
know well 3 for you know that they 
.11 may be accomplished in about forty- 
eight liours after the meeting of parlia- 
nent 3 and you know that the pro- 
clamation may be issued to-morrow, 
and that is the great thing of all. The 
hur Acts of Parliament would be 
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^ passed amidst the shouts of the whole 
kingdom. 1 propose to you notkiny 
new, be it observed ; not only nothinij 
revolutionary but nothing new do 1 
j)ropose ; nothing but a return, in four 
appj.rLMitly unimportant particulars, to 
the long»^4:.iblMied laws of the land ; 
nothing do 1 propose touching the pro- 
perly of any body of persons *, nothing 
to meddle with any institution of the 
country, even so far as to correct ii', 
acknowledged abuses ; but I simply 
propose an yet of gra piousness and 
goodness which •would rcllect eternal 
Jionour on yourselves and on the King, 
the love of whose people to him it is 
your first nluty to preserve j and 1 pro- 
pose to you tlie repeal of four Acts 
wliich you yourselves, u[u)ii reHection,| 
must hiineut to see in the statute-book, j 
And, (icntlemon, if you believe that i 
those measures would extinguish tlie| 
lires, you will not, 1 am sure, sulfer 
false pride to restrain you from the 
performance of a duty so sacred. There 
is no remedy but that which goes to 
the root of the evil. 'Fhat root is in 
the hearts of the people ; you must ex- 
tract the root or tear out the heart, or 
the evil must remain, I meddle not 
in this case with tlie rate of wages, or 
with any oilier detail : restore the law ,* 
restore protection to the labourer, and 
he and bis employer will speedily come 
to an equitable adjustment of their re- 
spective claims. If you have even a 
misgiving upon your minds u|)on the 
subject, disdain me, 1 pray you, as 
much as you please, but do not disdain 
the advice which I have respectfully 
tendered you, and which I press upon 
you with all the earnestness and anxiety 
that the heart of man is capable of en- 
tertaining. 'J'hus, at any rate, I have 
done what I deemed to be my duty : to 
you I must now leave the matter 3 with | 
this assurance, however, that if you 
follow this advice, amongst all the 
millions in whose hearts you will create 
feelings of gratitude, in no one will you 
create more than in that of

IRELAND. 

REPEAL OF THE UNION. 

My readers remember, that, when the 
Catholic Euianci[)ation Bill was passed, 
1 distinctly said, over and over again, 
that it would not at all tend to better the

Island, which, if man did not ap[)ear to 
be re.s()Ivcil to counteract and defeat the 
intentions of (lod, might be one of the 
happiest on the whole globe. J’he in- 
juries of Ireland began with the creation 
of this Protestant hierarchy, which was 
forced upon the people by every one of 
those means', which areknoivn of in the 
catalogue of oppressions. From that 
day to this day wrong unci insult seem 
to liave contended with each other for 
pre-cmincnce in the treatment of the 
Irish people, who have never been dis- 
loyal to the King any more than Corn- 
wall or Devonshire has. 

It is a false and villanous a.ssertioii 
that they want or ha' c ever wanted to 
be separated from England, cxce[)t as 
far as relates to this church. This is 
well known to every man who under- 
stands any-thing of the real state of 
Ireland. There is something so un- 
natural ; something so monstrous; 
something so insulting to the common 
understanding of all mankind, in com- 
pelling the peojde of a country to main- 
tain, at prodigious expeifse,an establish- 
ment called religious, and which that 
people in all sincerity and from the bot- 
tom of their souls regard as a damnable 
heresy, the sure leader to everlasting 
perdition ; there is something so insult- 
ing to human nature in tins, that the 
wonder^ is how one single man upon 
the face of the earth is to be found, not 
ashamed to utter a single breath in de- 
fence of upholding such an establish- 
ment under such circumsttinces! Eman- 
cipation, indeed ! How can men be said 
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to be emanclpfited, if still living in sub- 
jection to this establishment ? So con- 
vinced was I that the thing called 
emancipation would only give rise to a 
new struggle to get rid of tliis monstrous 
evil, that 1 pctitionctl the Parliament the 
moment the bill was passed, in language 
that must have convinced , the two 
Houses, that £ was ready to go upon my 
bare knees to prevail upon them to save 
£ngland as well as Ireland from the 
perils that must attend an attempt to 
perpetuate this cstabli'.hment. IJnhaj)- 
pily my supplications wore unavailing ; 
and now tiie perils really seem to be at 
hand. The Irish j^eople of whom Mr. 
O'Connell is no more than the faithful 
orgMii, iKiio demand a repeal of the 
umo7i, as the sure and certain means of 
getting rid of this enormous establish- 
ment. The CJoverninent are endeavour- 
ing to stille the voice of the people. 
They have issued proclamation after 
proclamation lia\ ing this object in view ; 
ami at last they have proceeded to the 
use (»f force iu order to disperse persons 
assembled to discuss the sul)ject. 1 
know perfectly well how greatly Kng- 
Itintl as well as Ireland would be bene- 
ftted by a repeal of the union. I shall 
nowiuseit first one of rtie proclamations 
recently issued in Dublin, .signed by that 
sensible, unassuming and liigh-blooded 
Statesman, E. CJ. Stanley, who had the 
retinoil taste, when he went lo wlvat he 
expected to he his re-election at Preston, 
to make a display of his wit in a bon- 
mot relative to Irish bulls, which he ha^ 
found to be provided with horns as well 
as with tongues. The next document 
ii> a speech of Mr. O’Conncli’s upon the 
subject of that proclamation ; and it is 
one of the be!?t that even he ever de- 
livered. 

Next comes another proclamation 
frotn E. G. Stanley, acting under the 
authority of the t)rofound Lord Lieu* 
tenant, and this is followed by two pro- 
^ftnnatioiis from Mr. O’Connell, but 
then follows an account of the 'forcible 
dispersion of the people ; and last comes 
a short extract or two from the Irish 
pipers, which will prove to every reader 
that all Ireland except those who 
profit fit^m the tithes and the taxes are 


in favour of the measure of repeal. 
When I have inserted these documents, 
I shall luive some further remarks to 
tender to my readers, whom, however, I 
beg to read these documents with the 
greatest posible attention, they wilj.theii 
understand the nature of the vp ’'icv-el, and 
will easily be able to determine which 
of the two parties are in the wrong.

“ Avclksey — VV liercaa-, liy an Act passed 
iu the 10th Near of his iate Majesty's rej»n, 
entitled ‘ An Art tor the Suppression of J)an- 
i^erous Assorialioiis or A-^seinblie^ in Ireland,' 
a poNve ■ is vested in the Lord- Lieutenant, or 
otiier Cliiel (i'*veruor or Governors ol Ireland, 
by his or their j.. ' laination or order, to pro- 
hibit or »up{>ress ilie ineetiiii^ of any assofia- 
tion, asseinhly, or body of persons, in Jx*e- 
liiriii, which he or they shall deem to be dan- 
^eioiis to the public pe.ace or safety, or niron- 
s.isleiit with the due administration id' the law, 
or any adjourned, icnewed, or otherwise eon- 
tinned meetin^f of tlie same, or of any part 
theieof, under any mime, pictext, or device 
whatsoever. 

And whereas it hath been madf known 
to us that an assembly or body of persons has 
been in the habit of mectim;, weekly, at a 
place in the iity of Dublin, called 11 olme's 
Hold, t'sher’s-(|uay. and that the <<iid as- 
sembly has been designed, and the meetings 
thereol held, for the purpose of disseminating 
seditious sentiments, and of exciting amongst 
liis Majesty's suhjeets disalfection ai;ainst the 
adiiimistration ol the law, aud the < onstituted 
authorities id' the realm : 

“ And whereas we deem the existence of 
the said assembly or body of persons, and the 
meetings thereof, to he ilani'crous to the pub- 
lic safeiy, ami inconsistent with the due ad- 
ministration of tlie l.iw. 

“ We, therefore, the Lord Lieutenant- 
General and General Governor of Ireland, 
being resolved to suppress the bame, do 
hereby prohibit the meeting ot the said as- 
sembly or body of persons, and all adjourned, 
reneived, or otherwise continued meetings of 
the same, or of any pait thereof, under any 
name, pretext, or device whatsoever ; aud be- 
ing detenniued and resolved strictly to en- 
force the law aud penalties tliereuf against all 
persons offending in the premises, do charge 
aud command all Mayors, Sheriffs, Justices of 
the l^ace, and all other Magistrates, officers, 
aud others whom it may concern, to be aid- 
ing and assisting in the execution of the law 
iu preventing the meeting of said assembly or 
body of persons, and all adjourned, renewed, 
or otherwise continued meetings of the same, 
or any part thereof, aud in the effectual disper- 
sion and suppression thereof, and in the detec- 
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tion and pmsccution of those who, after this 
. notice, shall offend in the respects aforesaid.

Yesterday evening, in consequence t»f an 
adverti>ement from »Mr. D'Connell, calling 
upon his friends to meet him, at six o’clock, 
in Haye-^'s'Eaverii, D.iwson-street, there were, 
long before six o'clock, upw/^ rds of three hun* 
dred applicant^ for pickets ; hut the rooms not 
being capable of accommodating more than 
half that mimber, «»m* hundred and fifty sat 
down to dinner. A good substantial repast 
was provalpil for the company ; as usual, the 
Government reporters were in atdmdance. 

Mr. ()’('o\Nri,L, iuiincdj.iTcly upon the 
cloth being remo\ed, rose to address the 
assembly, amid the most enthusiastic cheeis. 
As we iiave, said lie, met for business, and 
not for the mere purpose of amusement, the 
sooner, I think, we proceed with the business, 
th(i hotter. Vou all know that \vc are as- 
semhled here in consequence of another ex- 
ceedingly foolish exhihiUon of power. It 
idle to sujipo'.o that the exercise of that power 
can be injurious t») the popolar cause, much 
less is it probable that such proceedings can 
convince the pcjiple that it is he^t f«)p Ireland 
to have a go\ornment nncontrollcif by an 
Irish Parliament— that they should he at the 
mercy of a Ilntiah Minister, and witliout the 
shiiddof an Irish Parhament t(j protect their 
rights and guard tlicir lilierties. (Hear, hear.) 
Every additional Proclaniation can have but 
this effect — to increase our exeriious, to re- 
double our energies, and to add to our desire 
to attain that which can alone he the 8alv<ili(>n 
of Irelaml — the Repeal of the Union, (Hear, 
liear, and cheers.) In point of fact, can any- 
thing be more looli'<h than these prolariia,- 
tioijs? Do they imagine, that hy preveuting 
us fiorn assemhlmg at one place they can 
binder us from meeting somewhere else ? All 
they can do hy their last proclamation is to 
prevent us from breakfasting at Home’s. We 
may, for instance, meet here to-iiiorrow and 
breakfast ; if they proclaim us down here, we 
can go to another tavern ; then we have all 
the public- houses to go to, and, alter that, we 


Instead of doing us iniscbicf, it has only served 
to stimulate men to double energy > and it has 
roused to exertion those who before were 
apathetic. 1 have met, in the^course of this 
day, twenty individuals who More had not 
taken part in politics, and have decUretl 
themselves decided friends to a repeal of the 
Union. I aUosce in this room, at' this very 
moment, men whom 1 never knew iRffore to 
take a part in agiiation. (Hear.) 1 perceive, 
too, that in Oraugenicn and Piancsiants, tlieir 
blood boils with siill greater indignation than 
even mine doe.s, at the is>;uiug of this pro- 
clamation. They detest, even still mure than 
1 do, any attempt at gagging ilie public voice 
and [popular seutiment. (Hear.) 1 received 
this ay, what 1 should never like to get, an 
anuyinous letter, advising that Mr. Home 
should petition Parliament. 1 do not advise 
him to do so ; tliough I think he should try 
an action witli E. G. .Stanley, for depriving 
him of JO/, a week, which he had tleav out of 
the breakfast. (Clieeis and laughter.) I 
purpose, gentlemen, to give three lon-.ts, and 
I think we should confine ourselves to three : 
— the first, “ Tile People the second, 
“The King;” and the third, “ Tlu* Rejieul 
jf the Union.” (Che'.'rs.) After that, any 
gentiemau in whose face I see u speech, I 
will call upon him to make^one hy drinking 
his health. (Cheers and laughter.) The first 
toast, gentlemen, tlien, tliat 1 propose you 
is, “ The People ” — it i*» with a ]>roiid and 
bounding heart 1 propo-.(‘ it to you, hecniisc 
the rights aud the cause ot the people have 
been triumphant ()ve,r the world. (C/heeis.) In 
America tliey have succeeded in cstahlishiug 
free instituiions and cheap govern rnent-i-- 
Heaveu bless them for it ! In South Aineiica 
and on the cv>utjneiit, Jibcriy has been tri- 
umphantover higiitry unil despotism In Ire- 
land, we are still struggling to obtiiin liberty 
and constitutional iiiileprudeiice for tue people. 
— to see our J^arlianient restored to us, and 
our country enjoying all those blessings which 
nature and nature’s God intended for her. 
(Hear, bear, and cheers.) It is melancholy 
now for me to loi»k upon the wret k of the 
Marquess of Anglesey's character. I cannot 
look upon the prostialion of that character 
wiihoutsoine feeling^ of ulfecliouate solicitude 
for one who, I had hoped, would never have 
thus lowered himself, 'riii^e is but dlic bright 
spot about him as a politician — lie has been 
lucky once, by accident ; and having then 
acted well, / should wish him never to act ill. 


can have the private houses. ((JUeers and 
laughter.) Mv two dravviug-rooins are as 
large as these nionis. Some of my iudcpeml- 
eiit and particular friends can meet me there ; 
and 1 shall be extremely happy that my 
friends, ihc reporters, will also come there to 
breakfast with me. (Uherrs and laughter.) 
If they sliould issue a fi‘oc!a-nntioti against 
my house, then we have Mve thousand other 
bouses iu Duhlhi, which will do equally well. 
(Hear, and cheers.) In my opinion, then, 
the prodaroation is as foolish as it is absurd. 


Up to that penoil, however, he was not a very 
consistent poliiiciutl. 1 recollect, in 1825, his 
“sword speech,” upon which 1 was then 
ubligcil to comment at some length.

When- 
ever you com nutted a second error, you could 
say to him, •Oh, Sir, do you recollect how 
wron; you were at one time?’ ” (Laiighter.j 
Thus it is with Lord Anglesey, lie is like 
the truant servant, and being once right, he 
has, he thinks, a privilege to be for ever 
wrong. Now I will allow for his being once 
right the comnii->sion of two errors, and will 
have a balance-sheet of Proclamations against 
him (Cheers aud laughter.) lie has, 1 
think, taken an exceedingly wrong course. 
What right, I would ask, has he to vitu- 
erate and abuse ui, or wliy slionld he travel 
eyond the matter ol his Proclamation to 
heap censure upon us ? It is too had that he 
should be abusiog us, and praising liimseli 
for uothiiig. (Cheers and laughter.) When 
the weavers thought of presenting him an 
address, some of them asked me my opinion 
about the propriety of doing so; I told them 
that 1 thought they would <d)taiu but little 
from it, except hearing some of their best 
friends abu'»ed I However, said 1 to them, 
take care that there be nothing reprubatory 
of the repeal of the Union introduced into 
your address. ** Never fear, Sir,” said one of 
them to me, “ we uudersiand tlie thing well, 
aud will attend to it.” (Cheers.) Hut, said 
1 to them, throw in as much fiiUome flattery 
as your conscience will allow you, aud your 
stomachs can bear. (Laughter.) When you 
set about it, praLe him as much as you like, 
and, depend upon it, }ou cannot praise him 
as much as he wishes ; and whatever you he 
deHci(‘iit in, you may depend on it lie will 
make it up m praising hini'^elf. (Cliecrs and 
laughter.) 1 was right in my estimate of 
the gallant xManiuess ; and now mark what 
he sa}s of liiniaeif and Ills government — 
Wliilc,” he sa^s, “afost'ring govoinnient 
is anxious for its (Ireland's) prosperity, is 
incessantly oei ujiied with the care of correct- 
ing abuses, of amending laws, and devising 
means lor general improvement, other par- 
ties, as if to counteract those salutary mea- 
sures, arc persei eriugly ami misehicvously 
jmlting forward fresh pretexts for agitation.” 
What is the first thing he says of Ins 
government ? That it is a fostering 
^Jovermueiit.” A /itsterin» Goverement ! 
What does it FostJf, barring Jack Dogherty, 
whom it has fosiered until he is a fine, fat, 
plump chap ‘iioiigh. (Laughter.) “ A fos- 
tering Coviromeiit ! ” If he had said a pro- 
clamation (iiivernment — if he had said a 
scolding GovLTument— if he had s *id an 
abusive (Loeriimeiit, then 1 could i >sily 
ifM erstand him. (Laughter and cheers.) 1 
wissli there was someone amongot us who had 
a talent for caricaturing, and would draw a 
likeness of the Marquess of Anglesey as“ a 
fostning government” with l*addy Mahoiiy 
pulling out of oue dug, and Faddy Murphy 
dragging away at the other. (Lioud laughter.) 
What does it foster? if it does not give us 


papt it should not give us bad words, and this 
is a fostering Government. (Cheers.) But 
this fostering Goveriiinent is anxious for our 
prosperity.

What are tlioy g niig 
to do witli tin police? Where have they spoken 
even of a reform of the Law Courts ? (Hear, 
liear.) No — he does not say one woi'il of 

correcting oiie of those ahnses ; but lie praises 
himself, and issues bis proclam ilions, while 
the letter to Mr. Ivertlaud is still fresh before 
liim, 111 wind) be decl.ired that he would 
allow fair and full discussioT), (Hear, and 
cheers.) If this be a lostming Loverumeiit. 
and iiiccsSHutly engaged in correcting alnises, 
1 ask wbat is tlu* abuse they have corrected — 
what is It, where is it, wIkmi have they coi- 
rccted it? (He.ir, and clieers.) He then 
says his fostering Goveriiiudit is amending 
the Jaws — what laws hive they amended? 
No — I can only find him issuing jiroclama- 
tions, and ass.iiliiig us in laiii'uage which 
should not have been put into any public docu- 
ment that comes from the Heju-eseiitative of 
Majesty — listen to hisaddres'i — “ other parties 
as if to counteract thesesalutary measures ” — 
what measures — “ are persevcriugly ami 
mischievo(]>ly putting forward fresh pretexts 
fur agitation.” Frcsli pretexts for agitation ! 
Oh! then the edd agitation was a pretext 
also. (Hear.) I understund you, Martpiess 
of Anglesey ; it was Emancipation that filled, 
the sails ot your political cliaracter with the 
favouring winds of po|>nlar applause ; but 
that now has become '.tale. (Hear, liear, and 
cheers ) 1 have always told the Marquess of 

Anglesey, both in public aud in private, that 
1 looked for Emuncipatimi, not because it 
would be a triumph over Orangemen or Pro- 
testants, but that I and iny (Catholic country- 
men might giasp the right hand of frieiidMhip 
with them. (Cheers.) It was, that by being 
on terms of equality with each other we might 
combine and struggle for the happiness and 
iudcpeudeuce of our common country.

If the people of Ireland want to slceji, .vhat 
would they be the better of it? (Hear, hear.) 
Repose can only be the result of the ino>t des- 
perate tyranny, or it muat be the result of 
great pnisperily in a coiintr}, and winch muit 
set at defiance the attempt of every demagogue 
to disturb its peace. (Hear, hear) It is not 
my individual character — it is not the long 
series of years I have devoted to your use — it 
is not my services to Ireland — and, if I may 
so call them, it is not the coiivielion of any 
honesty which you believe me to possess — it is 
not my devotion (for iny vanity suggests to 
me that you know it) to see my country what 
she ought to be, great and happy — it is nut all 
thc'se that have brought you here to-day; but 
that which has made you assemble together is 
the last pnudaindtion of the Mar([oc>s of 
Anglesey. (Hear, and cheers ) And yet they 
J?pe3k to me of repose. What is the repose j 
they want? Surely it is riotih.it unnatural | 
repose which the Roman historian has long 
since descrilied, “ Ubiqitt solitiuUnam Jnciunt^ 
jparc/H itijpfllant,** (Hear.) Or u it that re- 
pose of which the Poet thus speaks : — 

■*‘Here pale Melancholy sits, and round her 
throws 

A death- like silence and a drear repose.^' 


to her free, honest, and imle pendent press ; 
and deeply and bitterly do those who are on 
the other side hate that pre^^s for tlie services 
it has done, ahd tlie good that it is rendering 
to the Irish people. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 
They may punish, they may incarcerate the 
persons belonging to tliat press, but they can* 
not, shall not, rum tlieni— they inny exercise 
their vengeance upon the press, lint it will scora 
their puny eflforts, ami it w ill survive to be hail- 
ed by the praises, and receive the bcnedictioa 
of an emancipateil people. (Cheers.) I have al- 
ready ohherved that it is melancholy to look 
upon the wreck of public and political charac- 
ter ; hut upon how many ahores do we findthu 
characters of the Whigs scattered. (Hear.) 
While thinking' upon the contradictory U*rinsi 
ol the Marquest* of Anglesey’.s ProLlamation, 
and his letter to Mr. Kertland, 1 wished ti> 
see vvluit was the excuse given by the Whigs 
bir passing this Algerine act.

Lord 
Altborp, who is now Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, also spoke against this hill, I waft 
then in London. I spoke to several of the 
Whigs. 1 certainly did not speak to .Mr- 
Staiiley, ami I pressed them to oppose it, even

Repose ! repose beneath Procla- 
mations — repose with 100 men to send to Par- 
ItamiMit, where we should have ,'100, and this 
100 men to oppose fi.)'! in England — repose 
xvhile there arc twenty-two nitteii boroughs 
in Ireland for Englishmen to buy, and liaser 
Irishmen to sell them. Repose! while we 
arc ground down by tolls and customs of petty, 
paltry, pettyfoggiiig Corporations, who ioao- 
loutly trample upon us. (Hear, hear, hear.) 
No, Ireland never can repose while she has 
these and so many other grievai^'es to com- 
plain of. (Hear.l It is evident that an attempt 
will be made here to put do«Hi the press. 
(Hear.) Ireland owes a deep debt of gratitude 


though it was made a condition ol Knianciiia- 
tion. (Hear.) Hear what Lord Althoqi says 
resjiectiiig it. — “ It may appear like a para- 
dox ; but the very extraordinary powerft 
granted by this proposed measure make it^ 
in ray opinion, less dnn^croiis^ because it rs 
impossible that any House of Commons, or amj 
Parliament, rciu wish to draw such a measure 
into a precedent.”

ever.

i REPEAL oFtHE UNION.

The following letter has been recei%cd by 
Mr. Terence Kennedy, of Jobu*street, from 
our city representative, acknowledging the 
receipt of a petition froui the cordwainers 
of Limerick, in favour of a repeal of tlie 
I Union 

‘yvtfndt/w,,/an. U>, 1831. 

I ** Sir,— I have this moment received your 
I Petition, and the letter wliich accompanied it. 
i The former L shall take an early opiiorUinity 
of presenting, explaining your opinions to the 
House. 

“It s with regret that 1 difier at any time 
from my constituents, or a portion of tlieiiu 
] value those constituents highly — and it is^ 
because 1 respect their iutlcpendenee, and 
Iheir exercistMil the nghi ul tree judgment, 
that 1 claim an equal Ireedourn for myself. If 
I could believe that the repeal of the Uniou 
would advance the interests of Ireland, no 
one should exceed me in zeal as an advocate 
for such a measure. But 1 couicientiuu^ly 
believe that such a repeal would ruin all tlie 
best prospects of our country. I do not believe 
it would bring back absentees. I do not be- 
lieve it would add to our capital. I do not 
believe that it would improve the condition of 
our ])ftoplc. 

“ If I am asked to compare »he proceedings 
of Parliament before and after the Uniou, 1 
can do so ca'jily and conclus-ivcly. Bclorc the 
Union your trade was fettered— our agricul- 
ture was depressed — aud we were exclude^lr 
from the British market. Since the Union, 
a freedom of .intercourse ha' opened to our 
industry the whole of Englaid. 'Plic Irish 
Parliament, by the vote of cgistineiit, threw 
the burden of tithe almost exclusively on the 
poor man. The Imperial Puiliamciit, by the 
Composiiiou Act, has removed many of the 
abuses and inequalities of the system. The 
Irish Parliament passed the detestable PeiiaV 
Code. The Imperial Parliament has esta- 
b]i}>hed perfect lilnTty of conscience.

TAX-PAYING PEOPLE OF 
ENGLAND. _ 

J}olt‘Court, VWjy^ilhuaryt l631. 
Brother Suf|5^ers, 

You have now read the whole of the 
forci^oing* documents ; you must clearly 
sec tiiat it is the people of Ireland^ and 
not any dtmatjorjm^ or association of 
dema^oEjiies, as the ^impudent vaga*'- 
bonds of loan-jobbers and tax-eaters 
I call all those who have an objection to 
be rrdibed of the last penny of their 
earnings. It is the constant practice of 
these inipudeiii, vagabonds to represent 
all those who have the spirit to oppose 
the measures by whicli they fatten 5 it 
is their constant practice to represent 
all such men, as men destitute of for ^ 
tune and of character. \Vhat, then, is 
it that can ^ive these men such enor- 
mous power over the minds of the 
people.^ Their arguments must he 
powerful indeed, if the organs be so 
very contemptible. But, Corruption 
lies in her heart ; the ort^ans are desti- 
tute of neither property nor character ^ 
but still the weiijjht of these, in addition 
to all the talent that they possess, and 
all the just confidence that the people 
place in their judgment, would be 
nothing at all, were there not good 
grounds for the proposilionf that they 
advocate; in short, if the people of 
I Ireland were not cordially for the repeal 
of the Union, could the Paget-Stanley- 
Proclaniations have been necessary ? 
Could it hcTve been necessary to prevent, 
by force, people from dining or break- 
fasting together ? 

It is dlear, then, brother tax-payers, 
that it is the Irish people who call for 
a repeal of the Union; and supposing 
them to understand their interests, let 
us now see whether our interests would 
not be advanceef by the same measure. 

1 have always been for a dissolution of 
this Union, because 1 thought that such 
di^olution would be for the benefit of 
England as well as Ireland. In the 
Register before the last, 1 gave what I 
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ileemed some very cogent reasons in 
favour of this dissolution. I showed ] 
clearly how the union robbed Ireland | 
of the main part of its resources, and | 
how it made the people the most 
wretched upon the face of the earth *, 1 
sholvet* 4jy)w it reduced to hog-food, and 
liog-food aloiT?, <^he people wlu)se labour 
.sent forth bacon, porjj^ beef, mutton, and 
butter, in hundreds of ship-load-, to 
feed other nations, fn the space of one 
montii (last spring^ niore than nine 
thousand Irish hogs, fit for the knife, 
jwtssed through one single turnpikc- 
gafce^at 8peen rfii, near Newbury, in 
IJerksliire. When I was at Bristol, 
l.'ist sprigg, I every day saw droves of 
fat hogs ifnd fat sheep landed at that 
town from Cork. Nearly the whole of 
Lancashire, and a great part of York- 
sliire, are fed by Ireland, down to the 
very eijgs themselves. 1 have heard of 
a man at Manchester wlio imports Irish 
eggs to the amount of forty thousand 
pounds a-year. In short, with the 
exception, of the soldiers, tlie tax- 
eaters of various descriptions, andcom- 
paiMiively a few persons in trade, with 
the exception of these the laborious 
people of this productive country never 
taste flour in any shape ; never taste 
meat of any sort ; never taste even a 
miserable egg. Their only fot)d is that 
damned root which it has been sought 
to render the food of the working peo- 
ple of England ; but to which food they 
have, 1 tlgiiik God, sliown that they 
will not submit. 

Now, is there any man who will look 
me in the face and say that the people 
of Ireland ought to be made to live 
thus ? Is there any Englisliman who 
will say that he would assist to kill the 
Irish ^unless they will consent to live 
thus ? A tax-eater base enough to say 
tills may be found ; but to be found no 
such man is, who lives upon the fruit 
of his own labour. For my part, my 
astonishment is that any Englishman 
can be found, who does not live upon 
the taxes, who is not for a repeal of 
the union with Ireland. It is very well 
known that, in many instances, violences 
in Kent, and other counties, and that 
even fires have taken place, ns a punish* 


ment indicted "on farmers and gentle- 
men /or emploj/htf/ Lisk labour v.r& • 
and, observe, our labourers liavc coun- 
tenanced in the commission of these 
violences on this account by ihe mem- 
bers of parliament tliemseives, who, 
in their speeches in Parliament have, 
a luindrcd times over, rejiresented this 
inimdaiion of Irish labourers as a yreat 
evil, and especially as one vause of the 
sufferinys of the people of England, 
They, the English landowuers, and 
Burdett particularly, have repi-Lbeuted 
these Irish labourers as interlopers who 
come and take away all the advantage 
I of the liarvcst from the English hi- 
j hoiircrs. This has been repeatedly the 
talk in the House of Commons for 
years past. Is it any wonder, then, 
that the English labourers should have 
risen upon the Irish labourers and their 
employers ? Here, then, is clearly one 
cause of the union of the two countries. 
The taxes, tithesS, and rents are brought 
hither j the bacon, the pork, the Hour, i 
the butter, the poultry, the eggs, come 
hither, and the sturdiest of the Irish 
labourers come hither in order to get 
their teeth stuck into some portion of 
them. Now, a repeal of the union 
would, to ii certainty, produce a repeal 
of the Church establis^imcnt there ; 
and tlms all the tithes would be left in 
the country. Tlie Irish tax-eaters would 
live ih Ireland, for the greater part, 
at any rate ; and the Parliament being 
restored to Ireland would keep a large 
part of the laud-owners constantly 
there. 

But, now, will not some narrow- 
minded short-sighted Englishman say: 

“ This would be bad for England ; for 

.she woulil not then^liave crjjiended 
“ in her so large a* part of the rents, 

“ tithe.*^, and taxes of Ireland.'' This, 
even if there were nothing more ; even 
if we were to acquiesce in this opinion, 
is an opinion to be urged, in opposition 
to the repeal, by no man who dues not 
deserve to be hanged upon a limb of 
the tree nearest to the spot where he 
utters the sentiment j for, what argument 
is this but that of the robber and the 
murderer ? He robs because he wants 
to take away the property of the person 
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that he robs j and he murders his vic- 
tim for fear of detection j and, brother 
tax-payers, the Kna:lishman who can 
wisli the j)o\vcr of England to be em- 
ployed to cotnpel the Irish to live upon 
the accurseil potatoes, and to be clad 
worse than the saVnges in the woods of ! 
America 3 the Englishman who can 
wi^h the Irish people to be compelled 
to submit to this, in order that England 
may thereby [>rofit, is, disguise the 
matter howsoever he may to his own 
heart, a robher and a murderer. So 
that, if it were true that England 
gained by lids treatment of Ireland 3 
if this were true, the proposition in 
favour of it would he rejected with 
scorn by every Englishman who de- 
served not to be hanged. 

Jhu the proposition is not true : it is 
not true that England has gained, or 
can gain, by the sufferings of Ireland! 
proceeding from this source. Thatj 
measure wliich is called the union 3 
that unnatural alliance 3 that dog and 
cat marriage ; that unholy junction, 
which was effected by means never to 
be thought of without feelings of horror 3 
this measure took place just about 
thirty-one years ago ; and from that 
day to this day, .England has been be- 
coming weaker and weaker with regard 
to foreign powers 3 and more con- 
temptible in the eyes of the world ; her 
burdens more and more oppressive, 
and her people more and more misera- 
ble and discontented. I do not pretend 
to say that all, or any-thing like all, the 
sufferings of the people of England, and 
the loss of character to the country, 
have arisen from the union 5 there are 
numerous causes of these lameniahle 
and dta^racefuA consequences 3 but 
there can be no doubt in the mind of 
any man that the union with Ireland 
has been one of those causes. Without 
that union there must long ago have 
been a repeal qJ the Protestant Church 
Mstablishmenty which is the great curse 
of Ireland. Without that union there 
never could have been the necessity for 
the terribly coercive measures which 
have been adopted and enforced in that 
country. There is not one Englishman 
out of thousand, or out of a hun- 


dred thousand, who is at all aware of 
the manner in which the Irish people 
have been treated since the union. 
Those who were the advocates of the 
union told us that it would produce 
tranquillity ; that it would place *Uhe 
people of Ireland under jhe protection 
of an enlightened, impartial, and pa- 
ternal legislature*-^ 'From the date of 
the union to this very hour that legis- 
lature has been passing acts as occasion 
demanded for abridging the liberties of 
the people of Ireland. This conciliate 
itujy consolidating ; Mils tranqnillising 
measure, had been adopted only' six 
years, when the suti-set and snn~rise 
hiti teas passed by the united Parlia- 
ment, but to operate in Ireland only. 
Now, let me put it to any tlnglisli 
farmer, for instance^ how he would like 
to be treated in the manner that Irisli 
farmers have been treated. Men should 
do by others as they would be done 
unto 3 and if they fail to do this, very 
frequently, they are sure to get punished 
first or last Let us sec, then, how the 
English farmer would relish the sun-set 
and sun-rise bill 3 supfiose a law were 
passed to authorise the King, ftr rather, 
his Mini^^ters, to issue at their discretion 
a Proclamation, forbidding all the 
peojile of any county, or of all the 
counties, of England, to gait their 
homes for more tlian fifteen minutes at 
anyone time, between sun-set and sun- 
rise, and to keep this prohibition in force 
for any length of time that thcey pleased 3 
suppose that, during this prohibition, 
men or women might be brought before 
two justices of the peace, conjointly 
with a barrister appointed by the Go- 
vernment, and be by them imprisoned 
at discretion, or TRANiSPl)RTEI 4 ,FOR 
SEVEN YK\RS3 and this, too^ ob- 
serve, WITHOUT TRIAL RY JURY. 
Yes, English farmer, suppose yourself 
and every member of your family, liable 
to be transported for seven years, for 
being out of your house for fifteen 
minutes together between sun-set and 
sun-rise ! Suppose this 3 say that you 
would like it ; and then join the Bloody 
Old Times newspaper in vilifying Mr. 
O’Conhell, and in calling upon the 
Government to send an additional army 
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to make the Irish content without a re- 
peal of the union. 

1 shall he told that this terrible 
power, that this horrible discretion, 
was intended as a temporary measure : 
I kiW)w it, or, at least, I believe it ; but 
I know that it has lasted twenty-four 
years. I shall be told that it was in- 
tended just to keep’^the country quiet 
till the all-conciliatinj^ measure of Ca- 
tholic Emancipation should be adopted ^ 
but that measure has been adopted, 
iijid tlie terrible sunset and sunrise law 
has,nt)t been repealed. I shall be told 
that this terrible law was a law of ne- 
cessity ill order to [irevcnt the gre.iter j 
evil of open rebellion. 1 may well, 
admit that \o he true ; for what can j 
you want more as a proof of the mis- 
chiefs attending this union? The 
union has lasted thirty-one years ^ and, 
if, at the end of the thirl y -one years 
•uchfilawBE NECESSARY in order 
to preserve the country from open rc 
bellion, have we not here a complete 
])roof that that union has tended to 
disturb Ireland and to injure and weak- 
en the ^vhole kingdom ? And, on the 
other hand, if the Bloody Old Times 
assert that the existence of this terrible 
law be NOT NECESSARY, then let it 
employ its elegant pen in eulogizing 
the character and disfiosition of those 
by whom Ireland has been governed fur 
the last thirty-one years. 

But to judge of the elfects of the 
Union, whtit need have we of more than 
the Paget-Stanley-Proclanialions, which 
we have now read. The justificatiou of 
these proclamations, and of the mea- 
sures adopted in consequence of them \ 
the plea of the Government, is the old 
standing plea for all such acts ; namely, 
NECESSITY. In the famously-fine j 
speech of Mr. O’Connell you find the | 
speech of Stanley, the speech of thej 
MaixiuCss of Anglesey, the speech of 
Lord Brougham, and the speeches of 
several others condemning the law un- 
der which these proclamations have 
been made, and consenting to it only as 
a temporary measure to afford security 
while the Emancipation bill was passing 
and being carried into effect. The Eman- 
cipation bill has been carried into effect ; 


and nowit is found necessary to perpetu- 
ate this terrible law, in order to prevent a 
repeal of the union, W'htcb, as I t?aid 
before, moans, in other words, a total 
abolition of tilhis and a repeal of the 
church establisfunent in Ireland, And,* 
to effect this purpose, the liw is neces- 
sary : there can be no doubt of that ; 
and something besides the enforcement 
of this law will be necessary j tliere can 
be no doubt of this; but the qmstioii 
for us Englishmen to decide uhut'ier 
I it he for our adoanlaae, that Mr. O'Con- 
jncllandthe Irish people, should finally 
[Succeed or be iinally subdued ; and for 
my own part, I have no hesitation in 
saying that I do most earnestly pray for 
the former, and that I do most anxious- 
ly hope, that the Govermnout and the 
parliament will give way, and will 
adopt jtseries of such measures as shall 
franquillise Ireland in reality, and unite 
it in hearty instead of name, with this 
kingdom. 

There are, however, writers enough, 
and there will be, I dare say, talkers 
enough, to urge them to follow a di- 
rectly contrary course. These thought- 
less and mercenary and barbarous scribes 
are crying out for force, Tlicir phrase 
is, “ If we nm?,t^fifjht for it we must.'* 
^hey are for war agiUnst Ireland j they 
are for sendiog^over Eogdishmen to cut 
the throats of the Irish ; they are fur 
uniting the two nations by making their 
blood run in one common stream. 
“ Fight for it’'! niy friends? Fight for 
what ? Why, fight for the church 
establishment of Ireland 5 for that is the 
rccd bone of contention. Fight for the 
religion of the church of England ! 
Oh I no I for not one man ou^^ of tea 
belongs to that religion 'in Ireland. All 
the rest disown it. All the rest deem it 
a thing erroneous, when they give it 
the very mildest epithet. All the rest 
fly from it, as from something to which 
they have a horrible dislike. It is not, 
therefore, for this that these bloody- 
mindeff men would have us fight. It is 
to uphold and enforce^he laws relating 
to tithes and to ecclesiastical property.

And who is there that does not know 
that a lighting for it would reduce this 
paper, in an instant, to a state inferior 
to that of its parent, rags ? In short, 
t is impossible for the paper-money to 
circulate in Ireland for one moment 
after men begin soberly to anticipate a 
ight. You have seen that Mr. O’Con- 
nell, at the close of his second letter, 
inserted in this Register,) notifies, 
hat if the Government proceed to a 
suppression of the Press, he shall re- 
commend an universal rejection of the 
rags ! That would be effectual for the 
putting a stop to their circulation. The 
lontagion would reach England imme- 
diately, and put a complete stop 
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to the circulation of Walter Scott's 
favourite money in Scotland It 
nnu'h more easy to conceive than it 
would be safe to describe all the conse- 
quences iffear and remote of the blowing 
up of this paper system. That slate of 
barter to within forty-eight hours of 
whicii Liverpoors ministry had brought 
us, would certainly arrive ; and the sort 
of barter which would be carried on 
between the labourers, on the one side, 
and tbe parsons, fanners, laruhowners, 
aqd land-jobbers, on tbeotner side, it is 
quite amusing to <?ontemplate. Barter 
jneanS^giving one thing for another 5 
and, as the labourers would want 
victual®, “(Lrink, tiring, cdothing, and 
bedding, and would have nothing to 
give in return, they w'ould do, doubtless, ^ 
as tlieir bc/tets' have done 5 that 
to say, pay in promises ; but, in the 
mean time they must take the commo- 
dities ! Thus reverting to the pristine 
law; the law of nature, wdiich, as dip- 
lomatists term it, is the droit du plus 
fort, or, in plain English, the right of 
might; which, indeed, is the very law 
to which the Bloody Old 7W;/e.v news- 
})apor IS now appealing against Mr. 
O’Connell and the Irish people. 

'I'hus, then, this fighting for it is a 
matter \vorlh thinking about twice be- 
fore it be once attempted ; the light is 
not all. Tiie victory, if one, does not 
end ; and it may, as W'c have seen, 
produce a comiilele revolution in pro- 
perty. It may cause food, raiment, 
houses, and even land to exchange mas- 
ters and all tliis lisk is to he run 
merely for the sake of coinjielling peo- 
l)le to pay tithes ; for, 1 repeal it over 
and over again, this is the great, and the 
only great, ground of the (juarrel. 1 
trust that the Ministers wnll reject with 
scorn the advice of these mercenary and 
sanguinary men ; that they will speedily 
check the violent torrent of the Paget 
and Stanley ehiquence ; that tliey will 
let people breakfast and dine where 
they please, and eat and drink and say 
what they please ; that they will make 
as many appeals as they like to reason 5 
that they will, in short, if they lind the 
people bent upon a repeal of the union, 
reply to them, successfully if they can, 
by fact and by argument ; and if they 


I find themselves defeated here, silence 
them by granting their prayer. For 
my own part, being perfectly con- 
vinced that Ireland never call know 
tranquillity as long as the Established 
Church shall exist there ^ being also 
convinced that a repeal of the unio* 
would also produce a repeal of that 
establishment ; to the prayers of the op- 
pressed people of Ireland and their 
faithful and truly pious priests, will 
always, with regard to this matter, bo

Tiik reader will, doubtless^ wonder 
what this appellation can mean. The 
affair is this : on the 17th instant there 
was a meeting at the London T.ivern, 

“ for the |mrj)ose of expressing admira- 
“ tion of the conduct of fche electors of 
“Preston in ‘ returning Mr. Hunt as 
“ their member, and to iiear a statc- 
“ rnent relative to the election, from 
“ Mr. Mitchell, a person from Pres- 
ton, now in town.” Mr. Wakley 
was called to the Chair. After the 
opening bf the business by the Chair- 
man, with that great ability which he . 
always discovers, Mr. Mitchell made 
his statement relative to the expenses of 
the Preston Election, from which it ap- 
peared that the total amount of sub- 
scriptions received was 42lC 3*, 5t/.

Mr. Mitch K t.L expressed his confi- 
dent expectation that 1,000/. would co- 
ver the. whole of tlie expenses ! But now 
something % great deal more important 
occurred, and of a nature that makes me 
wish that iny duty would suffer me to 
pass it over in silence. I shall first insert 
the report as 1 find it in The Morn- 
ing Chronicle of the JSth instant, and 
then add, perhaps, a word or two in the 
way of remark. 

Mil, -MnruEi.i., before he sat down, wished 
to make to them u venj important communtca- 
tiofit namely, tliat it was intended to establish 
in tU^^etropohs a Pat hamentan/ Office, ior 
the piifjKjSe of supplying to their tried and 
honest representativci the inforiHatioH )’romfhe 
country, and that assistance generally which 
xvould enable those gentlemen to devote their 
energies cjcclusively to what might be required 
of tiieni ivtlhtn the walls ol the House. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Grady then addressed himself chiefly 
to tbe last topic meutioned by the Speaker 


f who immediately preceded bim, describing 
1 the intended office as a recejHacle for the com- 
^ plaint of every man in the community , where 
also all P arlia mental y Papers would be regu- 
larly Jilrd and arranged. Another important 
use of the office wouM be tafot^eifld the great 
cause of Radical Reform, so that every man 
who paid taxc.s should be assured of represen- 
tation. The office would also forni a bond of 
union amongst Reformers. It would afford 
the means of callinff^ public meetings ail over 
England. The pf^titions from various parts 
of the country would there be collected ami 
analysed; and on show nights, as they 
were called, honest Members of Parlia- 
ment would be furnished with the means 
of making a powerful impression ui the 
House. The ofiice would likewise ,^a''ford 
proteclion to rnaiiv oppressed individuals 
in remote parts of the country, agaiiKt the 
cstabli‘.nc'l village tyyrants whose 'power was 
now, he ho])cu, fust drawing to a close. He 
entreated them li> look at what had been 
accomplished by the Parliamentary Office in 
Dublin. Would they allow ii to he said that 
the most intedectiml nation in the world should 
remain so long behind the Irish as to pcrhiit 
more time to elapse without adopting that 
mo.st wise and efficient mfusu re, (Appbiuse ) 
He next proceeded to express his joy at Mr. 
Altwood'.s atcess)f>n to the cause ol Hadical 
Reform, and dwelling upon the importance of 
his testimony in favour of the establishment 
of a Parliamentary Oflit e. He then conclud- 
ed by moving the following Uesolution : — 
“ That, for the purpose of supjilying and dis- 
seminating all luselul, jKdilical, and, more 
especially, Parliamentary information to the 
■ Country at large, for consolidating and direct- 
ing the energies ot the whole people, fur the re- 
covery and protection of the people’s rights — 
and for aiding and assistiiig the efforts of Mr. 
Hunt and such other Members ot Parliament 
as arc really chosen by the People, and truly 
represent them in the Commons House — an 
Office be established in J^nodon to he culled the 
Parliamentary Rtfoi m Office P 

Onginally, in Mr. tiraily’s Uesolution, it 
w'as proposed to entrust the management and 
iurmatiun of the proposed Ofiice to Messrs, 
Hunt, O'Connell, ,Plwood, Mitchell, IPakfey, 
aud others ; hut this part of the Resolution 
was subsequently mialified, aud it was agreed 
to as given above. Previous to such altera- 
tion, howevTP, 

Mr Mii'CHrll hoped that any- tiling he had 
said would not be understood as asking' them 
/or money. He merely submitted his‘ state- 
ment, in the hope of obtaining llieir sanction 
and approbation. He was anxious to say tins 
inucb, lest he should be supposed to interfere 
With their support of the Parliamentary 
Office. 

Mr, Lynp. seconded the Resolution, stating, 
that within a few days he had paid a visit to 
Mr. Hunt, when his table was piled with pa- 
pers, aud when he showed, in the most satis- 
Jactoiy manner, that no one man could get 
through one-Jifth of the business which ik- 
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valued upon an independent Alembet' of Par- 
liament. From this and other instances of a 
like nature he inferred the ubsatate neetssUy 
of a Parliamentary office, and the ohliYatiou 
under which ali friends of freedom Rnd "Ot 
Reforni lay, to aid in promoting in^rtamt 
ohjtci. 

The Resolution ^as then put by the 
CHAIRMAN, vho observed, in reference to 
his name havinir been orieinally amongst 
those by whom the inten^ea measure was to 
be carried into effect-^thakjie did nut de$ir<; 
to withdraw his name from indifference to the 
good cause — he earnestly wished to promote 
any-thing calculated to advance Parliauietitary 
Reform ; l)ut he scarcely hoped that evert by 
that ei>tablis}in)eTiC a^y-thing very considera- 
ble cc'ild be effected. The people of Euglaud 
wore aTinust in arms for their rights, and he 
feared that if the Govern meat did not propose 
some inosfr important change, peace would 
be at an eud* in England. He thought that 
matters were approaching to such a crisis, 
that an establishment uf that nature could not 
he matured before its services would be una- 
vailing. In the course of these remark.s he 
compicuiied of the neglect of tke fnthlic press 
wanifested towards Mi\ (yCoinitllf Mr. Hume, 
and those other Members of the House of 
Commons who spoke the seutiiiieuts of the 
people. 

Mr. Mirciini-L hif no means concurred in 
the optnion of the Uminnan as to the rfficteney 
of such an office. 

Mr. RiiNuovv thought that Members of Par- 
liament ought not to he employed in establish’ 
ing such an office. 

In that suggestion the Chairmaii fully con- 
cuned, ami the names were omitted ac- 
cord uigly as above stated. 

The question was then put and agreed to. 
Mr. Cli!A>e, in moving another Resolution, | 
which is given underiieatLi, stated that the 
Parliamentary Oflice in Ireland was sup- 
pressed, and, therefore, the greater was the 
necessity for some bond of union in England, 
for the declaration uf public opinion, before 
an Algerine Act should be passed in this coun- 
try. He then moved that “ This iMeetiiig is 
** of opinion that the friends of Radical Re* 
form should make every possible exertion to 
“ promote subscriptions, to cover the expenses 
incurred at the recent election at Preston, in 
order that the honest electors of that town 
** nuiy be hcreaflei' free to act with like inde- 
pendence and suxeess at future e^eciions.^' 

Mr. Lyne seconded the aV>ove, 

Mr. Mitchell rose for the purpose of con- 
tradicting a which had gone 

abroad in the newspapers, respecting a pas- 
sage in a speech of Mr. Hunt’s at Prentou. 
It had been attributed to Mr. Huut that be 
would iiUpport the rights of the jdristocracy 
with his best blood.

Thanks were then voted to the Chairman, 
for which he made suitable acknowledgments, 
and the Meeting broke up at a quarter past 
eleven.

Nothing is now talked of but the ne- 
cessity of going to war for the national 
honour, and the hopes of the people 
liave never been so buoyant as at this 
moment, since the formation of the Rc- 
jmblic.” Until now, every thing has 
been retrograding and conforming into 
the worst possible state, in the name of 
“order”; this watch- word of the funding- 
interest, who call themselves the indus- 
trious and respectable part of society, 
is forced to give way to that of the 
tioiial honour, though it might make 
liead against that of fjlortj. And, now, 
after tlie exposuies which have taken 
place of the tame sentiments of the go- 
vernment, the fear for this most essential 
point of all has fairly roused the whole 
nation. The Press being first su[)prcsse(l

I that he confined himself (o the truth j 
however, this is not believed, of course > 
and the peofile are extremely glad to 
find tjiat they can debate upon the 
reasons of state in the selection of their 
kings : they like the “indiscretion” of M, 
Rogier, and it is by no means likely that 
he will be replaced by one who would 
i prevent them from peeping behind the 
curtain. 

These exposures have been brought 
forth hy tlie Government itself, who have 
shown their courtesy tou the English 
Government, and thdr unwillingness to 
offend that which is the most fuiteful 
thing existing in the eyes of the people 
of tlu.i.e eoimtries, namely, the English 
aristocracy. Eor it does not appear 
I that there was .i'w tlis[)osition to pry 
into the negociations by the Congress 
I of Rrussels, until the coldness was dis- 
j covered on the part of this Government, 
j which it manifested towards the wislios 
j of the Congress after their rejection of the 
plan for settling 8axe-Cohouro upon 
them. The refusal ol the second son of 
the King, which appeared to them so

Upon this oc- 
casion two speeches were made, by 
Genefial Lamarque and M. Maugin, 
which have produced a great stir, and 
are admired by every-body. In these 
speeches the foreign n^^istcr was in- 
vited to deny some of uic sentiments 
attributed to him by M. llogier, espe- 
cially those which show deference to 
the, principles the Engli=h Govern- 
ment 5 but the minuter did not give the 
negative in satisfactory terms. These 
opinions, you should understand, of the 
distrust wluch should be entertained 
towards the English, were expressly 
confined to the government, and not 
cxteniled at all to the people. 

The recognition received from Russia 
was also dwelt upon, as a thing which 
the government ought to he ashamed 
of, because it was not received, nor 
sent, till after the news had reached the 
autocrat of the revolufiori in Polarul. 
It was maijitainctl, tlicrci’orc, that a, 
base desertion of Poland was to be the | 
price of this recognition, and the cause 
of tlie Poles was held up to the symp<i- 
thy «f this nation. Upoi this subject, 
however, the orators did not go the 
length of the oj)inions which are gene- 
rally entertained by the pco[)le, and 
whicli arc, that the govcnuiient have 
some grounil for congratulating them- 
selves on the recognition,, and that it 
was not entirely owing to the alf.vrs in 
Poland.

And the precautions which 
were taken here, and which were pro- 
bably known better at a distance than 
on the spot^ could not have failed to 


; convey the necessary nssuranges, and to 
I be perfectly well understood. In l^aris, 
these jnceautioijs were said to be taken 
against the “ Carlists,” the ‘‘ Austrians,’" 
the Jesuits,’* and God knows what 
besides ; now, I leave you to guess 
against whom they were taken, when 
you know that the National Guard 
were not supplied With cartouches ! I 
was surpri.sed, jti walking along, to see 
liicse pitch their muskets close to the 
tires which they had on the places 
where they bivouacked; but I found 
there was no danger, and that they 
were armed with bayonets only. 

TJie manifesto of the Emperor of

THE PRESS AND THE ITRES. 

1 TAKK the following excellent article 
from that most widely si>rcad of all 
newspapers, Bkll’s Lite ix Lonuon’.

From the moment that his ACCU- 
SATION OF 31E, certified by the 
UEVEHEND Henry John Rush, CU- 
RATE of Crowhurst, came forth, 1 
saw that the poor lad teas safe ; for, to 
believe the accusation^ and still to hang 
the accuser, would have been horrible 
indeed 5 so that, to hang the fire-seUer, 
would have been to give the tie to his 
accusation against me ; and yet, how to 
save him I JIow to spare the setter of 
jfive Jtres, while a man is hanged for 
knocking down Ring ham Baring ! I'he 
REVEREND Crowhurst curate was, 
1 dare say, very little aware of the 
dilennua that his certificiite would cre- 
ate. But in this story every man of 
sense saw the ground-work for an attack 
ugon the freedom of the puss generally;

the wiitiiigs of Mr, Cohhett, and of all those 
who honf'siig endeavour to ejcpnsc abuses. In a 
HiiniUr manuer/und in a similar spirit, the 
Recorder said to Mr. Carlile, if men such 
as you aie not checked iu time, ii is utterly 
impossible to say where the tumults, dinorders, 
and baniingft wiU'liavc an end.” He added: 
** Lives have bee^ sacrificed to the laws of the 
country, owing to those excitements used by 
and di^^igniug persons to stir up t»e 
peopc to revolt and rehellioii.’' There can be 
no doubt, i^m the language generally held . 
by Judges knd by men in power, that all the : 
•evils^all the riot ami disturbance, which have 
lately; rendered our country less conspicuous 
for^l^ternal tranquillity than for many years 
MW, are ascribeu by the upper classes To the ^ 
«P^eiic6 of the Press ; and there can be no ! 
dSubt that the Recorder meant the language 


employed by the Press when he spoke of ex- 
citements used by wicked and designing 
men. We know, and we never wish to con- 
ceal it either from durselves or others, that 
the Press, particularly the" liberal and en- 
lightened part of the Press, which is the 
servant of the tone and temper of men's 
minds, which is on a level with the know- 
ledge of the day, and which moves with the 
progress of society, is in a state of open and 
avowed hostility tuktall stationary, iinimproverl, 
and unimpruvulyte institutions ; and we know 
that the Press is made continually to feel iu 
its turn the anger and the vengeance of all 
the patrons and organs of those institutions, 
such as Judges and iiern iitary legislators. 
VVe believe, therefore, that these reinurks of 
the Juilge were intended to vituperate thu 
liberal Press— to hold it up to obloquy in the 
minds of the public — and to bring reading 
uewspa, ers into discredit, as a Source of tur- 
bulence and disorder. We mean; therefore, 
to say a few words in vindication of the Press 
from the charge of baling been instrumental 
in producing the late outrageous proceedings 
of the ignorant unreadirig peasantry. 

We are far from wishing to shiehl the Press 
from the imputation of having carried into 
every corner of the country the exposures, that 
have recently been made of the extravagance 
of our Government; we acknowledge the 
charge, that it has nourished a growing dis- 
like to that dear law with which the public 
is mocked, under the name of the Administra- 
tion of Justice, reminding us of the disap- 
pointinciiC described by Alilton, when what 
seemed grapes turned to cinders in the 
mouth — to sinecures, pensions to Court Ladies 
and retired Ambassadors — to that sham sys- 
tem of representation which enables a few 
Peers and the Government to nominate a 
majority of the so called representatives otthe 
people ; to this, and many more similar ac- 
cusations, we readily plead guilty, knowing 
that such conduct will bo reckoned to us as a 
merit by our countrymen ; but we deny that 
the Press has in any iiiaiiner encouraged or 
stimulated the ignorant peasantry to burn the 
barns and stacks of their masters. We have 
never seen, in any one periodical, except iu a 
few lines for which Mr'. Carlile is to be ]hi- 
nished, the least mark of approbation of 
aison. Never did we see a hint tliat the 
condition of the labourer coiilil be improved 
by destroying the food and capital of the 
coniitiy. The Press, W'c admit, has, ou many 
occasions, sh:»wa the incoiisisieDC^A of the 
language held, and the cruelty of the sen- 
tences passed hy the Recorder ; hut, far from 
having any influence on the people in ex- 
citing them to outrage against the Judge, he 
walks the streets by night and by day un- 
harmed and unmolested.

After that he 
could not remain in power. IsTo doubt 
he had the votes and might have kept 
them 3 but the ** extraneous " storm* the 
peltings nndhootingsand revilings, were 
auch that it was inij^ossible for him to 
preserve his place without a destruction 
of respect for all rank and dignity^ indeed, 
without exposing the King hiriiself, so 
popnlnr but a few weeks before, to 
something very nearly aj)proachlng to 
popular insult. Therefoie, even those 
who approved of his conduct were 
compelled* even for their own sakes, to 
wish for his removal, which necessarily 
included the removal of all that had co- 
operated with him. Lord Grey's acces- 
sion to power gave great and general 
satisfaction, because the people under- 
atopd it to say this : The Duke is driven 
out for having declared against reform* 
and Lord Grey therefore comes in to make 
a reform. No iftinister could ever stand 
fairer than Lord Grey did until the an- 
nbuncement of an addition to the stand- 
ing army was made, and until the special 
commissions began their works. These 
'drks* and especially those ht Wln- 
^esteif, all particulars of which I retrain 
IW>m detailing at present, produ'ced a 
most disadvantageous effect with re 
gard to the new ministry. As long as 
the hanging was confined to the crime 
of arsoffy the people pitied and mourned, 
considelring the cruel lives which the 


sufferers had led. They mourned how- 
ever in silence* The considerate deeply 
regretted, while the selhsh timid ac- 
quiesced in the necessity ; bnt when the 
commissioners came ta Hampshire, 
where no man was even iriied for arson^ 
and where a whole iialf dozen were left 
to be hanged under acts of parHament 
neither of which was mofe than about 
tiventy years old, every mouth was 
opened with expressions of dismay and 
horror-; and when the bloody Times 
newspaper commtinl^ied the intelli- 
gence of a hanging df Cooper and of 
Cook, never sl^ull 1 forget the' excla- 
mations of tho people. 

In ordinary times, here wAuld have 
been enough to shake a ministry to 
pieces;! but tne ministers have had the 
good sense to libten to the cries of the 
people ns far as life is immediately at 
stake. Let us hope that the s^me feeling 
will .further ptonipt them to spare the 
bleeding hearts of parents, wives, chil- 
dien, and brethren, by fallowing the ad- 
vice which I most respectfully tendered 
them in mv last Hcgistcr. 

The feelings stined up by these 
dreadful scenes, having now somewhat 
subsided, they are looking with more 
earnestness than ever for that great 
measure which they hope will prevent 
such scenes from ever again lacerating 
their heaits. Tliat the sun gives light 
is not a truth mofe indubitable than 
that the want of a reform of the parlia- 
ment, and that i/iat n/aae, has bden the 
cause of all these calamities : the one 
of lhe.se truths is just as clear ns the 
other in the mirtd of every man in the 
kingdom. Therefore every additional 
calamity, every additional disgrace, adds 
to the conviction of the necessity for a 
parliamentary reform : any man that 
will make it may remain minister, 
and no man that will not make it can 
remain minister for any length of time.

1 am an adxocate lor universal suffrage, xxith* 
out any qualiflcatioii, mental reservation, or 
rc&trktion wliatsover If an extension of suf^ 
fi*agcs be granted, there is mi point at xvhich 
it can stop, argument which applies to 

Uome applies wiin equal foice to all. Home 
sac, Let profierty be the (]Ualificatioti ; fcriea 
of no,*’) hut what man is there who is pos- 
sessed of no property? Numheis of )oii 
possess no properly but the labour of your 
right hands , but you may he called on to 
serxe in the militia ; your life ami service 
may be devoted to your country; on an in- 
vasion you may be called on to saciifice all 
your piopcrty, while the uealtiiy man can for 
a few pounds put chase a substitute. Others 
say that the qualification should be to those 
who pay direct taxation; but why should it lie 
in favoiii of direct taxation ? The amouot of 
the former is about oiie.eigiith, of the latter 
seven eighth^. Why should the one ejglith 
be icpresented, and tire seven eighths uot ^ 
Others sax , Intelligence should be the quali- 
ficRtimi. It would be a somewhat difficult 
nis^tter to decide xvhat amount of intelligence 
should he neressary , certainly, if uo more 
intelligence was required to become an elector 
than IS necesiary to become’ an hereditary 
legislator^ the suffrages would not be very 
anted. With respect to the duration of 
arliarneuts, 1 cousider it a matter of very 
secondary interest ; it would be better that 
they should be uunual, or rather sessional, 
than trieuniai ; it would be fuueh more rea- 
sonable that wlion the Parliament has met 
together to transact the business of the 
country, that they should go throttgb tba* 
business and dissolve 'as a matter of course, 
till n siinilat body should be required for the 
adininistratiou of affairs. The afgumeuts 
which «re urged in favour of trleunlat par* 
Jiaroeots apply equally t<i parliaments of seven, 
or of seventy times seven years. I am not a* 
all disposed ou the preseut occasion to quiMde 
or to split upon details : I make ouly one 
exceptlou in favour of the ballot, (txiud 
cheera.} Oue of the argdinetits used by 
Writers wi^s that the mass of the pae^e were 
supposed to use their suffrages Independeotly ; 
Iftheycanaot show auy better argUiaeats 
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aj^aiosttbe adoption tUaa this tljeir assertions 
mast fall to the grouml. Another objection 
to the ballot Is, that it wimW make the people 
too ioidepciwlent-— that the servant woniil^vote 
aj^atnft the nyi^stei'r and teuant aj!i;ait)st Uie 
landlord, and so on. TOs was only a proof 
that ludependence amoiifr the body the 
people did not esist. ! havf^ now laid liefoie 
you luy sdieina of fteform t never will I cease 
to advoci^e xt till it is gair.ed. The resolu- 
tions I have to read, thouj^li they do not meet 
my views exactly in words, vet^ they do *<i 
pHficiple. But i>n tba hrst ami last jioiuts I 
feel li riftbi to say they gn totlie full extent 
of my opinions both lu words and princi|>te.

ON THEIR 0UTIBS AND THEIR RIGHTS.

Deah Frf.LQW-coiTN 1 hymen, 

You have always been dear to me, 
xthobe greatest pride it is that I was . 
born and bred amongst you ; who lias, 
in his travels about the world, never 
seen aii} [leoplc so industrious, so sin- 
ceic, so virtuous, paients so tender, chil- 
dien so alFectionate, servants so wil- 
lingly obedient, friends so steady and 
so tiue Yoiir character and your con- 
duct have aUvais inade)ou dear to xne ^ 
no time, no distance, has weakened my 
regard for, or my anxiety for, your wel- 
fare; fiom acioss the seas I addressed 
you ; through the walls of a prison you 
heard my .voice ; my heart lias always 
been gladdened by your happiness, and 
saddened by your calamities ; but, if 
you have always been dear to me, you are 
doubly dear to we now, when your afflic- 
tions are so great anti so various, and 
when I urn cheered with the hope of 
seeing you once more the happy people 
that our grandfathers and grandmothers 
Were. 

In this important crisis, pray hear me 
paiiently, while f speak to you of your 
<iutie$ as w^ell as of your riyhU : for, in 
demanding tjm latter, you ought not to 
forget the former ; duties and rights go 
together ; and he who refuses to perform 
the 5r5t, cactjlTy abandons bis right to 
the|^t. Good ^podf raSoient^ am) all 
the.naoeasories the^ iabourer has 


a right to ; but th%t right is founded on 
his performing the duty of labouring 9 
or on his being xiiUmg to perform 
It is of Qreat importance that you un*. 
derstand thU matter c/cfloly ; and I wilt 
now endeavour to enable you to don it 
' There was a time when, in every 
country in the world, there wero no 
laws, and no such 4hing as properly* 
The people used the earth and all its 
produce as they pleased j that is to say, 
each man took whatever he wanted, if 
his strength or cunning would allow' 
him to do it No one acknowledged the 
superiority of any other : might gave 
right : strength and wisdom were su- 
perior to weakness and folly : and there 
was no other siijicriority or inferiority 
acknowteilged amongst men. This was 
! called living under the law of nature* 
When God put it into the hearts of meu 
to change this state of things, and to 
make rules and laws for the observance of 
the whole, they agreed that the whole of 
the coinmunity or body of people 
should enforce these laws, against any 
one or more that bioke them, I’he 
' great law of all was this ; that, ia 
I future, every man should keej) to hina- 
self ; should call his own : should be 
j able to apply to his own use solely ; U>at 
, which he had got by his laliour. For 
instance, John Stiles, \yJic i living under 
the law of nature, might fake a piece of 
land, and cultivate it, and have a crop 
of wheat growing on it j but, when lit 
for the sickle Tom Nokes, a great deal 
stronger man than Stiles, might come 
and cut the wheat and carry it away and 
let Stiles have none of it. It is not 
likely that men would be so vdlanousljr 
unjust as this, or that the rest of the; 
people would be so biioe as tTl stand by 
and to sec btiles thus bereft of his vvbeaL 
axxd have nothing left to exist upon, 
perhaps, but a few wheel* barrows full 
of damned potatoes ^ this is not likely ; 
but it might happen, and sometimes did 
happen, perhaps, and therefore all the 
peopio agreed to enter into a society^ 
to loake rules that should give Stiles w, 
exclusive right to his crop, and tjtal; 
should punish such a fellovy as Nokes as 
a robber, if he came to take the crop^ 

tmy* • 
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Here, my friends, you see Ute origin 
of property, which word means a 
thing which belongs to a person's 
aelf^ and a thing (hat nobody else has 
any right to. But, observe^ Stiles 
bad no property In the crop till he 
created it by hta labour; and that, 
therefore, labour, and labour only, is 
the sole foundntitm of any property 
whatsoever. Man’s fir^t duty, (lien, is 
to labour in some way or other in order 
to raise his means of li\ing. If his 
father, for instance, have laboured be- 
fore him, and has given or left him the 
fruit of his labour, he has ns good a 
right to that os if it were the truit of 
his own labour ; a man’s next duty is, 
to refrain from taking by force or by 
fraud the propcity of another man; 
for, to protect men in the enjoyment of 
their pro|>erty was the great end in 
forming civil society. Perhaps it would 
not be dithcuU to prove, that men who 
are compelled to work for their bread, I 
are, provided they earn a sufficiency of] 
food and of raiment and other neces* ' 
anries of life, as happy and even happiei 
than those who are not compelled to 
work for their bread ^ but at any rate 
such is the nature of things, such is the 
order of the world, that there always 
have been and always must be some 
very rich and some very poor, and great 
multitudes not rich ; but in ajiiDt state 
of things, there never will be great 
multitudes steeped in poverty. The 
order of the world demands that some 
shall think, while others work ; that 
some shall make and execute the laws 
to which all are to yield obedience 
Poverty, therefore, even in its extreme 
state, gixips no man a right to view his 
rich neighbour d^ith an evil eye, much 
less to do him mischief oii account of 
his riches. If the laws be impartial iq 
themselves, and be executed with im** 
partiality, every man’s conscience wjll 
him# that it is his bounden duty to 
them a cheerful obedience^ and 
'fifirther, to yield respect and honour to 
those wha^are charged with the execa*^ 
tion of the laws. 

Such are the great duties of all men 
in civil society; and Qod forbid ihal 
these priiSiciples should ever be rooted , 
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out of the hearts of the very best and 
most virtuous of all mankind, the agri* 
ciiUund lai)Qurers of this land, so fa* 
voured by Gqd Almighty, and for so 
many ages the freest aad happiest 
country in the world ! ' But, my ffieads, 
men did not enter into civil soeihty for 
the purpose of bringing upon them- 
selves datki only: tiie>^ bad another 
object ; nhmely, that of creating and 
enjoying rigiht$^ Just, indeed, as we 
have seen in the case of John Stiles, 
\vho had his crop of ^eat taken away 
by the stronger matyl^okes, who left 
him nothing but a few wheelbarrows 
full of accursed potatoes, and all their 
natutal consequences, jjoverty of bloody 
leprosy, scrofula, pottle-belly, and 
swelled heels ! Now, whenever civil 
society produces such a state of thing**, 
when a laborious man like John btilcs 
is treated in the same way that Nokes 
treated him, that civil society has not 
answeretl its purpose. Labour, us we 
have seen, was the foundation of all 
property, and must always be the 
foundation of property, Tlie labourer, 
therefore, has a prtyperty in his labour ; 
and, as St. James says in his Epistle, 
Olid ns Moses and Jesus Christ 
himself say, to rob the labourer of 
his hire, that is to say,' to take from 
him or to withhold from him the due 
reward of his labour, is the greatest 
crime that man cun commit against 
God. 

The riyhtfol the labourer are, first, 
have food, raiment, fuel lodging, medi- 
cal and spiritual comfort, in return for 
his labour, and all these, too, in quantity 
and quality sufficient for the preserva- 
tion of his life, health, and vigour. 
Next, if he be unable to work> unable 
to earn n sufficiency for his fhmily, or 
unable to obtain work so as to obtain 
that sufficiency ; in eittier of these cases, 
he and his family have^ right to have 
a sufficiency supplied out of the shper- 
fiuities of those to^ wliom the law of 
civil society has secured more than they 
want. This claim of the poor man is. 
Of Judge Blaekstoiie states, founded in 
tiie very first pineiple oft eivil society i 
for it cannot be believed th^t meiss^baa 
ham e^sentM to enter* civil sodetyfor

any purpose other than tliat of the benefit 
of the whole ^ it eannot fae believet! that a 
xnilltoQof men^for instaace/enteret] into 
civil society in order that a couple of 
thousand should have all the iiiaat and 
all the bread and all the good clotlutig, 
and that all the rest should live upon 
potatoes and go covered with nnserable 
rags. No man upon earthy unless he be 
one who lives Upon the labour of others, 
will pretend to believe that men entered 
into civil society, in order that those 
who did network,' that ied idle lives, 
that created rioSung, should have breacl 
and Hour and beer and clothing and all 
sorts of good things, a hundred times 
more tluin they wanted; while those 
that laboured and made all these things, | 
were compelled to live upon a miserable j 
watery root, or die with starvation. 

Such are i)\edutie 9 and such the rip 
of labouring men. Our forefathers, who 1 
well understood those duties and those ‘ 
rights, cheerfully performed the one' 
and amply enjoyed the other. They I 
had an abundance of meat, of bread, 
and of all the fruits of the earth ; they* 
were clothed throughout in gootl wool- ; 
lea uud linen $ they had great store of 
household goods and of every-tliing to 
make life easy and pleasant ^ and when 
old age or widowhoocb or the orphan 
state, or accident, or any circamstance 
producing indigence, befel them, the 
priest of the parish maintained them 
out of the tithes, administering to their 
mats as the law enjoined, with bis 
** own hands in charity, l.iiuiility, and 
“ mercy " And this, observe, was a 
RIGHT wliich they enjoyed, and that, 
toOj a right as perfect as that of ntiy 
mao to his house or his land. When 
Our country was bereft, by means which 
1 have not how the room to describe, 
of that species of protection for the 
poor, the poor«law was passed ItO supply 
the place of thrii proteotipA to paro- 
chial rdicf»> therefore, thp aged, the 
widow, the orphan, the infirm, amongst 
the labouring people^ have just me 
rame right as their forefathers had to 
that which was administered to them in 
so' Just and' kind and €hfbtiaa*lxCe a 
manner* > '

ment may be pleased to listen to the 
advice which I have so respectfully 
tendered to them in the forgoing letter j 
that you may Uveas liUppy lives as our 
forefathers Uvetf, and that we may all 
see harmony once more restored in

lows : 

1 havcknr>wn Sir James Shaw rather 
Ulore than tJdrty years ; and I never have 
known a man of more hpriglitness and 
more benevolence, completely sev 'red 
frti^ all ostentation^ I h*ave known 
sever^ ot Ids acts, either of which 
I add lustre to the brightest cha- 
I kav^ never been what can be 
jcalled intimatf with bin ? } our ndquaftir 
tanceship arose from hia viaiUpg an 
American genlJe^xnan, a coo^mou friend, 


at my house, in the year 1800; soon 
became opposed to each other in politics ^ 
hut. though we had not spoken to each 
other for home years, lie came to see me 
when I was in prisotty tiuid, upon leaving 
that }irmon,I fimud tlmt thuuigh Measrs<» 
Aidennaw Woon and GooDBEHaajB h*a(l 
greatly interested themselvei t^r me,, it 
was to him that I owed a great part of 
the indulgent treatment that I experi- 
enced, to which there belonged this 
I additional merit, tliat he does not, even 
to this fiour^ knoW that I ^ver was ap- 
prised of Ills beuevolenlPbUcrference, 

Still, Sir, notwjthslsbi^ling these 'con- 
siderations, which by most men will be 
considered sufficient to deternrine my 
choice, in a case where the office to be 
obtained has no apparent connexion 
with political principles or C9nbe- 
(|uence«, if 1 had seen in his opponent 
a man imexceptionahle in other respects, 
and of niy own political principles, I 
should have deemed it my duty to vote 
for th.it opponent ; hcc.ause the. happi- 
ness and honour of our country ouffht, 
in my opinion, to be preferred before 
e\ery good of a nature more confined. 

But, Sir, do I see in Mr. Waithman 
a man of niy political principles ? The 
great principle is, and has been, in tliis 
country, for years, Ike ahsjolule necessity 
of a radical reform of the Parhament. 
To tiuit principle Mr. Waithnnin is a 
greater enemy than Sir James Shaw, in 
just that degree that open is Ic^s in- 
jurious than disgvised enmity.

And have virt fomHteft bla ** re- 
tiring from mtJblh Ufri^ wUh all the 
Itifi^hjious soTemnity with which a Nua 
takes tlie veil, tmying with him, bow^ 
ever, iato hts retiretiietit, a setweo of 
phte, Instead of n crucifix ? Have we 
forgotten tiiia, luxl Ills thrown g off ike 
vtil (perhaps W wa^ a uhniol)^ and 
coming out again with more front than 
ever^ as soon as he had compownled /or 
/its Hno? And have we forgotten hi** 
refusal to listen to fke Butditrs in the 
cose of the grand cantem plated job for 
slang ktering osift/e by vlram ; and have 
we so soon AUgotteu the figure his 
name makes in the Appendix to the 
Parliantentary Report on that curious 
matter? And can we have forgotten 
his conduct with respect to the City 
Meeting for the purpose of applauding 
the Fierick for their last glorious 
achievement ? And, looking at these 
things, or at ony one of a scoie others 
that I might mention, are men to be 
accused of political apostacyf because

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Jttbbcrg in IrcUnd, wIjo contrive to slick their 
iamUies, like leechca, to SMck the beaft** 
brood uf Ireland, to have tfie ci;]>Ose all the 
details of that species o( peculation which 
cm idles one family at the expense of ^ti liu- 
poverished and exhausted country. 

But there is one prii!|ie grievance Which* 
above all things, it i? my duty to cx|H»se—- the 
vestry cesses and the tithe by stem, lu all tiiy 
addresses to yoU bcfope my election, 1 ven- 
tured to prophesy tliat the time was fast 
approaching wbeu the people of England 
xiuuldjoin with us iu a loud and irresistible 
demand for the total abolition of the tithe 
system^ 

That salnlary cry has commenced in Eng- 
land. It is beginning to be re-echoed in a 
proper and legal manner in Ireland. The 
accompU'>hfnent of iny projdiecy is last ap- 
proaching. ll I sball be permitted to do iny 
duty iu Parliament this Session, I hope thar 
this most important result will be advanced ; 
but, after all, it only by the repeal of the 
U^u that we can look with certainty for the 
to9 aholition of tilhea. 

This is one ol the great reasons why I insist 
upon that repeal. Indeed, the Repeal of the 
Union is the great and really heubng measure 
which alone is calculated to lurm the ba^is, 
and raise the superstructure ol prosperity in 
Ireland. Wirlioiit if, distress must accuinu- 
Jatcj poverty must increase; famine and pes- 
tilence, which are yearly taking a wider range, 
must become almost universal; and Ireland 
must become a solitude or a slaugbter-huu>e. 

1 bay this advisedly. . 

But the Repeal of the Union terrifies the 
sordid aristocratic absentees, and enpecially 
the bloated plural Uts of the Established 
Church, who shudder lest we Hailical Reform- 
ers and auti-Uuioinsts should renlixe our plan, 
of the pn^meut by the State of nil such of the 
Protestant Clergy as really perform 'spiritual 
funclioiis. in an ample pntp^rtiun to thrir real 
labours, aral not paying at all those who do no 
work. 

It is, however, tbuiiglit wise and prudent to 
keep me out of the House of Coamions this 
Session, and, accordingly, this strange prose^ 
cutioii has heeii got up against me. 

1 feel it my duty to give you this outline of 
the moiiveg that have, i am convinced, insti- 
gated the adviser<t ol tliis prosecution. Let 
nie remind you that it requires not otily a Re- 
former hut a Lawyer, to speak iu the House 
with effect on the subject of the late Proclania-^ 
tious, and, in particular, to expose the illegal 
and mischievous tendency of the famous $tati- 
Icy ^Kular. It would not be dii^greeable o 
thatjiwng goiitieman nut to liava to encounter 
lae^ a subj^t ^o vitally itnp(irtai;t to tbe 
firilFmitciplea of cou«titutiona1 liberty.

Mark 
me wclli recollect my prophecy— \ on will 
hJiVe the Whip Introduce some delusive mea- 
sure --Sfine tiibbling at the Sablei ting act— 
it will, psgbably, be some aggravation tube 
stvled ah amendmenti There wifi bran altera- 
liou ill 'I be Vestry Bill; that probably will 
male it worse than it now is. There will be 
some Htilc peddling about corporation mono- 
polies, and a grand inquiry, to last three 
years longer, Into foils and customs— and 
these mighty boons will be consummated by 
siniie law creating a Dictatorship, or some- 
tiling of that kind, in Ireland. Believe me I 
shall prove a trite prophet. 

Preserve this piopbccy— and you will find 
that lUj words will prove true, or, if not quite 
accurate, it i# only because 1 pyhbably un- 
derrate the bnseoc«s of some of the Wrings. 

If 1 am prevented from attending in iny 
place iu parliament— if the voice i<f almost 
universal Ireiaiid be, in my person, suppressed 
—do not, indeed you cannot, blame me. 

But 1 should be to blame if 1 in anywise 
transgressed the law. 1 am a lawyer ol great 
experience in the Criminal Law, and never 
wa<, there a man more determined not to 
transgress that law tliaii 1 was mid am. My 
constant advice to the piujde lor tbe last 
tweriiy-rtve years always was, as it still is, 
not to violate tbe law m any one particular. 1 
sbouid, therefore, be both abs^ird and ( riininal 
U 1 violated it myself intentional y ; and if it 
be »>uid that I have violated it unintentionally, 
then, indeed, there is a demonstration of the 
enormous absurdity of our iPeual Code — nf its 
uiiiuteUigibility, of its capariciousness, when 
a lawver of !J0 years* snncliug, rletenuiued not 
to violate the law, and knowing his every 
action to be watched, has )et, in presence of 
his enemies, put himself into their power. 

AVhat'a happy elucidation It would be, of 
that which 1 have so often complained of and 
exposed — under the title given to it by the 
Rlustrious and immortal Bcntham— of Judge- 
ifiade Low. 

But, my friends, 1 can assure you, that, 
without the mo^t violent contortimi of every- 
tldiig that has hitherto been considered as 
fixed law , and stated to be '^uch by the most 
yetierabie nuiboriUcs amongst the English 
Judges, it is utterly impossible to sustain this 
proseCptjoii. 

Ibere must be, 1 assure you, the most au- 
jriacioug perversion of fact, ami a still more 
flagrant violatiou of law— things, the happen- 
ing of which 1 certainly do not at all antici- 
pate— if this prosecution does uot totally and 
ludicrously fail. 1 tell you as a lawyer and 
as a ioaU| that 1 am enficted to au acquittal, 
Ifven ou the showing of myenemiei them- 
selves* 

I owe it to you, my codstituentt, to show 
you that 1 bhve not in anyone.resptot violated 
the taw ; nay, that, in fact, U am not even 
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accused of auj -thing which can Justly btcolla 
a violation of the law. 

The charge against me cu thC sjlly warran: 
is sylit iut(t two parts. They arc, as u%ua] 
with absuul charges, contradictory of each 
other, 'I'he fitst U for having dmhey^d the 
Proclamations 1 1 There H a charge fur you 
oa which to arrest the man who ha^ the high 
honour of heiug the chosen Representative of 
your county. The eecoud is fur having evaded 
the same Pfoclaniatious. Now, if 1 disobeyed 
the ProcUmatious, tt is clear that I did no) 
evade them ; aud if I only evaded the^ Pro 
clamaiions, it i» equally clear 1 did not disobey 
them. 

This contradiction is, to be biire, rather a 
glaring oue; but eio matter* The entire 
may serve the purpose of keeping me from 
exposing, lu my place in Parliaincnt, the 
fatal aud foolish proceedings of some of our 
rulers. • 

But I proceed to show you the futility Oi 
those charges 

The fir^t is, that I disobeyed a Proclama. 
lion. 1 have two answers to this charge. 

Ihc first is, that it lo quite untrue. It is 
rjuite false that I disobeyed all, or any of 
them. There is nut the least foundation of 
fact in tins charge. 

The secoud auswer is, that even if 1 had 
disobeyed any or all of the Pioclaniations, I 
should not have been gmity of any oftenre, 
unless I came within the terms of the act, 
called the Algerine Act — winch, observe, it is 
not pretended or alleged that I have done. 

Thus, my frlcnils, 1 tell you, that this 
prosecution is urifoundul in two respects— 
first, III point of fact; aud, secondly, in point 
t»f law. 

The fact is for a Jury — all I could desire, if 
it were to go to a Jury, would be a fair aud 
impartial Jury — that is, I should desire — aud 

wi^h suth a Jury— 

The Jaw, however, is so plainly with iiiC, 
that it will be intelligible to everybody. 

J utterly deny that it is any crime or offence 
to oppose or disobey even a lawful Proclaiud- 

tiOD. 

I know that the reverse was once decided— 
but it was decided— where, think ^ou? In 
the Star' Chamber. 

That decision has, until a very modern 
time, «ncl, indeed, witli the single escept^n 
of one briefless English Barrister, .been held 
in utter contempt. X would wager any man a 
thousand pounds to a shilling, that one of, 
the legal advisers of the Crown ferretted out a 
passage in the work of a modern Barrister— 
and without examining Us slender foundation, 
nor the palpable manner in which this Bai"’ 
ristcr contradicts lifmsejf-^they have insti- 
tuted the present prosecution upon no better 
authority, xvith the bppe of reviving NotniMu 
LESS THAN THE SfAU CBlAMeEa t»AtV. 

1 (liiiik I know ^he ealihre pf some that 
widerhaud advised this proceeding, and \ 
cannot coucehe an^-thlng laloJre likely (u 


fascinate $u<h persons as even a chance uf 
reviving an ob<icdete de^fiOtisni. 

It is indeed part Of histoiy/ and a remark* 
able fact, that Lord Coke, when Chief Jus* 
ticc, was cdrue<«tly urgted by fhe Crown to 
give an opinuui in favour of the validity of 
Pruilamatums. The conduct, that Occa- 
sion, of the then Solicitor General> the tOo- 
celebrated Lord Bacon — 

- — .. - Who shined, 

The Wisest, brightest, meatiest^ of matikfnd 
is well known for hi« servility and audacity. 
He endeavoured to cajole, bribe, or (errily 
Lord Cuke into a declaration that the law 
justified the indiction of punish ment fhr 
violating a ProLtamatiou ; mu, alvbongh the 
Judges were then reuioveabie at pleasure. 
Lord Coke, to his eternal honour, resisted. 

This Is not the place to quote passages of 
law, bur I cannot resist ouoi tug here the ab- 
stract of Lord Cokers opinion, as given in a 
work of the hi;;Iiest authority, called Coatyti^s 
Digest, Here is the patsage 
“ The King cannot create an orrRNce by 
** Proclamation ; and, therefore, fkvthingwiU 
be punxihaile after a Proclamation mich 
“ was not so befote,** 

I need not soy any more to show that it 
caijuoc be punishable as an offence to disobey 
a Proclam itioii. 1. therefore laugli to scorn 
the charge against me of “ disobeying a Pro- 
clamation ; and 1 could defy ^be powers 
of human ingenuity to create a scrap of 
** Jl LGE-M \i>K Law ’* to suit this occasion. 
But really this i* not ail. The act which 
[tables a Lord Lu iitcnant to use arbitrary, 
and, indeed, despotic power over all meetings, 
IS in Its nature suflicientiy severe and sufll* 
cicutly unconstitutional not to have it extend- 
ed one iota by constructuni. It is really most 
[nunstrous to talk of cxtci.ding its effects by 
au\ construction ; and 1 trust that the day 
wifi shortly aiinc when the teal advisers of 
hi'i prosecution, and of the Proclamations, 
will meet the prinishment they so justly merit. 

In fhc quaint language ami Utiuity of Lord 
Joke, it IS said th,).t all imJiaments conclude 
contni it£em et conmetudmem, or contra leges 
et statute/. But never was seeq any indict- 
ment to conclude— ctfrtfrtf regiam proeta^ 
waiiontm.’* * 

We are, I suppose, soon to see suih an in- 
dUdnicnt — anoiiier bad preiedciilaro iie added 
o those already rqriii$heJ*by the Whigs when 
in office. 

Leaving this first charge to shift for itself 
.midst the moii '‘irons noveltie* of Whig li- 
berality— a liberal, wide, and universal ex- 
tensiou of a must penal and reatrictive statute 
— a species of Whig anomaly in our law—

A Proclamation issues— ‘1 ^isohey it — 
punishment lor that. W«ii» 1 do not disobey

or not, the only thin^certain is the punishment, 

I'or coaimiitmjf wbfit is eaned a crime— 
{luiiibhiueui— for not cotfiinitting that crime — 
]>uiii^hnmiit Really, really, this is a 

little t(iO bad. 

1 will put tltis matter for one ntotnciit in 
another point of view. To esadc a Proclama 
tioo is to avoid obeying it ; but for avoiding 
to disobey it there is lo be an iudictiiient— 
that is, fur not perpetrating what is called a 
crime. Who e\ or yet heard of an indictiiient 
for evadine: to steal a horse .’ Rut this is a 
ludicrous mockery. 

'I'berc is, lii>wcvor, one curious coincidence 
between the charge ol a conspiracy to evade 
tlie'‘PrurlamatioQ and the accusatitm brought 
ill Hohjiiiim aj^aiiist the cclebrattd De Potter. 

Dc Putter is well known to have been an 
ardent enemy to the oppressions which his 
eoiiDtry suffered fruTn ibe nefarious union with 
IJoliand, and from the {(rindintr and insulting 
iiatote of the Dutch superiority. He struggled 
strongly and perseveriugly against the griev- 
ances wliich his native country sustained from 
the iiiaoleut domination ol strangers. He 
was closely watched. The law of libel, the 
sedition law, were both excessively se\ ere — 
as severe as with us — but Dc Potter, who 
sought anieliorntionsouly by peaceable means, 
took tare not to violate the Jaw. Vet it was 
detennmed to auiiiliilate him one way or the 
other. 

Whenever power is determined to crush a 
mail “at all liazaids,” it never wauls a pre- 
text. They could not, it is true, iudict Dc 
Potter upon any known law. What did the 
lawycrlings of the Dutch King do.^ Will you 
believe it, reader.^ They actually indicted 
bin) for a conspiracy to evade the laws of libel 
and sedition, or to that etfect. TheUciich was 
packed 3 he was tried and sentenced to banish- 
ment. 

1 he coincidence is only in the charge. 1 
have nut the talents nor the useful patriotism 
of De Potter, but I rival him in three thiugs. i 
First, in the enthusiuttic love 1 bear to eny 
mihappy native land : secondly, in the ever- 
living detcbiation 1 bear to the oppressions 
sod grievances under which she labours paod 
thir<^,^tn the rancorous and malignaut hatrt 1 
bornPbawards me by the enemies of my native 

There the enmpHrison ends. De Potter was 
11 ^ long In han^shment. The men wboaf' 
Aiceted his enuhtrj^ became too oi^tsageoualy 
tyrannical, uud were espelled. He returned; 
bat, to his imtnoKtfl hiUiQur it spoken, be 
forgot tbf injury dooi^ him, rtnd t^orgave all 
his enemies. 


This trumping up of a ridiculous charge of 
conspiracy is therefore not new. The case of 
D<‘ rotter is, as we lawyers say, quite in 
point; hut its results are widely different'. 

1 cannot, my friemlb, conjecture why this 
De Potter charge should be brought agaiu'i.t 
me. ' I will not do the legal advisers of Lord 
Anglesey the gross iujustice to suppose that 
they speculated cither on tfig CoUi-'C or the 
Jury. That would he an injustice of which I 
would not dii'Cctlyor iuditectly accuse them ; 
but, if they had so speculated, they would 
speculate badly, 

It is quite true that a former Court of 
King’s Beucli dechled that the word ‘'pre- 
tence ** in a criminal statute was perfectly 
synonymous with “purptfse,** That certainly 
was a wrong measure, hut one which took 
place in angry times, and will never be quoted 
as a prfcvcdeiit for i.uitutiuu. 

i h.'ive now, my friendsi, exposed to y<‘u 
the nature of the -"li^irges against me — their 
contradiction, nnd tliti. total absuidity. 

i am not accused of any iniinoiMl offence, 
of seditious speech or liheliou-* laoguagp — still 
less am I accused of provokiii; to outrage or 
breach of the peace. The fact simply is, that 
Lord Auglcsey does not like diKCussiuii, and 
having made up his iirtid that there shall not 
be any, in any shape, that he dislikes— on he 
goes—that is all. 

But thi'i would i)o cruel, if it were not 
laiighalile. Here 1 < am striving for three 
things rir<{t, to abolish Tithes. Second, to 
Ic'fetrtiy Coiporate M^mopohes. Third, to 
rtpeal the Union. 

And endcavoming to do tliesc things by 
peaceable, legal, and coii^ticiitioual means, 
and none other, 1 am set on and assaileil as if 
It were a ctime to love one’s ctjjiiitry, and to 
struggle Uonehtly, faithfully, and disinterest- 
edly to serve her. and to seek peace, comfort, 
prosperity, and liberty for her inhabitants. 

My con*.itueuts— my friends— he not dis- 
couraged. PaiicDcc— obedience to the laws — » 
no illegal oaths — no secret societies— no tur- 
bu’euce— DO violence — but at the same time 
peacedhle, legal, and constitutional agitation. 
Let every parish, nay let dory village meet. 
Lei there be a pention from every village, 
P'lrLh, town, amd district. Let those petitions 
firmly, boldly, but respectfully, demand the 
total abohtvm of Tithe aud Ve''try Cesse^u 
Let them state that frelaud is au agricultural 
cxiuntry, in a most depressed state^ and, there- 
fore, requires that the agricultural produce 
should be relieved from all ecclesiastical 
burdens. 

iJet your petitions state ihese three facts : —

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Repeal of the Union j and, Irish 
Tithes. — Every word that is said upon 
these two important subjects becomes 
every day of more and more importance ; 
and, therefore, men should read atten- 
tively all that they can spare time to 
read on both. 

Lord King had a Petition to present to 
their Lordships, on a very important subject, 
resuecting which his opinions were quite at 
variance with those^ of the Petitioners. When 
the measure of which they complained— the 
IJuiuu of Great Britain and Ireland, was under 
the consideration of the British Legislature— 
be was opposed to it ; because he did not wUh 
the corruptions of England to be increased 1^ 
those of Ireland. But he now feared that it 
Mroold be a mischievous experiment to repeal 
that measure after such a lapse of time. He 
believed that Ireland would suffer greatly 
from the separation of the two cbnoCries, the 
more so as they could be separaled only by 
means of wer», and to that a rep^l of the 
Union wonld ,eertaiiiiy laad^ If bhivere ao 
lilthmaa, be miglrt perhaps jbe Indueed to 


he hud not yet had the happiness to wituess. 
However, he loelieved that the good effects 
would now be soon observed, us the healing 
meosurr which the Legislature had nio^t 
w isely adopted iu the last Session bad ttmtOyed 
the etiief obstacles to the improvement of that 
country. He was convinced that the repeal 
of the Union would annihilate the incipient 
prosperity of Ireland. The indivulual w ho at 
present agiiuted that question bad derived his 
importance from the injudicious attempt which 
had been made lo exclude him from the other 
House of Parliament. No calamity could be 
mure destructive to the country. ol that indi- 
vidual than bis efforts, should they be success- 
ful in repealing the Union. 

TITHES. — Lord Faknham moved for' Re- 
turns respectiug ilie Compusition of Tithes in 
Ireland, under the late Act of Parliament on 
tliat subject. Hi* explained that tlie operation 
of that Act was greatlyimpeded by tlie manner 
iu which the Select Vestries for scofliug tlie 
composition of tithes were constituted. The 
laud of many parishes in Ireland was occupied 
principally iu pasture, niul in the cultivation 
of potatoes. Upon the latter the whole burde^i 
of the tithes was thrown} so that the very 
poorest parishioners, to whom the potatoe land 
chiefly belonged, paid the most part of the 
tithes, from which the imsturc lands, always 
ill the hands of the richest pariahioriers, were 
wholly exempt. Hence it becaim^the interest 
of the Select Vestries, whkh consisted of only 
twenty-five persona (they being of course the 
richest inhabitants), to oppose the composi- 
tion ; because that would equalize tlic^ hiiideu 
between them and their fellow-inhabitants. 
To enable the poor of Ireland, whose advaniage 
the Act was chiefly calculated to prmnote, to 
bepeflt by its provisions, it was necessary to 
enlarge the VestrieSk lie would inti odute a 
Bill to increase them' to fifty parishioners, fu 
the course of the Session ; uidcs* the Gpvertt- 
meut, iu^bose bonds he would prefer to le^vo 
the ntaillr, should tliemsclves iutrfc^UCe L^e 
amendment. He would take that opjbortuuity 
of staUnff that, in those caseit where ^he o|^era- 
Mon of tKe Act was ^ireveutM by the 
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owners^ th« opposition was innr« fr^oeiitty 
on the part ol' lay itnpropriatars than of the 
clergy. » 

Lord Kino had uo doiiht^ that if t|tbe^c6m- 
position were varned into id ,li*eU|iid 

\ipon fair terms, it would operate greatly to 
the advantage of the poorer classes }u Ireland, 
who woald^get rid of tithe- gathering and 
proetors, aod the whole harassing and ex* 
pensive machinery for the recovery of those 
vexatious claims. He beld^ in his hands do- 
cuments respecting the tithes in six parishes 
of the county bf ’ Wichluw, of which the 
names were to him uti pronounceable, occupy- 
ing a surface of upwards of 40,000 acres. In 
those parishes a meeting of 4,000 farmers was 
assembled to make a composiiioii with Arch- 
deacon Magee. The venerable Archdeacon 
not agreeing with the parishioners, resorted 
not to the Consistory Court, but to the Court 
of Exchequer, as anording the most exi>eTi- 
sive process for the recovery of his tithes. 
His Lordship then read the following account 
furnished by the Archdeacon to one of those 
farmers : — 

Varney Cooney, to Archdeacon Magee, 
debtor.

grievAuce-^it complained of the deprivation plT - 
an important national right-*-tba loss of whicn 
had iHTcasioned much and serious discontent 
throughout many parishes of the Metropolis 
and in various parts of the country. The 
gHevance of which the petitioners eOmpIainied 
was tile existence in their parish of a self- 
elected Vestry. He was anxious to take* the 
earliest opportunity of stating, , that on the 
very hrstday aflier the recess he n^eantto bring 
in a bill, the object of which wonfd be to 
remedy the iifils which formed the subject of 
the present coihplalnt. The hUt he initeaded 
^ bring in would he modelled Upon the former 
bill.or rather would be ah exact counterpart 
of it, in the form it had bSCn presented before 
it underwent the amenditfenis of a committee. 

He wished in an especial manner to call the 
attention of the House to the prayer of the 
present ,'xstition, for speh Was the iudignatioa 
which Select Vestries had excited, that hp 
could not answer for the tranquillity of pa- 
rishes, if something speedy and decisive were 
not done' with a view to the modification of 
the present system. He was informed that 
many of the parishioners of St. James's had 
expressed their determination not to pay rates 
unless the Select Vestry were abolished. 

Sir F. JJuRDErr said that Select Vestries 
were one of the practical grievances of the 
present day, constituting not only a gross vio» 
lation of etery constitutional principtcy fmt of 
every principle of common seme. There was 
something in them so preposterous, that an 
Engfish House of Comnmnswas called upon to 
gel rid of them at once, and the mode of doing 
so was perfccily simple : it was by a. recur- 
rence to the ancient Cfuirtitutional principle, 
that no man was to be taxed without his owu 
consent.

The Marquess of Ciianuos, in rising to 
make a motion on this subject, said, that the 
Committee appointed by the House had ua- 
seated the Members that were returned, on 
the ground of bribery t and with this charge 0 
before the House, he certaihly thought that 
they were bound to consider whether a new 
election' should be allowed to take place. Tlie 
evidence Wore the Cdmnilttee had not yet 
been printed; hat, at all events, it was kuown 
^that the Committee had decided against the 
two Members, tb^' ground of corruption; 
and tbiSj he'eontend^, wu enough to call for 
the intdriereuce of ihe^ House, when it was 
propiosed t#entruae .the borough again with, 
the right of returning members. All that he 
at, present ask4d was, that d short time should 
be alloWed for the printing of the evidence, in 
tw^er thht the House might Judge fox itself ^ 
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and he %houM therr fure ipove, that the Shaker 
dQ|»^f|ie hU warrawt to the Clerk of tjie Croam, 
to make out a nupersiedeai to the tvrit that hau 
been Issued for tnc election of two Members 
foT the Borou^ of Evesham* 

Lord Geoane Lkmmox seconded the motion, 
and called the attention of the House to a 
paper* aliened Bdwanl protheroe, Jun./tn 
which that gentleman inoile the following 
statement:-*-*' I plainly acknowledge my de- 
sire to renew our comieaioo. There is no in- 
consistency ill this. With you, Gentlemeu, 
1 never ha^d the slightest cause of dissatisfac- 
tion ; it is with the old system of your borough, 
with that utiju<it system which, after faitbtul 
and diligen^ services, accompanieo by manly 
iiidtpendence and disiuterestedncss in every 
s{)eech and evei7 vote, left me no hope of 
being le-elected, unless I condescended to 
traffic for itiy seat with tho!>e who bartered 
your priviUgeb.**— When such a declaration 
as this was made by a geiitlemau who was 
well acquainted with the transactions of the 
borough, he thought that the House had 
pretty good e\idence before it of what was 
the leal state of the case; and he therefore 
trusted that Evcsliani would be disfranchised, 
and the repieaentatiuu given to some more 
worthy place. He begged, however, to say, 
that he himself personally knew nothing of 
Kvesham, nor had he any acquaintance with 
the two gentlemen agamot whom the Com- 
mittee had decided. 

Mr. Ross said, that the sitting of jiaitkular 
Members, and ulterior proceedings against a 
borough for bribery, were two questions of a 
totally distinct character. The honourable 
Member rcicircd to the ca^cs of I'enrhyn and 
CanieKord, as preti>ely similar cases, la 
thorn linbeiy was piovcd, and the House was 
called oil tiul only to suspend tUe Wilts, but to 
disfianchisG the hoiouglis. In Rvesham tlicre 
was 4*2(i voters, and of course they did not all 
vote for the siiciiig members ; but it had been 
proved that every one of the non-iesideiit 
voters who did vote were bribed. Every one 
of them aciuHlly received a bribe. On thc^e 
grounds he would support the motion of 
hib noble Friend for superseding the writ, 
which would give the House au opportunity to 
inquire. 

Lord John Ru^scll meant, in the few 
words he uid address to the House, to con- 
fine hinibelfto the narrowest limits. He should 
notenter into the general question of Reform, 
nor assert that it would he improper to assent 
to the motion, because the House had already 
ordered the writ to issue. Tlierc were many 
rights to be considered before the House re- 
solved to suspend the writ* Au inquiry blioulct 
be instituted, and evidence received, to ascer- 
tain if the Borough of Evesham were as cor- 
rupt as it v\as represented to be. There were , 
many points which the House oujpht to inves- 
tigate ; for he had always been o( opinion that 
the GreuviHe Act, by the inquiries It Instituted 
through Couimitt^e^, frequeufy screened 
cases of bribery^ and preveoteii them from 


bdog so frequently brought lieforetbe House, 
w they were before that Aetwas passed. The 
opinions of Election Committees were often, 
be thought, ao obstacle to those inquiries 
which tqe’' House was bound to make 
cases of Corrtiption. The question, however, 
before the House was not wncther an inquiry 
sbonid now take place into die corrupiion of 
the Borough of Kvcshuin, hut whether the 
issuing of the writ should be suspended or 
not? The circumsunces of the caw were 
these That after an inquiry hy a Committee, 
that Committee had uni given the Chairman 
instructions to propose that no new writ 
should issue. The first thiilg the House had 
to look at must be Hs own prccedc-iits. Me had 
looked at the precedents quoted by the 
Honourable Member opposite (Mr. Ros'i), and 
that Honnurable Gentleman could not deny 
tliat there viere iiUmerous preccMlents of the 
allegation of bribery made, against Members, 
and yet the writs for those places had issued. 
There was no instance of a Committee re- 
porting merely against the Sitting Members, 
and on that report the House susjietidiug tha 
writ. To justify that, there niiist be some 
special report agaiist the electors. It was 
only said by some of the Mcmheis who com- 
posed the Elcctiou Committee that the ca«e 
implied further corruption • but that should 
be made a matter of special report before the 
House could beahle to act upon it. 'I'hc pre- 
cedents, then, Mere many in favour of issuing 
the writ, 

Lord Ai.'tnowf* agreed with his nohla 
Ft lend and the light hoii. Gmtleinan, that 
till*, question was to he dci ided on the nnirovv 
ground of precedent; but tli.it prccirleuts 
were not to be slavishly followed. 'J he House 
niustdecioc if prccodciith aiithuii>>ul tlie 3us- 
pension of the writ, .and it was i matter of 
some importance that the House should not 
make a new precedent without due coii^ideK 
utiou. He did not think that tiie precedents 
quoted by the right hon, (kink mail jn-litled 
the suspension ol tlie writ. He dilVcitd from 
him, because, in the two precedents he had 
quoted, both the Committees had reported 
against the election. In the jin sent case, the 
Ke)K)it of the Committee was confined to 
ceiisiiring the Members. The right hon. 
Gcntletiiau said, that Members of the Cotil- 
inittec complained of the •orrnplTon being 
extended to the Electors, but that was only 
the opinion of individual Members, as the 
Cominiltee decided against a special Report* 
In the other cases quoted by the right hon. 
Gentleman, the Com 111 ittecs had made Special 
Reports ; but in those cases wheria Sjiccial 
Reports were not made, and only the sitting 
Members were unseated, the House had never 
thought suspend the writ. It was nut ne- 
cessary for him to quote precedents of the 
kind from the Journals ; they wcie so iiume- 
rolls, that every Member must know it wa» 
continually customary for sitting Members 
to be unseated by the Report of the Com- 
mittee, without the writ being iu9^ud«<l*

HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Tur Labourers. — Mr. Cortbis, in 
presenting u petition from Sussex, took 
occasion to make some observations on tlie 
state of the labouring poor, and declared he 
fisd conversed with many farmers, who one 
and nil asserted tliat they never paid less than 
twelve shiltiugs a week to any description of 
labourers, whether mart led or single. For hts 
parr, nUhongti it had been atated that he paid 
to his own Uhourers l5. Vfl. a day, he invaria- 
bly pawl 2«., with thb option of their taking 
piece work if they pleased. Tl>e agricuhural 
interests were, however, in such a state of 
destitution, that they must, would, and should 
be protected. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. liKii>roK, in alluding to the condition of 
the laboureis, said he was satistied the only 
remedy for their distress would be found in 
the extension of the system of spade labour in 
Che cultivation of ground allotted to them for 
^that puipose. 

Mr. Long Wcllkslry bore testimony to 
ilu* efficacy of this system. In a part of the 
county of Es’^cx, near Tilbury Fort, six or 
seven hundred of the labourers who had been 
in a state of insurrection were reduced to 
cpdetiidcr and ij^nnparative comfort, by the 
immediate ad'^ptiou of the system of spade 
labour, lie deprecated, hpwever, the discus- 
sion of these and pther vitally important sub^ 
JiTts on the mere pre«eaiatiotp of a petition, 
and in the presence of so small a number of 
Members. 

Si^ir John Sfrrigiit said he hdd devoted a 
good deal of his attention to the suldect of 
•spade labour, and actually allotted •gardens to 
(Arsons In his own parish, who were by no 
CQouevjted with hU property. He 
^d> however, that all proleeu of that kind 
ilevl { and he was convinced, from bis own 
f- experience, apd l^rom conversation with some 
d the r ihost e>^Heiicedf of the class of la* 
" bourers, that if they possessed aj|||nuch laud 


as they could cultivate by spade labour they 
could not earn sixpence a day. He should be 
very happy himself to give land to the la- 
boitrersof his own parish without the payment 
of rent, if there vvas a hope of their being able 
to subsist upon it; for he would gain much 
more from the relief afforded to the rates, 
than from the rent of the laud. 

Mr. Alderman WaiThman observed, that it 
was not merely the agricultural interest that 
was distressed*; alt tlm interests in the country 
were in the same condUiuii; leaseholit pro- 
perty, especially in London, wWs utterly de- 
atroyed. No partial measure vrould be suffi- 
cient to meet the necessities of the time. 
Either taxation must be greatly brought down, 
or prices must Im raised. He begged to give 
notice that on the 15t1i of February he would 
submit to the House a string of Resolutions, 
sha^*iiig the destructive tendency of the pre- 
sent geuer<il depreciation of propt*rty. 

Mr. Hume, after this, objected to the 
would, and should be pm- 
teefed ” of Mr. Curteis j because he 
thou^'bt that the honourable Member 
wished to protect the agricultural inte- 
rest at the expense of other interests.

THE MINISTERS AND THE PEOPLE. 

JC^niinpton, Frb. 9, 1831 

In my last I remarked on the proba* 
bihty of th^^eat*peop/e making a grand 
push against reform i and 1 also re- 
marked on the inevitable consequences, 
if the Ministers heki firm, and resolved 
to take the people iy the hand. Ac- 
cording to the rumours that are afloat, 
the combinaiion against them and 
the people is ^proceeding with great 
obstinacy^ The case is prejtty plainly 
stated in the Morning Chronicle^of the 
3 1st January, in the following words, 
which embrace, however, two distinct 
^subjects, and these 1 must treat of 
separately when I have iHserted |he 
article;— ^ '

^loudly of the efforts that are making 


on the part of the arUtocratic borough* 
holders to resist reform, and, by com-^- 
** biding to withhold their support 
when that^rea| question comes on, to 
“ force Minuters to resign, by driving 
them into a mtnoriiy, Such a com* 
bination, for such a purpose, we con^ 
ceive to be the greatest calamity that 
could befall the nation.

If it 
be, and 11 there be any-thing like a 
foitniduble opposition, one of two things 
will take place ; the parliament will be 
dlisotHtd, or the King will refuse to 
d6 that, and then the ministers will go 
odt, and have the people at their back. 
*l'hc King will hardly*wunt to get back 
into the hands of those who liad to 
advise him not to fulfil his promise of 
dmrtig at the Guild-Hall with the 
Oiieen. We can hardly contemplate 
the possibility of the King's listening j 
to the advice of those who would 
throw him buck into these hands ; and, 
therefore, we are to proceed upon the 
supposition, that, if the ministers meet 
with a formkiable opposition, they will 
dmohe the parliament. The conse- 
quence of that would be that not a man 
who had voted against them would dare 
to show his face in any part of the coun- 
try. A hundred of ,thcm would be 
chased out of counties and of boroughs 
that are half rotten ; and then the mi- 
nisters might do the thing that the 
people want done. Hut, for the minis- 
ters to dissolve the parliament^ with 
such prospect before them,- they must 
first propose, and distinctly pnipose, to 
make such a reform as will satisfy the 
people ; and, nothing short of an ex- 
extension of the suffrage lo all house- 
liolders paying scot and lot, and of 
voting by ballot, will satisfy the i>eople. 

I shall always contend, that every nUan

But if they distinctly propose 
to do these, the whole country would bd 
m commotion on their side ; and the 
new parliament would enable them to 
make the reform, without any opposi^ 
tion at all. 

If his Majesty were, unfortunately, to 
listen to advisers of another description, 
and to resolve not to dissolve the par- 
liament, the present ministers would, of 
course, quit their places, and be sue-- 
ceeded by their predecessors with the 
Duke at their head ; but how long 
could this last ? Hack would come all 
the scenes and all the angry passio na 
of the month of November ; but these 
latter with tenfold force : and as to the 
former, they would appear with great 
improvements and additions. The rage 
against the ministers would then be 
extended to other quarters ; and the 
tnati must be blind who does not foresee ' 
terrible convulsion as the result. The 
bare circumstance of the Duke of Wel- 
lington coming back again into power 
would throw the whole kingdom into a * 
paroxysm of rage : despair of any good 
Itom gentle means would seize upon 
the public, and all men woul8 make up 
their minds to a resort to the lost despe- 
rate menus. 

For, with regard to theJVince of 
iWaterloo, how stands •the case? Ha 
made a declaration against parliament- 
ary refoim : he made it one week, and 
the next week the King had to aubm it 
to the humiliation of withdrawing hia 
promise to dine with his people in Guild- 
ilall; because he couUl not fulfil the 
promi^ without Jbeing accompanied by 
his prime-minister, or without openly 
pronouncing disgrace on his primes 
minister, and because he cou|tl not be 
accompanied by that prtme-ministeri 
without endangering the peoee df the City 
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and the lives of his people. After this 
it is notorious tj^pt that minister could 
neither ride nor walk the streets with- 
out insuUj not to say personal danger 
The question is not,- whether these po- 
pular violences were right or wrong in 
themselves : if that were the question 
we should decide for the latter; but 
the question is, whether it must not be 
dangerous to the whole community for 
a government to have at its head a 
mail standing in such a light in the 
eyes of the people? The Princk ok 
Waterloo was, in fact, turned out of 
oiiicc by the peoj)le ; and that too be- 
cause he had so audaciously declared 
against a reform in Parliament- His 
successors came into powxT on the ex- 
press condition of making that reform 
against which the Prince had issued his 
declaration ; and the great fault which 
they immediately committed was, to 
ntffer it to appear as if they were not 
in their hearts hostile to him and his 
politics ! They were so friendly with 
him ; they exjiressed so little disappro- 
bation of what he had done and said ; 
they so carefully avoided all censure on 
him and his measures ; they appeared 
to intend to do so little in the way of 
cliange ; they removed from their 
places so few of his underlings ; his ap- 
peared to he so much like an abdication 
d la Charles dix; Theirs seemed to be 
so much like an accession il la Louis - ; 
'•Philippe ; the Houses, in one case, i 
seeitied, in their anxiety to prevent any 
material change, so much like that oSi 
the Chambfbrs in the other case, that 
the new' ministry became shaken in the 
public opinion. In short, men still looked 
upon the Prince as being one of the 
principal lidvisors, and they became 
hesitating and suspicious accordingly. 
They thought that they saw Ids jpounsel 
in the au.' mentation of the army ; they 
thought they traced him in the special 
commissions ; and, when they sa\y 
him, whom Lord Radnor had so dis- 
tinctly accused, in his place in parlia- 
ment, only a few day's before; when 
they saw him appointed to be one of 
the Special Commissioners, actually 
sitting upon the ben0li in Hampshire ; 
MrIle^ they §aw him, who wrote the let- 


ter, inserted in tlie Black Book, page 
360 ; when th^ saw him, and recoU 
lected numerous things which 1 shall 
not mention here ; when they saw him 
sitting in the judgment-seat, with life 
and death on his lips ; when they saw 
these things, what were they to think 
other than that his successors had re- 
tained his principles though they had 
supplanted him in point of form ? 

This has been the great cause, and^ 
indeed, the only qjmse, of the suspicions 
with regard to the vicw| of the present 
Ministers. They haife lost character 
solely by their complaisance towards 
him. They have suffered in precisely 
the same way, and from prjscisely a 
similar cause, with the renowned fund- 
holder, Louis- Philippe. The accusa- 
tions against nhn arc, that he hoi^dis- 
covered no sincere hostility to Charles 
dix and his crevv ; that he has endea- 
voured to screen tlie prime agents of 
his predecessor; that he has done as 
little as possible in the way of making 
changes in the men in power ; that he 
and his ministers have kept in force all 
the laws of Charles against the liberty 
)f the press and of speech ; that he has, 
n fiict, taken off no taxes ; that he is 
alking about an enlargement of the • 
right of voting at elections, but that 
he proposes to do very little in this 
kvay ; and that what he does comes 
Vom him like drops of blood from the 
icaft ; that, in short, the abdication of 
Charles, the accession of Philippe, his 
lulling himself a citizen-king ; that the 
vhole has been contrived to cajole arid 
heat the people by a mere change of 
iames and symbols, but that it is really 
intended to tax them and oppress them 
just asi^much as they wjere taxed and 
oppressed before. 

The English nation have ufought that 
they discovered a wonderful similarity 
between the conduct of the new minis^ 
try ami that of Louis-Philippe. The 
French sum up the charges against him 
in saying that he prevents ihA Pevolu^ 
tion from marching; and the charge 
against our new ministry is summed 
up in this, that they do not seem to be 
resolved on giving us a rea^reform ; 
and this has been inferred, not from any 
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declaration of theirs, nor from any of 
their^ acts, except IVoot those which 
have led the people to suspect that 
they were nctinf^ in conjunction pri- 
vately with the Prince of Waterloo. 

Npw, if they be sincerely disposed to 
give us a real reform, the open hostility 
of Waterloo would be the greatest ad- 
vantage they could possibly possess. 
The public will immediately say, that, 
now, all is clear and consistent ^ and as 
to any chance that he will have of sur - 
ceeding against them, the absurdity is 
too gross to be cnlcrtaintd by any sen- 
sible man for a moment ; the public 
now know him j the pension list itself 
would havj* settled liim in the minds of 
the people for ever, had there been 
nothing else. The one single item 
stated' in the motto of this Rcgiater 
would have been quite sufficient. The 
present generation ^ the young men 
from twenty to thirty, are not the poor 
noodlcd creatures that shouted and 
bragged in the days of Waterloo ; they 
have looked into facts ; they knowtluit 
a hundred and fifty millions of the debt 
were brought upon us by what were 
called his victories 3 they know that 
while this debt has been creating, while 
this industrious peojilc have been be- 
coming miserable, while this great na- 
tion has been sinking into insignificance 
in the eyes of foreign states, the pen- 
sioner Lady Mohnington’s four sons 
have been puffed up into peers, loaded 
with pensions, sinecures, and grants. 
Tiiey know that this man himself has 
received far more than a million of the 
public money ; and they know, too, 
that the ])retcnded vicloiias for which 
he received it, have only tended to excite 
impjpcahle enmity against us in foreigt^ 
breasts, at the same time that the debts 
arising from the purchase of those vic- 
tories have bereft us of the means of 
protection against that hostility. 

It is impossible to look at the Con- ' 
tinent of Europe without feeling shame 
that we have heaped millions upon this 
man and his family. I do not feel 
shame for myself, indeed ; for, none of 
the presumptuous tribe ever had the 
grant of #|^nny which I did not op- 
pose to the Utmost of my power; and 


1 would, if I were in a situation to do 
it, move, before I slept, for a resump- 
tion of every one of the grants. Sevea 
hundred millions of money were given 
him for what were called the victory of 
Waterloo and the conquest of France. 
It was he that severed Belgium ; it 
was Ac, great anti glorious HE, who 
wrenched from France that treble chain 
of impregnable fortresses j it ii he who 
says, in his Peerage, printed in London 
and circulated throughout the world, 
that his w#e services such as the nation 
could not repay; but that it did its 
best ! And, wlnle this monstrous in- 
stance of presumption is staring us in 
the face, wo see that very Belgium /wst 
upon the eve of being united to France, 
while another column of the same 
newspaper tells us that he is assem- 
bling, in the very liouse and on the 
very land given him by the people and 
I)aid for by tlie taxes, a knot of ad- 
herents intended to contrive the means 
of preventing this very people from ob- 
taining a parliamentary reform. The very 
same newspaper that gives an account 
of the holding of this caucus, gives us 
the speech of M. Mamgui.v, in the 
French Chamber of De])uties, who says: 
We^lo not fear war, and if Belgium 
should offer herself, I would say, even 
at the risk of war — ' Accept her.* It 
would be a deadly wa/, I know ; but 
it uould be to the honour and glory 
of France. And, besides, who would 
dare to attack us? Wouhl it be in 
Kussia } She fijis Poland and Turkey 
to contend with. Would it be Austria? 
She knows that wdtii 50,000 men we 
should give her occupation in Italy. 
Would it be England t Whh eteam* 
boats we could car rip arms and baU 
talions into Ireland [strong sensa^ 
tion].

event : the two nations will rush toge- 
ther over the violets and the primroses, 
and leave the* despots, the borough- 
mongersand the loan-mongers, to gnaw 
their flesh with rage. 

IfC^Vet, when this event shall take place, 
will not every English eye be turned 
with indignation towards the gTcat 
brazen Achilles and Strath Heldsay ? 
But, in the meanwhile, what brass must 
the inan have, if, in this state of things 
even, when the disgrace brought on us 
by his pretended victories stares us in 
the face ; what brass must he have, if, 
even at such a time, he entertain the 
idea that he is able to turn out a minis- 
try 'and to take their places, too,»be- 
cause they propose to restore the people 
to the enjoyment of their rights !

Gram, though it is con- 
trary to all reason and to all experience, 
Chat a House of Commons chosen by 
the people would lay tlie taxes on the- 
great proprietors exclusively. Wtwt 
then ? Their estates, or, rather, their 
incomes, would be reduced to a certain 
fixed amount. But, if the present thing 
gp on, they masl lose the whole -of their

evett that virhich they pretend to fear 
‘would, if it were really to take place in 
conse<|ucDce of a reform of the Parlia* 
menf, be ah improvement in their cir- 
cumstances : they would then have 
something i nay^ they- would still be the 
richest of the community; whereas 
they will now be the poorest ; they will 
now be left with nothing ; for I mean 
to say, distinctly, that' if the present 
thing go on unchecked for only a very 
few years, evety landed estate, the 
owner of which receives nothing out of 
the tajcea, will pass into new hands, and 
that the present owners (unless they 
tHl the land and live on it) will become 
literally beggars or paupers ; and, with 
perfect seriousness, 1 declare that I 
should not be at all surpris^ to see 
many a man with a title go' into the 
poor^honsc] for, let it be observed, that 
they get feebler and feebler every day 
from the same cause whicli daily and 
hourly adds strength to their, devourers. 
1 once emjdoyed a French- Count to 
bind volumes of the lieghtcr for me, 
and a very good bookbinder he was. 
This Register has seen strange changes 
in the world j but, unless the ancient 
families speedily call the j^plc to tlnir 
aid, rny sincere o|)inion ^s, that the 
Register has yet to see aneb record 
changes still stranger, and, both in 
themselves ond in their consequences, 
far more important than any that it has 
hitherto seen. 

If the persons most interested in the 
correctness, or in correct ne.ss of these 
forebodings, had not for so many years 
shut their eyes to the truth, they couid 
not have been in tlieir present situation.

always a^inst changes of every sort. 
But, In addition to the ordinary 


workings of upstart?, We have now a 
band of paper-formed gentry, who 
snatch away the lands with a ” presto!

We have now not to wait }Shg tosee 
tlie event. If some^ ‘ measul^ 

be not adopted during the ensuing ses- 
sion of Parliaiuent, it is, in^y opinfon, 
more than probable that m later period 
will be too late; not only too latefo 
save the estates of the ancient faroili^ 
from the transfer ; but too late also to 
prevent that very convulsion, which has 
all along been the bugbear held up to 
frighten those wlmse utter ruin seems 
now to be inevitable, if the present 
course he perseverctl in for any length 
of time. Once more, therefore, at the 
end of prcciseTy (for it if this very day) 
twenty years of unavailing calling on tnc 
nobility; once more I call on (hem to 
conciliate the people, and to appeal to 
them for prote^ion against the '^atU 
devouring monster.** This Is the sure 
and easy way of putting an end to all 
the turmoil and peril that now exist. 
In this way all would be justly, quietly, 
and happily settled. The people, full 
of satisfaction and good-humour, would 
cheerfully make sacrifices bey'ond what 
any generous mind could expect. Al- 
ways attached to thirigslong e^j/ablishcd, 
they would once more be proud of wha, 
a long series of harsh and scornful treat- 
ment has made them at once hate and 
despise. The fabric of falsehood and 
fraud, and all the extortions of its ui- 
vCntora, would instantly disappear, and 
England i^iild be again the seat of in- 
dustry, of fredWom, of that confideiyse 
between man and nmn, ^nd of that 
abuuflance in good filings, that frank- 
ness, that unostentatious hospitalTty, for 
which she was in former days justly 
fumed, but of all which she has b^n 
bereft by a band of lawyers converted 
into statesmen, and bringing in tlmr 
train a band of (oanfobbers, stocks 
jiibbdtrs, Jews, and makers of papw^ 
money, that root of all evil, that do- 
baser, that corrupter of mankind, tllat 
scourge and curse of a people from 
generation to generation* Themropo- 
sitiofiof the saucy apd vipero^a PBn^B- 
ykhf to establish a fortress in Hyde 
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Fark^ to cover thirty acres of ground^ 
to contain quarters for ten thousand 
foot, five thousand horse, and a traiaof 
artillery, for the openly avowed purpose 
of keeping the metropolis in awe ; this 
is only a specimen of what we have had 
to put up* with for the whole of the 
thirty years hist past.

If a contrary line of conduct were to 
be pursued 5 if a refusal of reform were 
to be still persisted in j if to their deadly 
and natural foes, the l^an-jobbing race, 
the ancient families were to persist in 
adding a mass of foes of their own 
creating, a true picture of all the con- 
sequences I forbear to draw. But let it 
be observed, that if the thing could go 
on to the close of the transfer of estates, 
the turmoil would not there end. The 
same work of transfer , must still be going 
on ; thef same agitation, the same dis- 
tress, the same pauperism, the same 
evils of every description, until the na- 
tion*, debauched and brutalised, insensi- 
ble alike to honour and tosliarne, would 
be the sport of its hostile neighbours 
and the scorn of the wofit!.

A PARSOX AND A PARSON’S WIFE 

{From the Bndgneater and Somersetshire 
• Hta’ald.) 

Os Monday, the 17th instant, a man wa« 
examined before J. F. Luttrell, Ksq., M. P., at 
Diinstcr, on a char|;e preferred apaiiist him 
by the Kev. C. A. Verelst, Hector of Withy- 
combe, of attempting to set Rre to his house. 
From the evidence of Mrs. VereJst aud servants 
4t appeared that the man came to tlic* house 
-and asked alms on the inoriiiii^ of the pre- 
cedin';- day, and that soon after he left some 
matting, ivhich had been nailed up against 
the outside .if the house to protect ^onie 
ahruhs from frost, ^was discovered, to ™ ou 
fire; that the man was instantly pursued and 
searched, hot nothing whatever was found 
upon him except twopence, which had been 
given him by some people of the ncighb(»ur- j 
hood. It was furlher proved that the man 
was only a short time on the premises. The: 
’i^jorthy Magistrate dismissed the charge, but 
^committed the prisoner upon another, under ^ 
the Vagrant Act, for one mouth to the tread* 
mill. 

On the Friday following, a young woman, 
who had livLMl about three weeks in Mrs, 
Verelst's service, was brought before the same 
M^strate by her master, charged with 
having attempted to set fire to bis house on the 
preceding day. The worthy and excellent 
Magistrate, before the several depositions 


' were read, addressed the prisoner, a very mild, 
respcctablc-looking young woman, and told 
her he wa4 sorry to see a person of her ap- 
pearance iu such an awful situation. ** If/* 
said he, “ the evidence which shall be giv^a 
be such as shall oblige me to commit you, 'and 
you, in another and superior Court, be con- 
victed of tlic crime you are charged with, your 
pun ishment will be death. Therefore 1 entreat 
you to pay every attention to the reading of 
the depo-kitioiis, and put quesiimis to the 
witnesses you may think "oper 
any-thing to me and I will do it for you.*' 
The prisoner, making a low curtsey, said, 
“Thank your honour; I aln wholly innocent." 
“ If you arc,'* said he, “ still, should the evi- 
dence be strong enough to oblige me to com- 
mit, and a Jury to convict you, your puoisli- 
inciu will be as certain in this world”, as theirs 
will be in the next who may have falsely 
sworn against 'ou; therefore, pay strict at- 
tention to the cv' Jence of the different wit- 
nesses, and if I sit here for a week, 1 will 
exert all my power to do you justice.’* 

The Rev. C. A. Verelst was then sworn. 
The substance of his evidence was, that the 
prisoner had lived in his service about three 
weeks as housemaid ; that he had seen the 
prisoner at half-past two on the preceding 
day, near a door up stairs, the pulley of which 
he was adjusting; that about half-past three 
he noticed a strong smell of fire ; that it vvas 
dUcovercil to have J^een caused by a fire 
which liad been iu a sort of cupboard under a 
wiudow'seat, iu an iiufiiinislted room in his 
hpuse, and that a piece of paper and a skip- 
ping-rope, partly burnt (which he produced), 
were taken from it% his gardener, George 
Utley; and tliat he (Mr. Verelst) and his 
butler, - ■ — Fiiicomhe, afterwards found, 
iu the same place, a small piece of caudle, 
wrapped iu a little bit of greasy newspaper 
(also produced) ; that he charged ihe pri- 
soner with havin' done it, and had her appre- 
hended. 

Mrs. Verelst was next sworn and examined. 
She said she !>aw the prisoner, about half-past 
twelve o*clock on the preceiling day, searching 
*or a piece of soap in an unlocked closet ap- 
propriated to the housemaid, holding in her 
hand a bit of candle, without a candlestick, 
about two inches lung, wrappeil iu a piece 6f 
newspaper. On being asked by the Magis- 
trate how she knew the paper was part of a 
newspaper, she said, “ I was near enough to 
I discover that it Was so ; '* and she swore posi- 
tively that it was a piece of newspaper. This 
drew forth a reinitrk from Mr. Luttrell ; that 
in another place, if the charge went there, she 
(Mrs. Verelst) would undergo a most search- 
ing cro^s-examijianoii. “ For how,*’ said that 
gcii4eman, rolling up a small piece of printed 
peper, printed with type about the size of that 
used for newspapers, “ can any person posi- 
tively swear, from looking at this paper in 
my hiiiid, that it is, nr is not, part of a news- 
paper?** Mrs. Verdst then said, she would 
swear it was a piece of newspaper to the best 
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of her bejief, "But you havr already. Ma- 
dam," said the Ma^Utrate, "twice sworn 
positively that it was a piece of newspaper/* 
At this period the, other witnesses were or 
dered out of the room. Mrs. Verelst then 
went . on to say, that the prisoner weijt up 
stairs about two o*clock, th(»u^h she had no 
businass theie, and described the discovery of 
the smell of fire, and licr going into the room 
where the smoke was, when she instnntiy 
directed Littey, the gardener, to the witr . w 
seat, aod cried, "dTherc the lire, tear down 
the boards.'* On being asked what made her 
direct Littey to the window-seat, she replied 

J saw the smoke issuing fn m it.*' She ad 
mitted the room was full of smoke at the time. 
She was asked if any rooms in the house hat 
been washed or scrubbed that day, which it was 
the prisoucr's place to do when it was ne- 
cessary; She answered positively, "No.* 
She further said, in answer to other questions 
that the prisoner had given her notice to leave 
her service at the end of the month, but that 
they had had no quarrel. 

The next person examined was her own 
maid, Harriet Merry, whose evidence was 
almost an echo of her mistress’s, except that 
she did not swear positively that the paper 
wrapped round the candle was a piece of news- 
paper; hut to the be^t of her belief it waa, 
aud that the prisoner had the candle in a can- 
dlestick, instead of holding it in her hand 
without one ; she also swore positively that 
uo rooms had been washed or scrubbed on 
Chat day. 

The Butler, Pincoinbe, was examinednext : 
be swore that be saw a candlestick, whiMi 
was produced, about tike time luentioned by 
Mrs. Verelst, near the housciuaid’d closet, with 
a piece of caudle in it about two inches long, 
but whether it was wrapped in paper or not 
be did not know. In answer to a question, he 
said his room had been washed out that day. 
On hearing this, Mrs. Verelst rose from her 
seat and said, " she hcggeU leave to say that 
she now recollected that two rooms liavl been 
washed on the day of the supposed fire, from 
a remark which Mr^. Merry, her maid, had 
made to her when she was about to enter them, 
•Don't go into them. Madam, as they arc 
damp, and you will take cold,’ and which re- 
iflirk that luuineut came to her recollection.” 

George Littey, the gardener, then swiirc 
that he was alarmed at the cry of " fire”' 
that he cntcreihpche house, ran up stairs, went 
with his master into the room, which was full 
of smoke, aud began to examine the cracks 
of the floor, when he w^s directed to the win- 
dow-seat hy his mistress t who said, ** Look in 
the window- seat j look m the windowseal 
which he «iid, and fuiindllb^ piece of paper 
and skipping-rope partly burnt; there' was no 
fire there then, and those things were cold. 

'rbe kitchen-maid was examined next, and 
in answer to questions put to her, said, tiiat 
when the prisoner went up stairs she was in 
the kitchen, and if she ba^ had a lighted 
candle she must have seen which she did 


not, and that the tinder-box was not out of 
I the kitchen for the day, * 

j The Magistrate directed the iooin to be 
cleared, while he consulted his clerk, lu about 
five minutes the prisoner and her accusers 
were called in, and we were again aiiiiiitted» 
whcM) the worthy and excellent Magistrate, 
addressing the prisoner, said, " I feel great 
pleasure in saying that you arc dischargedy 
and that 1 believe you to he wholly iniioceiit; 
and that when you leave this room, you will do 
so as free from imputation of being guilty of 
the charge this day brought against you, asyott 
would have done had you walked out of it a 
week ago. (.‘ause fur su'ipicion there was, aud 
it is my belief that there was a fire to create 
an alarm, or some worse purpose, and that 
the fire originated with some one residing m 
the housCy hut Uutt person^ I believe, was cer- 
tainly not you ; and I heartily wish that the 
real criminal may yet be discovered and 
punished.” » 

It WAS a market-day at Dunster, and the 
room was filled by the yeomanry and trades- 
people of the town aixf neighbourhood, who 
heartily congraUilated the pour girl (a stranger 
in the neighbourhood, and n native of Bxeter) 
on her escape, and a subscription was in- 
stantly made for her, which did as much 
honour to the subscribers ns did their sym- 
pathy anxiety during the examinatiou. 

The cxpressioiis of feeling during the time 
>f Mrs. Verelst being examined were so strong 
that Mr. Luttrell was obliged to rfAtrairi them, 
and to declare, " that, however unwilling to 
do so, he should order the room to be cleared 
if they were continued.” At one time during 
ler examination, Mrs, Verelst was so annoyed 
by the questions put to her, that she declared 
she would answer im more. Her husbaud 
and Mr. Luttrell, however, told her she must 
do so.

■ept my own thanks for your kindness towards 
hat distinguished individual-^ ith whoah 
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coDfideDce, intimacy, and friendship, I have 
been honoured for nearly twenty years, and in 
whose present and future welfare and happi- 
nesi 1 feel, as it is my duly, the warmest and 
most affectionate interest ; and nothinj^, 1 am 
aure, he me to state, has n^iveu him more 
heartfelt delight /while it was quite unexpect> 
cd),than your friendly reception of him this 
evening— a reception which does honour to this 
society and to the British nation. Gentlemen, 
I know and applsffld those wise rules of this 
•orporatioQ, which exclude all politics f^om 
#iese convivial meetings; but this is a pe> 
euliar example of fortune. 1 trust that upon 
a question of purely foreign politics, and th« 
coDiequences of which must, however, sooner 
or later, and 1 fear 6peedi|y, come home to 
the business and bosom tf every gentleman 
present, ^u will indulge me with your pa- 
tience forVfew observations upon the recem 
revolution inTrance, and the present state ol 
the French capital. Upon that couvuUion, 
which has occasioned the temporary retire* 
menff from his native country of the nobletnaii 
who sits beside me— of a man who, having 
Already in tender years endured the affliction 
of seeing his father and grandfather perish 
upon the same scaffold, martyrs in the cause 
ol loyalty to their King and the laws, is now, 
in bis turn, luidself an exile with the legiti* 
mate inheritors of that ancient monarchy — a 
man. who, 1 will uow venture to assert, and 
giving full credit to the general principles of 
leyalty, patriotism, and talent iu that gallant 
nation, has not, on quittingFraiice, left behind 
him a truer Frenchman, a wiser or more cx^^ 
jpert statesman, a more sincere patr/ut, a better 
friend of rational liberty, or a more enligbt* 
ened and amiable member of society thau 
himself, be he whom he may ; and I speak 
from an intimate knowledge of the French 
^capital for more than twenty years, up to 
within a very few weeks since, when I last 
visited France. Baron Dudon has a right 
to the title of a true Frenchman, and a patriot; 
hts property was'coufiscaled by the Republic, 
and he served in the^rauks of the republican 
armies, and rose* by his courage, merit, and 
genius, to the post of liitendant- General, or 
Viceroy, of the northern kingdoms of Spain, 
during the campaigns of the British armies in 
the Peninsula. ’Until Napoleon abdicated, he 
was faithful to him, as he has since proved 
himself to the restored dynasty, to whose 
Cabinet he was called in tlic moment of dan- 
ger : and Uiat after the promulgation of the 
fatal Ordinances. He was therefore no party 
their promulgation, but he saw and felt 
the approaching necessity of a more vigorous 
system of internal policy. The temporary 
restriction on the press would, if executed, 
have spared many evils ; that wise (only be- 
cause .necessary) precaution was rendered 
abortive by the errors iu its execution.

I Pitt), has shown, aud established as an axiom^ 
j that it is the first duty and the chief virtud of 
a Minister to preserve the State at the risk of 
his own 'responsibility for a violation of es- 
tablished laws. Gentleineu,— it is in vain to 
disguise the fact — the French people were 
impatient of their long repose ; and i am far 
from treating as criminal (except in a politi- 
cal sense) that noble aspiration of military 
glory which warms heart of every French- 
man, but which hS proved so f>ernicious' to 
their own permanent interests, and so fatal to 
the existence of so many neighbouring States. 
It may be said, the present traiiqiiillity'' of 
France refutes the assertion of the necessity 
for the Ordinances. This is an error. The 
Resent Sovereign and Ministry were not the 
chiefs of that party which hurled the ex^ed fa- 
mily from thethronc,on the contrary, they seem 
to have been placed in readiness by a s|>ecial 
providence to arrest fur a moment the danger- 
ous career of the republican movers, and the 
criterion of the real necessity for extraordinary 
owers to the governioent of Chailes X. will • 
e the permanence of that King and th^ mi- 
nistry. They have ragRiBly escaped from the 
attacks of an oppof^fm so formidable, that, 
but for the interference of one distinguished 
character, the Orleans dynasty would have ere 
now ceased to reign# 1 do not contemplate 
the possibility of their protracted resistance 
to the national passion for military glory. In 
the mean time, what evils have already re- 
sulted from the ilbcomprehendcd cry of li- 
berty over distracted Rurope ? Consider the 
state of Belgium, of Poland, of Switzerland, of 
Hanover, of Ireland. Gehllemen, civil liber- 
ty, like ardent spirits, becomes a blessing or 
a curse, according to the capacity of tlie pos- 
sessor, and the ni'‘asurc of the dose. Taken 
in moderation, it enlivens ayd invigorates 
beyond that exact proportion, it intoxicates, 
maddens, and destroys. Time alone can re- 
iolvc the questioir, whether the French, under 
Charles X., enjoyed or ^bused the liberty 
best adapted to their permanent interests.

* from the difficulties of its present situ- 
‘ alien. He had seen and heard of 
‘ nothing that had tended to change 

* his opinion on this point. He wa^ 
‘ likewise bound to state before he sdij 

down, that the Meeting had been 
“ unanimously ^of opinion, tlu|J it was 
“ impolitic in the highest degree to add 
to the present military force of the 
“ country ; *and that the alteration of 
the Corn Laws and the reduction of 
** the expenditure would have been 
much more effective in checking the 
“ l^iscontent of the people.” # 

Shortly after Mr. Hums came Sir 
Robert Wilson, upon the ballot. He 
lias been answered all over the country 
4n all manner of ways; but, not by 
doctrinuireSj Wilson ^ not by a class j 


who have a passion for newfangled 
things, but by the middle classes of 
men, by trades- people of all descrip* 
tions, who ftiel now that they have been 
ruined, because they could not give 
Jionest votes without danger of ruin for 
honest voting, and who wish for the 
ballot in order that they may not be 
compelled to vote for Allows who eat 
taxes. Do you know how many officers 
of the army we have now in pay, 
Wilson? Why 16,000 (sixteen thou^ 
sand). Sixteen thousand officers, mind; 
OFFICERS. Not meh, but OFFICERS! 
What, would there be sixteen thousand 
officers, if there were voting b^ Sallot > 
No ! not sixteen hours after the assem- 
bling of a house so elected. This is 
your monarchy,’' Wilson; and a 
goodly monareny it is— for you. You 
have felt it, and, God knows, the people 
have too ! To be sure you wish to live 
under such a monarchy; who can doubt 
you ! 

Sir R. WiisoN Qg^recd with the petition as 
far as reforru and economy was concerned^ 
but he disag;reed with the petition on the 
subject of ballot. He had before referred Ua 
A merica, and some other states where the 
ballot was iu existence, and had shown that 
it had nut answered expectations there. He 
had since received a letter from a person 
of the highest respectability, who had been 
iiiforiiicd by a merchant of America, “ That 
America had experienced the g;reate5t evils 
from the election by ballot ; there was a ge- 
neral impression in that country that it would 
be found necessary to abolish it altogether^ 
and he expected that a measure wuuld soou 
be proposed to effect it." In Virginia, lately, 
where a convention had met to consider what 
changes it was necessary to make in the ex- 
isting institutions, including the legislature, 
it was proposed to adopt the ballot, but that 
proposition was completely rejected. It was 
requisite that the reprcswitative should Enow 
the opinions of those who delegated their 
power to him, he should know all their 
opinions, and he could nut do this if they 
voted by ballot. He should know the feelings 
of the different parties among the electors. 
He further ol^ccted to the ballot that it did 
not necessarily preserve secresy. He knefr 
that the question was gaining in favour with 
the people, owing to the example of France;, 
but it ought to be recollected, that in France 
there were only 80,000 voters, and In France 
it was of -great use in protecting the voters 
against dthe power of the government. But, 
as the ballot existed in France, would mem- 
bers wish to have it here ? Would the hOn. 
Member for Middlesex have the House of 
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Commons vote by ballot, as the Chamber of 
J>e)iutie8 voted ? Would the hoii. Member 
be contented that his vote should be unkapwa? 
Would he like to hare to suy, ** Oh I i ensure 
you. 1 voted for, that question ; instead of 
seeing' his name in those printed lists that 
were now circulated? It was not a system 
which could be applied to that House, and 
was therefore plainly imperfect. It was a 
new* Tangled passion of a certain class of tfoc- 
trinaireSf who imagined that they had found 
out, in the ninetedhth century, a remedy for 
all abuses. If it were introduced into that 
House, It would overthrow the monarchy, and 
to such a proceeding he would be no party. 
He was horn under a monarchy, and so he 
wished the country to remain, and he should 
always oppose the introduction of the ballot. 

Mr. 1>. W. Harvev declared, that when he 
was convinced that the feelings of the great 
body of the people were as much in favour of 
ballot^ as they were in favour of reform^ 
he, for one, should never oppose it by his 
vote. When it could be shown to him that 
the respectable body he represented were 
friendly to the Ballot, he would yield his in- 
dividual opinion to the general opinion. 

The feelings of the great body of the | 
people seem to be more in favour of iftt \ 
balliit than of reform. In short (and 
it is one of the most awful things that 
we have lately witnessed), the cry fur 
the ballot proceeds more from the middle 
than the labouring classes. It is clear, 
then, that these want to vote for other 
men than they liave been accustomed 
to vote for \ and this desire is produced 
by their finding themselves ruined by 
their present representative. Nothing 
can be clearer than this. So, yield, 
Mr. D. W. Harvey. 

Mk. Cijrteis denied that the tithes were 
felt by tlie agriculturists as a burden ^ and 
maintained ihat if a vntc by ballot, were con- 
ceded, it would involve the country in all the 
horrors of a civil war. He allowed that the 
great majority of people were favourable to 
Parliamentary Reform ; but he llleuied that 
they were favourable to the ballot* 

I am sorry to do any-thing tending 
** to bring either House of rarliament 
“ into contempt,*' becau.se it is contrary 
to law to do so ; but, for the life o* me, 

I can't help laughing now-and-then. 
By-the-by, suppose a^)arcel of men, a 
hundred, for instance, were to go down 
and plant themselves opposite the 
House of Commons; in that s^are, 
(now I forget ihe name of itpnear 
Abingdon Streel ; and suppose they 
were to stand ond do nothing, but 
# 


laugh. Laugh out; not stifle it, but 
laugh out ; move their bodies back* 
ward and forward in the aflicudes of 
laughter ; shake tlieir sides, and iiold 
their foreheads ; would tliis be n^)osi- 
live infringement of sic aefs, or, would 
it be a “ conspiracy to evade ” six acts ? 

I have thought of this a good deal.

try. This union of Belgium, however, 
was necessary to make the thing com- 
plete. Very much mistaken are those 
who imagine that this aggrandisement 
of France is an injury, or can be an in- 
jury, to the EngUsk Jiation. An injury, 
indeed, it may be to the rulers of Hol- 
land, of Hanover, of Prussia, of the 
petty despots of Germany, of Russtu 
and of Austria. T« these rulers it may 
be an injury •, but a benefir to the people 
of every country. An injury to domi- 
neering aristocracy every- where 5 but a 
benelil|||b' the industrious classes of 
every immunity on earth. It is for 
our interest in all respects that Belgium 
should belong to France. I have a 
thousand good reasons for this •, but, 
one is enough, and that is, that it will 
enable the French to establish cheap 
Government^ and will compel us to follow 
llieir example in that respect. All our 
dangers, all our miseries, arise from dear 
Government, 'fherc! is no good reason 
why England should not be governed 
even cheaper than the United States of 
America, and maintain at the same 
time all her just rights and authority in 
tlie world. There is no reason why 
this should not be 3 and to this cheap 
government the example of France, 
and the immense increase of power 
that that cheap government will give 
to France, will, in the end, compel us 
to resort. 

War ! Oh, no ! We shall not go to 
war to prevent the union of Belgium 
with France. The French now know 
(I have taken good care of that) all 
that I know about ike means which 
this Government has of going to war 3 
and they talk on the subject in a man- 
ner which shows that they know it 
well. They do know it well, and they 
leave us out of the question accordingly.

old laws of England and none of the 
new ones j thatj under that mild and 
gentle government, no standing army 
has been required, though it has carried 
on a triumphant war, by sea as well as 
by land against the undivided power of 
this great country itself : when one 
reflects on these things, one is almost 
tempted to believe that the plain names 
of George Washington and of Andrew 
Jackson are worth all the titles, all the 
coronets, all the ribbons, stars and 
garters in the world. 

Leaving the Prince of Waterloo to 
the use of his titles, and to carry the 
Tri-coloureu Flag to Wind&or Castle 
every month, of Jiine^ or, rather, leaving 
bright Peel to discover what he shall 
do with him, let me now, in conclusion 
of this article, observe that we are not 
to talk of war, especially about Belyium, 
and shut our eyes to the circumstance 
that we are not to have such war as 
that without having something to do with 
Jonathan, who, let it be remembered, 
carries a Long Tom in his stern. It 
w^as said of old Bingham of Philadel- 
phia (the father of Messrs. Alexander and 
Henry Baring), who had been a super- 
cargo, or something, on board a privateer, 
during the war of revolution, that he 
used to say, in the heat of the fight, 
“ Never miqd, my lads, while the Long 
Tom remains unshipped/’ It was said 
of him, or some other privateer’s man, 
that being fired at by an English se- 
verity-four, in order to bring him to and 
make him surrender, he returned the 
fire, but overloaded the Long Tom and 
got it unshipped. However he con- 
tinued the* figh^t, and got away ; and 
when he was asked, after he got into 
port, how he could have the auda- 
city to return the fire, he swore that 
if he bad not unshipped his Long Tom 
‘‘ he would havp took her ! ” I dare 
say that Bingham, who was a Yanl^ee, 
(that is, a New Englander,) like 
The rest of his counirymen, as cool as a 
cucumber^ and as brave as a lion ; and 
certain it is, at any rate, .that that cool 
race is now prepared for us •, and that 
if our government were so unwise as to 


[attempt an interference in Belgium and 
France, we should have to fight Jona- 
than as well as the French and Belgians ^ 
and, let it be remembered that I now 
warn the Ministers^ of" this danger. 
When the Wmos were in power before, 
they took up from their predecessors, 
extended, and carried on, a most vigor- 
ous paper ‘blockade,'' That finally 
produced the war of 18P2, followed up 
as it was by Canning and Castle- 
REAGTi, with the aid of their sublime 
negociators, of whom one was the 
younger George Ri»se. The Ameri- 
cans began that war with (to use the 
expression of the flippant and saucy 
Canning) “ six fir frigates wi||i bits of 
striped bunting at their mat|||^ead.’' 
They ended it with a stout fleet, some 
of them seventy-fours, which fleet has 
been augmenting from that day to this; 
such being the natural consequences of 
a people being truly represented in 
their legislative assemblies, and of the 
savings of peace making provision for 
the expenses of war. 

Now, be it known to our ministers 
and to this bothered people, that long- 
sighted Jonathan has taken a wonder- 
ful interest in the recent Revolution in 
France.. Without a moment’s hesita- 
tion, his Ambassador at Paris acknow- 
ledged the new order of things. Jn the 
United States, joy at that event has 
been ex[>ressed in all sorts of ways. In 
the last Register, I inserted an account 
of the rejoicings at New York, to which 
1 beg leave to refer my readers, if by 
chance they have overlooked it. Jona- 
than is even a cooler fellow than his 
ancestors. Show, for show’s sake, is al- 
together contrary to his taste. There 
WHS not, be you well assured, a proces- 
sion ‘‘ fArcc miles long," with all the 
display of the tri- coloured flag entwined 
wi£h that of America, and will all the 
other demonstriitiotis of joy and ap- 
plause, without something more than 
mere enthusiasm being at the bottom ! 
Jonathan never moves and never speaks 
without first duly thinking of the con- 
sequences. He did not make all that 
parade with La Fayette, and heap 
upon the old general such marks of his 
gratitude (all AWfiicb, however, he 
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merited), without having an eye to the 
future. He knew what effect those 
marks of his gratitude would have upon 
n nation .so enthusiastic as the French. 
There is nothing false in this conduct 
of the Americans : it is wisdom. 
They see their own safety ; the preser- 
vation of their own precious liberties 
and happiness, likely to be secured by 
the extension of their principles ; and 
they act with justice and humanity, 
well as with wisdom, in endeavouring 
to extend those principles. 

The aid of the ^Americins, in case 
of war v/ith England, is relied on 
in France ; and it may be safely re- 
lied on 5 because it is utterly impos- 
sible fotius to carry on an efficient war 
against France for a month, without 
one of two things ; abandoning our 
right of search, the exercise of which, 
in all its plenitude, is absolutely neces- 
sary to the efficiency of our arms, or, 
without lighting the Americans for the 
maintenance of tliat rights and, in this 
case, whence are to eonie the resources 
for the carrying on of such a war ? In 
all [larts of the world wc wsliould be in- 
stantly assailed ; a hundred millions a 
year of the present money would not 
l)rovide for the expenses of such a war 
No : our wise way is, to make an effi- 
cient reform of the P.irliaincnt ; then 
to reduce the expenses of every descrip- 
tion ‘j then to prepare for efficient war 
without hastily or uiijufitly provoking it j 
and the best preparation of all would 
be, causing the working people to have 
a belly-full of bread and meat instead 
of the all-accursed jiotatoes 3 then we 
should be safe at home • and then 
tl\at Englishman who would surrender 
the right of searcli, or any particle of 
our ancient pretensions to the dominion j 
of the seas, ought to be stripped, not | 
only of his shirt but of his skin. We| 
might then let the French go where j 
they pleased upon land, except upon; 
the land of England and Ireland. The' 
Americans might be told, ** Thus far 
shall you go and no farther ! ” But 
while wc are in our present miserable 
state of debt, discontent, and half 
revolution, we must speak to foreign 
powers in a tone of timid anxiety, and 


must go on gradually sinking into a 
state of humility and insignificance, 
until of this proud, and justly proud, 
England, there will be left nothing hut 
the namc j and that, apparently, solely 
for the purpose of reminding us of the 
glory of our fathers and our own de- 
generacy.

I RBAO in the J/ontifty Chronicle, of 
to-day, that you made rather free with 
my name last night in tiie big House, 
which, if I treat with contempt, there is 
a law to put me to what 1 deem more 
than half death. Yon arc, in the Morn- 
ing Chronicle, reported to have said, 
‘ The reason why he (Mr. Bcnett) ac- 
‘ cused Mr. Cobbeit of being at the 
‘ bottom of the commotions was, be- 
‘ cansc on one occasion when he (Mr.

‘ speeches and to Mr. Cobbett’s 
‘ writings.” 

Now, Benett, in the first place, I do 
not know that you uttered these words; 
and, therefore, I comment oi^>them as a 
parcel of words that 1 fi^id put forth in 
the newspapers. In the next place, 1 
do not j)retpnd to know what effect the 
speeches of your brother Member may 
have had upon the people, but I know 
that my writings could have had none, 
unless each man paid every week 
for the* Register nearly as much as 
the weekly allowance to him for food 
and clothing, according to your own 
evidence, given before a Committee of 
the House of Commons, in jhti year 
1813.

abusers on this side of hell, or in hell 
itself, shall never tlrive me.

LETTER FROM MR. W. GOBBET F, 
AT PARIS. 

To the Editor of the Reghter. 

PaMi, IJ/ZV*., 1831. 

The news from all (juartcrs received 
here is of the most perplexing descrip- 
tion. That of tlic resignation of the 
dictator in Poland, of the finding of the 
bill against Mr. O’Connell and the pelt- 
ing of the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland, 
and of the contested election between 
the Duke de Nemours and the Duke de 
Leuchtenberg for the kingdom of Bel- 
gium, arrived altogether, on Sunday; 
and it puzzles all the learning and civi- 
lization of Paris to divine what is to he 
the course of events. Some of the 
' rumours which are alloat to-day, arc re- 
specting the destination of the vesse's of 
war fitted ont recently from Portsmouth ; 
and, conjointly with the intelligence, 
which some believe, of the final election 
of the Duke de Nemours, it is supposed 
that there v:ill be war between France 
and England. At the same time, peo- 
ple are prone to believe that the Ameri- 
cans are eager to abet France in such a 
tear. The same persons believe that 
General Lafayette is probably engaging 
himself with tfeis object. This is the 
chat of the common people, and I men- 
tion it to show that they are thinking of 
activity, ;muI that their minds are pro- 
bably going before that of the govern- 
ment. They cannot see why their 
kingdom should not be extended, and 

Louis-Philippe might not be Em- 
peror of the French and King of the 
Belgians, as Napoleon was of Italy. 
They are totally incapable of under- 
standing tlie arguments of prudence 
which abe come into vogue; aye, and 


that so much more influence now even 
than with the other Bourbons. 

In their comments on the late debate 
(of Thursday and Friday) in the Chamber 
of Deputies, the Qnotidienne, and the 
other journals which are devoted to 
the Duke de Bordeaux, openly say, that 
if Charles X. had remained, he would 
have set at nought the treaties of lb 14 
and 1815, in the case which has hap- 
pened with regard to Poland ; and that, 
whatever may be said on the score of 
liberalism, the Bourbons cannot be ac- 
cused of so base an aibandonnient of the 
glory, honour, and the prosperity which 
is linked to tliem, of France, as this 
government of libetals. They observe 
that, notwithstanding the cliarges of 
subjection to the English ministry, the 
government which was so charged 
made the brilliant conquest of Algiers 
in deliance of that ministry ; and that 
duringdifferent ministries, the Bourbons 
conquered Spain in spite of the English, 
who by French prowess were reduced 
to prayers as the only means of oppos- 
ing it. So much for a hint as to the 
tone the royalists take, and I think any 
one must allow they have the best of tW 
argument upon this question brougm 
on by Poland ami also by Belgium. 
They even exceed in boldness the op- 
position in tlio Chamber, who, somehow 
or oilier, seem to rest much upon the 
faith and spirit of treaties, which they 
say are in favour of tlie independence of 
Poland : they have not the courage to 
open their eyes to the change in the 
situation of mankind produced by 
revolutions ; and it is unwelcome to the 
people for M. Laf»yette to cite the 
policy or opinions of that tyrant, Fre- 
derick the Great, as his argument for 
supporting the Poles against the Rus- 
sians. The people view the matter 
wholly independent of treaties, in which 
they never took part, and which were 
never made but to keep them down, as 
the first object, and as forming the 
whole basis of treating. Now, since 
the Kevolution^ a nalion .4. in 

existence from that which treated. You, 
Sir, always maintainetl that even tlie 
government of legititnacy had French 
blood in their veins, and that they felt 
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the oppressors, despoilers and degraders 
of France, to be their natural enemies, 
and that in that character they woiild 
persevere against England ; an<l that 
which is now urged by the royalists is 
perfectly in unison with all your argu* 
ments on this point, at the time when 
this nation bei^an to lift its head under 
the Bourbons, In 1822. M. de Chateau* 
briand, who was the vigorous Minister 
of Foreign Affairs then, still adheres to 
the Bourbons, and appears to be now 
occupied in the tutorship of the Duke 
de Bordeaux ; a thing which shows, 1 
think, something of the spirit in which 
that family sustain their hopes. 

As to laughing at the possibility of 
the Duke de Bordeaux ever coming to 
the throne, it would be exceedingly 
thoughtless ; and to affect to do it would 
argue, in a Frenchman, a carelessness 
upon the subject. Nothing would have 
been more absurd, three months ago; 
but that spirit which eitlier dies, or 
becomes so scattered, in the peo[)le, as 
to be of no avail, cannot make head 
against the persevering and unanimous 
ir^veteracy of the royalists. If one were 

enumerate the acts of the Chambers 
and of the government, it would not he 
surprising if the spirit of the people be 
totally dumped, as for the enthusiasm 
whicli was so general soon after tha 
Revolution. 

One great change has certainly been 
made for the better, on the score of 
religion^ or rather of priest-craft ; and 
it is a very remarkable thing, that a* 
society of Catholic priests is established, 
who perform the mass in French, and 
who are totally unpaid, excejit by volun- 
tary contributions. This society fur- 
nishes priests to any commune which 
chooses to apply to it, and many com- 
munes, dissatished with the political 
antipathies of their priests, have so 
done. They avoid politics, except that^ 
they really juid sincerely join ihe people! 
in this respect. The first mass was 
performed the Sunday before last, in 
Paris, and, the house (a private one) was 
crowded, and even the street was 
crowded. On the other band, the 
churches may be said to be empty.'| 
Notwithstanding the dilapidation of 


cathedrals and churches during the first 
revolution, and the increase of popultt* 
tion since, there U now a greet profu* 
sion of space in the churches* In short, 
the revolutions have. I think, been 
<^mplete in this respect, at any rate, of 
freeing the people from the domination 
of priests and hypocrites. These are 
treated with the most ineffable contempt; 
but it docs not follow that it is from 
either atheism or deism, but from a pure 
and simple detestation of priestcraft. 
It is observed that, since the Revolution, 
there has not been any murder of that 
atrocious and unaccountable kind so 
frequently heard of during the reign of 
the Bourbons, and all which have in* 
contestably been ascribed, in some way 
or other, to the priests or to the efiects 
of their operations. Viewed in con- 
nection with the priests, the Bourbons 
are completely detested, and Louis- 
Philippe, who, I believe, never goes to 
Church, is very much admired.

TtiF. identity of the child now with the Prin- 
cess, its pureuta^c, the place and the date of 
its hirtli, tiie time and the ciicunistaiices of 
its beiui; first taken under her royal hio’hne‘>s’s 
protei-tion, are all established by such a con- 
currence both of positive and circumstantial 
evidence, as can, in our judgment, leave no 
question on tins part of the sqjiject.

1 he testi- 
nioiiies ffu these, two points are contained iii 
ihi^anoexcd depositions and letters. \V^e have 
not partially oirstracied them in this repiwt, 
lest by any umutentional omission we might 
weaken their effect ; but we humbly offer to 
your Majesty this our clear and unanimous 
judgment upon tliem, formed on lull delibera- 
tiob, and pfonouiiced without hesitation on 
the result of the whole inquiry. 


AVe do not, however, feel ourselves at 
Ubefty, much as wc should wish it, to eloee 
our report here. Resides the allegatioDs of 
tlie pregnancy and delivery of the priucess, 
those declarations, on the whole of which 
your Majesty has been pleased to command 
UR to inquire and report, contain, as we have 
already remarked, other particulars re9|>ecting 
the conduct of her Roysd Highness, such as 
must, especially considering her exalted rank 
and station, necessarily give occasion to very 
unfavourable iuterpretatiuus. 

From the various depositions and proofs 
annexed to this report, particularly from the 
examinations of Robert Bidgood, William 
Cole, Frances Lloyd, and Mrs. Lisle, your 
Majesty will perceive th^ several strong cir- 
cumstances of this description have been 
positively sworn to by witoe5.ses, #ho cannot, 
in our judgment, lie suspected of any unfavour- 
able bias, and whose veracity in tRis respect 
w'e have seen no ground to question. 

On the precise bearing and effect of the 
fifcts thus appe><'iug, it is not for us to decide ; 
tlKjlse we submit to your Majesty's wisdom : 
but %ve conceive it to be our duty to report on 
this part of the inquiry as distinctly as on the 
former facts, that, as on the one hand the 
farts of pregnancy and delivery are to our 
minds sati-factorilv disproved, so on the other 
hand, we think Aat the circumstances 
which we now refer, particulaily those stated 
to have ]unised between her Royal Highness 
and (’apiain Manby, must be credited until 
they shall receive some decisive contrudictioit;

We cannot close this report without humbly 
assuring your Majesty, that it was on every 
account our anxious wish to have executed 
his delicate trust with as little puiilicity as 
he nature of the case would possibly allow;

fi.'). The Princess, in her answer to the re* 
port of the four lords, distinctly dcclareii that 
the report, rin.l the whole of the proceeding 
against her, were the fruit of «i “ foul con- 
spiracy and though there he in the docu- 
ment'. no jwoof of any subori ation of the 
Douglases, it is, at any rate, certain, that 
their information against the Princes* was 
not made known to tlie King until, as appears 
by the waukant, (paragraph 60,) the month 
of May, 1806; that is to say, until about « 
hundred days 'after the IVhr^s, the Princes 
friends, got into power * For four years, while 
Addington and Pitt were uiini&ters, tbe^hild

having been mode jin hi.s presence : .and the 
“ true copy ** was attestou by Bloomvieli>* 
The narrative sets out with .stating that the 
,.arrator has been ordered by the Prince of 
PVaies** lo give the narrative ; but the precise 
ime of the first comuiuuicatioa fo him does. 
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not appear. It nas, however, before the^rd 
of December ^ 1^05. Well, tbcu, here was all 
the story aboiit the pregnancy and the de- 
livery; here were the loyal Doii^VASes at last 
perforiiiiog the duty which for four long’V^ars 
they had neglected in so unaccouiitahic a 
maiJDCr ; here the husband had all the story { 
about his wile and the child, regularly written i 
down and attested ; and yet from this time to 
the month of May, and late in that month too, 
tlu^re arc no traces of his having tommuni- 
caied the matter to the King. In fact, it is 
clear that he did not make any such com- 
munication. For as the warrant (paragraph 
06} proves, the King never heard of the matter 
until the 2*Jth of May, 1806 ; that is to say, 
until sije months., all hut a few dayt», after the 
Prince had the attested <iedarations in his 
bands ! Very surprising, at the least ! 

(JG. When the cuminuuicatioii was at last 
made to the King, it consi>>te<i of abstracts of 
the deciaiatiojis of the Doutilases. VVliy, theu, 
were tlie!»e not laid heibre the King sooner ? 
If they were worthy of serious attention in 
May, why not in the previous December f 
Oh ! there was the Chancellor, Thomas Lord 
JSrshine, NOW to lay them before tlic King! 
Put, was there not the Chancellor John fjtird 
jEldon, to lay them before the King in De- 
cember.^ The Prince’s friends came into 
jiower tn February; and they, it appears, 
boon discovered the necessity of making this 
liiattj^r known to the King, though there does 
not, from tlie documents, apjicar to have been 
any ground of accusation against the Princess, 
which did not exist, and which had not been 
amply detailed, on the 3rd of the previous 
month of December. 

§r. The Princess, conscious of her inno- 
cence, and indignant ac the ** foul conspiracy'' 
against her, would, if she had been left to 
herself, or had had only some female friend 
of plain sense, able to write KiiglUh, have 
blown the conspirators into the air in a 
short time; but, unhappily for her, and un- 
bappily for the nation also, the faction out of 
place got her into their hands ; and, as we are 
now about to see, socriliccd her to their own 
purposes of power and einolumeut. The war- 
rant was issuetl, the commission held, and the 
report made, without her being at all informed 
of tlie matter^. It was an exparie affair alto- 
gether; the first intimation that she received 
of the matter was in the report (par. 66), 
which was sent to her by the Lord Chancellor. 
On the 17th of August, she wrote to the King 
a comments y on this report, and praying for 
documents and further information. At last, 
oil the 8lb December, she sent to the King 
her grand statement of complaints against her 
persecutors. All this time she had not been 
m^eived at Court. But, on the 2dth of Jan- 
uary, she received, through the Lord Chan- 
cellor, a ^nessaffe from the King, saying that 
he did nut think it necessary for turn ** longer 
io decline receiving her into bis presence;” 
but, at the same time, giving her a gentle re- 
primund oil the score of levity of ' conduct. 


The Princess instantly answered, that she 
should attend the King with great joy ; and 
the King, iu r('ply, t<dd hel^ that, at some 
days\iistauce, he would rather receive bet in 
London than at fVmdsor, I'he Queen and 
family were at Windsor ! Before, however, 
the interview was to take place in London, he 
wrote to her to say, that it must be again r/c- 
f erred: for, “ tiiat the Prince of Wales, upon 
“ receiving the several documents, which the 
** King directed his cabinet to transmit to him, 
made a formal coinniutdcmion to him, of 
his intention to put them into the hands of 
“ his lawyers ; accompanied by a request, 
** that his Majcstv would suspend any farther 
steps in the business, until tbe Prince of 
** Wales should be euabhid to submit to him 
“ the stateniLMit which he proposed to make. 
“ The King, therefore, considers it incuiu- 
“ bent upon him to defer naming a day to tlie 
“ Princess of Wales, until the fuHher result 
of the Princess intention shall have been. 
“ jnade bnown to him."* 

68. This intimation, which was dated 10th 
February, 180/, ./is enough to inflainc any 
one, ami particularly a spirited woman; and 
now fihe threatened to do that which she ought

that the foes of the Catholics had, at dilFereot 
times, plave<l otf nhout the consctrrUiotn 
M'niplrs of tlie Kiwr., the Kin:; had now ex- 
plicitly and cheerfully given his ennsent to the 
hrini* iiig in of this hill. Wliat, therefore, was 
the AW/-p/' 0 ' 6 * of overy-body, when on the 13th 
of IMarch (mark the r/oilr.v) , it be^nii to he 
rumoured tlironj;h the newspapers, that the 
Kiiij; had ehanqtd his mind about .the Ca- 
uioLif Him.; that his scruples if oonseunte 
hud returned upon him. ^This caused Ureud- 
fiil alarm in flic ial)eriiacle'i of tlie Whi};b,the 
understrappers of which faction, who hud 
hi’arccly as yet touched the second lialf-yo.nN 
salary, ran about in a fn^’lit as oi>eat a> that 
of people who feel an earthquake under their 
feet. To make a yoiui§ man of sound mind 
in sound body resolve never lo he a state-cle* 
]>endeiit, to ljed»'e or ditch or fill dun{;-cart, 
ratln;r than depend on a iroverument for food 
ami raiment, iliere iiecdeil nothin!; but the 
harp si^lic of these wretched people at that 
time. 

73. Tiieir fears were but too well founded, 
lhouj;li the chiefs of the taction did every- 
thin!; in iheir f‘ovver to preserve their places. 
'I'liey not only o^erisd to wiihdrnir the Catholic 
but actiiallij withdreu' it, and that, too, 
by the hands of that same L ml Howick (now 
lOarl (Jrey) who had l)rou;;lit it in amidst Me 
plaudits of ih.u ame House ^ who now, on the 
J8th of March, without a single word, sufiered 
that very bill to be ivUhdrawn ! But, the di>c- 
trine that the. Whigs now openly avowed, and 
which Wtt}' shall presently have to notice, t v- 
hibflod the nature of this* “ beuutful cchistitu^ 
tion*' in its true light. They withdrew the 
bill ; hut the Catholics, to whom they stood 
solemnly plcd:;ed, were comiug with a petition 
for the bill that had been thus withdrawn. 
The Ministers (haviii|; no thought of quitting 
their places}, therefore, in the hope of pacify- 


ing the Catholics, and of preserving some 
little matter of character for political consis- 
tency and honesty, entered, in the Omncil- 
Hook^K minute in these words : *' That they 
“ truvied that his Majesty would see the iii- 
'*' dispensable necessity of their expressing, on 
“ withdrawing the bill, tlie strong persuasion 
“ they felt of the benefits which would result 
“ Ironi a dilTereiit course of policy to the Ca- 
“ tholics of Ireland ; and they further stated, 
“ that it was imlispeusable to their characters, 
“ that they .‘should openly avow these seuti- 
“ meiits, not only on tlie present occasion, 
“ but in the e\eut of the Catholic petition 
** coming forward • ami they further insisted, 

that the present deference to his Majesty 
“ might not be Understood as restraining 
“ them from submitting for his JMajesiys de- 
“ cisian, from time to time, such measures a* 
** ciiviiuistances might require respecting the 

state of Ireland.” 

76. The King, or rather Percevaf, *eemi to 
have had im» idea of the possibility of the Whig 
Ministry remaining in <illiee alter they hail 
been told that the King disapproved of the 
hill ; lic mu'»t, indeed, have regarded it as 
impobsihlc that any men on earth could he so 
base as to withdraw, for the sake of retamiog 
their places, a measure which they had re- 
peatedly reproseiiteil as ” absolutely nrce'isary 
to the trantfnilUtyund sii fehj of the kingdom.'* 
Ala*.! well a^ ht* knew them, he greatly under- 
rated the extent of their political meanness 
and servility. He was, therefoiT, asiouishcd 
when he found them still clinging to their 
places oil the miserable shuffle contained in 
thii mtiiu/e of council t and, therefore, lo 
make short work with them, to choke them 
otf as it were, tlie King was advised, not only 
lo express his disapprobation of this iniimte of 
council, but to require of the Ministers that 
xXn:y 'ihouUXwUhdraiv Utoo\ and, further, that 
they should sign a ileclardtioii of a directly 
opposite nature, pledging themselves never to 
bring forward again tlie measure they had 
abandoned ; imy more, never to propose, even 
to the King himself, any 'thing connected with, 
tht Catholic Cjuc^tton. 

77. If this had failed, the king must have set 
fire to Whitehall ami Dowoiug-slrcet. It suc- 
ceeded, however, not because the VVhigs would 
not have Signed even this declaration, if they 
could have hoped that they could thereby have 
retained their places ; but they saw in this 
paper not the h iiid and the mind of the poor 
old king, but of somebody else, and they could 
5 »ee that that somebody, or those somebodies, 
who were indeed Perceval and his party, had 
got the power of tuiming them out; and that, 
therefore, even the signing of this declaratioh, 
degrading as it would have beeo» w>uld not 
save them. Having refused to set their hands 
and seals to such a glaring proof of their b^»e« 
ness, they were turned out^ and were of course 
succeeded liy Perceval, Kldon, and the rest of 
that set who, under Pitt, had so long ruled 
tb4s deluded nation. 

fS. The defence of themselves, on the part 
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of ibc ITlngB, and the subseijnent conduct ami 
Doauaffenaerit of the parliament, exhibit, in 
their full blaze, all the beauties of this beauti- 
ful and *^venerab{e institution.**" The histtiry 
of the wUhdratoing of the (.‘aihotic bitt now 
came ont: and a history more disj^raceful, 
never stained the character of any ifovernmeut 
ou earth. The public cried aloud for an ex^ 
planatwnotxXnn matter. It was at once under- 
stood by every '■body that the iniiiisters had 
been turned out on adunt of the Catholic htll, 
and a cry vas raised that they had attempted 
to force the king to break his coronation oalu 
by making concessions to the Catholics ! O how 
this nation was the sport of hypocrisy on this 
occasion ! The Whi^s, in order to parry this 
deadly cry, said that^hat they l^ad done had 
been with the kiiig*s consent i that so far from 
their having, in this ca»e, attempted to force 
him to act against hi^ conscfeticr^ they had 
consulted 'him before they brought iu the bill, 
and not only consulted him, but bad explai7ied 
all the details of tiie measure to him, and had, 
after this, brought iu the hill with his cordial 
approbation, 

79. No'douht of the truth of this; but then 
the withdrawing of the bill, which was a fact 
then fresh in every fhimi, became, in the eyes 
of every man of sense, an act of indelible dis- j 
grace, involving a principle utterly subversive 
of every idea ol any- thing like representaUve 
govcintncnt. Lord HouiCK, who was now. 
Fox having died m the autumn of IKOfi, he 
come secretary of state for foreign affairs, had 
to perform the task of giving, in the lJoii>c of 
Commons, the explanation of this matter, 
which, on the 2fitb of March, 1807, he did, in 
these strange and memorable words . It has 
been stated,'’ said he, “ by some persons 

* who have animadverted upon tliis transac- 

* tion, that niinisrers were not warranted iu 
‘ bringing forwani a public measure without 

* previously olitainiiig the consent of his mn- 
‘ jesty. But this extravagant pioposition 

* scarcely deserves serious notice. According 
to any rational view of the subject, the duty 
of a magistrate appears to he two- fold. He 
may act in a double capacity upon different 
occasions; n.aniely, as a minister, niid as nii 
individual member of parliament. There 
was no minister who had not acted iwi «jcca- 
sionally. If, indeed, it were culpable to 
pursue the course some extravagant writers 
now maintain, Mr. Pitt's conduct ufxm the 
slave trade and parliamentary reform would 
have been highly censurable; for that i 
anguished statesman^ in both these in- { 
stances, brought forward the propositions as 
an individual member of parliament. The 
constitutional distinction which, in concur- 
reuce with iny cui leagues, I take between 
the duty of a minister in the one case and 
the other, is this ; that when a minister ! 
brings ^forward auy motion rt.5 a measure of 
governm^t which has undergone any dis- , 
cussion in the cabinet, he violates his duty 
unless such measure shall have received 
the sanction of that authority, I should, of 
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** course, feel myself very culpable, if I 
“ attempted to bring forward auy measures 
** iu parliament as a ininUterial measure toi- 
[“ less I had previously submitted ih^t measure 
1“ to the ewisideratvm of the kingt und ob^ 
‘ “ tained his majesty* s consent to its adoption, 
" It was therefore that 1 laid before his ma- 
“ jesty all the particulars with regard to the 
“ measure respecting the Catholics, and waited 
“ to obtain his majesty’s approbation before 
I attempted t<» submit the consideration of 
“ that measure to this house.” Here we have 
the modern creed of the Whig piditicians. 
What does the Kuglisb constitution, or the 
taw of parliament, know o| any two-fold capa- 
city of the members of the House of Com- 
mons ? According to that con^^titutiou, those 
members arc the guardians of the property 
and the libcptics of the ix'ople; and they are 
nothing else. But now we learn ; now, for the 
very first time sim e the parliament of Kng- 
land began to exist, the llonse of Commons 
are flatly ami plainly told, that there i« aim- 
tiior bodv, namely, the ('abinet ('uuncil, who 
discuss bills, hnd resolve n|>on adopting tbeiii, 
before they are presented to that house, before 
leave be giveu lo bring them iu ! One of their 
own tnember-> rises in his place, and jilainly 
tells them, that he has recently brought iu a 
hill hecansc the king wished liini to do it, and 
that he has since withdrawn that hill because 
tlie king chunged his mind, and for no other 
reason whatever, tliougli he was, at tlie same 
time, firmly convinced, tliat the passing of 
the hill WHS necessary to trancpiillize and con- 
ciliate a fiMirth part of the people of tlie king- 
dom ! Nay, he docs not stop here ; but goes on 
to .say, that unless he had uhlauicd the king's 
approlnitiorj for bringing in the bill, he should 
have regarded it as an act his^hly culpable lo 
have brought it in ! We might, perhaps, have 
presumed before, that such rea ly was the 
cai<c ; but now it is openly avowed, that bills, 
before IcAve be moved ior lo bring tbem iii» 
are dincu.ssed and resolved upon in the cabinet ; 
that is to say, amongst men who are the kii^^’s 
servants during pleasure, and that they re- 
ceive the sanction of their master before they 
arc proposed to the parliament. What pretty 
stuff have Blackstone and Palcy and that, fo- 
reign sycophant De Loiine been writing about 
the cliecks and balances in tlfat wonderful 
product of human wisdom Allied the Euglisli 
constitution ! As to the distinction between 
bills brought forward as measures of the 
cabinet, and hills originating with persons as 
individual members of Varlinment, what does 
the coiistitutiiin know of such distinction ^ 
I>o<!S any writer upon our constitution make 
such a distinction? ?>>es Blackstone, who 
has given us a commentary upon tlie whole of 
our laws talk of any such distinction ? Has 
he once named such a thing as a cabinet T 
Can the parliament recognise the existcuoe of 
any.suph council, or bod\ of men ? Is not such 
a body utterly uukiiowu to our laws ? Besides^ 
let us ask a little, what bills there •re of any 
consequence, which aic tiot measures of the 
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cabinet, if we admit of this Uistinctuin ? All 
hills reiatinil^ to the army ; all hills relatinj^ 
to the navy ; all hills relatin*; to the church ; 
all hills relating to the colonies; all bills re- 
lating- to foreip) corinexiorisand subsidies; all 
bills relating to Joans and taxes, not only in the 
prinripaif hut also in the amount; in short, no 
one will pretend to deny, that every bill in 
which the people are generally interested, 
musty accoi^iiig to this distiuetiun, be re- 
garded as a measure of the cabinet , and there - 
fore, if to all such bills the king's consent, 
previously obtained, be an indispensable re- 
quisite, we may call upon Jllackstorie and 
Palcy to come forth from the grave, vindicate 
their writings, and tell, if they can, of what 
use is a House of Commons, except that of 
amusing the unthinking mass of the people 
with the idea that tiiey are represented, and 
that the laws by which they are taxed and 
Imund are made with their own consent. 
Yes, Mr. lUackstone, yon, who through four 
mortal volumes, which, piled upon one ano- 
ther, might supply the place of n stool, have 
rung the changes upon tiie blessings arising 
from tiic checks and halaiices of the h'liglish 
constiiution, do rise and tell us where, if 
Lord Howick’s doctrine he sound, or if the 
parliament be content to act upon it, or rather 
to he passive under it, we are to look for those 
inestimable checks and balances. It is the 
peculiar business of the House of Commons 
to frumc and to pass bills for the raising of 
money upon the people; and when they pass 
any bill for the placing of the public money 
at the disposal of the crown, it is called a 
fj^ranl. Now, as all these bills, without *otic 
cxcefitioii, arc what Lord Howick terms, 
measures (f the cabinet, what a farce, if this 
doctrine were sound, would this work 
be ! According to this doctrine, it is resolved 
ill the cabinet to bung in a bill for granting 
the king money ; the king has the hill sub- ' 
mitted to him, and directs it to be brought in ; ; 
the Hfcretary to the treasury brings it in ; it is | 
nt^seU without a division ; and this, this. Lord 
Howick would tell us, is the true ** priu'iice of 
the constitutioii in this free country," where, 
as Blackstone says, the people, by their re- 
presentatives, tax themselves J 

80. Here was, then, a grand blow given to 
tin: ** venerable constitution,** But it was 
speedily followeiL by another, coming from 
the same cause. We have seen that the Whig 
iiiinisiry dissolved the parliament when it was 
four years old, and WO arc now going to see 
this parliament dissolved when only four 
months old I The new ministry had nomi- 
nally at its head the late Duke of Portlatid; 
but PE«cr.vAL, who was ehancdlor of the 
^exchequer, was, in fact, the master . ^ the 
'^icile.atfair, co-operaiing, however, vCordiaUy \ 
ivith, ElOon, who now again became chan-i 
rellor. Th# moment the dismissiovi. of the 
Whigs was resolved on^the other party up! 
the cry of “ NU P0PKRV*** The walls and, 
houses, not only of Ltmdoii> but of the coim-j 
*TX towns and villages, were covered withj 
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these words, sometimes in chalk and some- 
times in paint ; the clergy and the corpora- 
tions were all in motion ; even the cottages 
on the skirts of the commons and the forests 
heard fervent blessings poured out on the bead 
of the ** good old king for preserving the 
** nation from a rekindling of the fires in 
** SfnUhfield / ** Never was delusion equal 
to this ! Never a people lo deceived ; never 
public credulity so great; never hypocrisy so 
profound and so detestably malignaut as that 
of the deceivers ! The mind shr^s back at 
the thought of an eternity of suffering, even 
as the lot of the deliberate murderer; hut if 
the thought were to he endured, it would be 
as applicable to that awful sentence awarded 
to hypocrisy like this, s 

81. However, it answered its purpose for 
the time ; the rage of the people, from one 
end of England to the other, was excited 
against the Whig ministry; and ai this state 
of things, on the 27th of April, 18t)7, the par- 
liament was dissolved, it was done by coin- 
mission, in speech which contained the fol- 
lowing passage : “ We are further commancl- 
‘ ed to state to you, that his Majesty is 
‘ anxious to recur to the sense of his people, 

“ while the events whichdiavc recently taken 
place are yet fresh in their recollection. 
His Majesty feels, that in resorting to this 
" measure, under the present circumstances, 

“ he at once demonstrates, in the mod uneqni” 

“ vocal manner, Ins own coMCicntious persua- 
“ Sion of the rectitude of those motives upon 
' which he has acted ; and affords to hii 
’ people the best opportunity of testifying 
their determination to supjKirt him in every 

■ exercise of the prerogatives of his crown, 

■ which is coiiformahle lo the sacred obliga- 

■ tions under which they arc held, and con- 
‘ ducire to the welfare of his kingdom, and 

** to the security of the constitution. His 
Majesty directs us to express his entire 
conviction that, after so long a reign, 
marked by a series of iiidulgeuccs to his 
Roman Catholic subjects, they, in common 
with every other class ef his people, must 
“ feel assuretl of his attachment to ihe prin- 
“ ciples of a just and enlightened toleration; 

and of his anxious desire to protect equally, 

'* and promote impartially, the happiness of 
** all descriptions of his subjects." 

82. Away went the delusion all over the 

country t The ministerial members got 
turned out of their seats, as a set of delin- 
quent servants are driven out of their places. 
Many of iliem did not dare to show their 
faces in the boroughs and counties where 
they before had been elected ; and, in short, 
as Mr. \Vi8Dtiii^:|^r^!L*^HCEVAL in the House 
of the ma- 

jority of the pairliaiaeut back to the people to 
be tormtoi pieces. tliis on a pretext 

at false asi ! There were the 

people putting up prayers for the prolongation. 
of the life of the “good old king/* as tb^ir 
sole protector against the horrors of popery, 

I aod exclainiing against those ministers who 
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had wanted to force him to break h‘S corona- 
tion oath when he had actually consented to 
the meafciire after all its details had been er- 
plained to him; and he had had no objection 
to it, and no thoui,-ht of changing the ministry, 
till the VnticeH*i threatenfd him with thepub- 
Itcalwn of the BOOK I 

8.1. These transactions, however, disgrace- 
ful as they were to the factious, and little 
creditable as the temporary delusion might 
be to the understandings of the people, did a 
great deal df good in the end, by opening the 
eyes of the people with regard to the truecha- 
racter of the factions, and of the House of Com- 
mons, The people saw Ministers bring in a 
bill ; they saw the House approve of it ; they 
saw the same Miuilters withdrew the l)ill 
without a word from the House against this 
step ; they hoard the Ministers declare that 
they held it to be their duly to have the King’s 
jtrevious coiifent to every hill that they brought 
in ; they heard them declare that the bill had 
been withdrawn because the King hadchajx^ed 
his mind relative to it; they saw one Par- 
liament dissolved, at four years old, to suit 
one Ministry; they saw another dissolved at 
four months, to suit another ministry. They 
could not see all this without great disgust 
being excited in their mimis with regard to 
the iactions aiul the House also. Great dis- 
gust was excited ; and from the jieriod of these 
striking transactions the factions date their 
fall. From this time the main body of the 
people began to sec that there was no differ- 
ence in the factions; tliat boili sought the 
public money; that all their professions and 
])romises were false ; and that, of every quarrel 
between tliem, the people became the only 
suirertM s. So that from tlii i affair of the poor 
ill-treated Pnneeas, arose this great good to 
the nation, that it nvver, since that time, has 
been the spoil oj any faction; but, as we shall 
see in the sequel, this was only a small part of 
the good which ought to endear her meinury 
to the people of England.

THE FIRES. 

The week before last I addressed the 
Ministers, and in the inosU respectful, 
though ill the most urgent manner,^ 
do certain things to put an end to tliefec 
calamitous amt disgraceful conflagra- 
tions; and I never was more certain 
of any thing than I am, that the measures 
which I recommended would, if adopted^ 
have had that effect. Those measures 
would,* as I then observed, not have 
taken three days in adopting; would 
have interfered with no man's property, 
would have been no innovation, cOnld 
have given offence reasonably to no 
man ; would have been agreeable to the 
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The Fires. 


cordial wishes of ninety-nine hundreths 
of the people, and would have brought 
blessings on the head of their royal 
master from millions of ' lips. They 
have not listened to my advice } and, 1 
do nor. sriy the eonsefjuetiCea are bef<»re 
US; ljut, at any rate^ tlie terrible 
disgrace has not been removed. I 
understand that the country news- 
])apers, which are almost wholly under 
awe of the aristocracy, the clergy 
and the magistrates, have been, in many 
places, actually forbidden to publish ac- 
counts of the fires as they occur. At 
any nite, that they do occur is certain, 
and I am informed that in Hampshire 
and Wiltshire, where the ejrposition of 
the law" has, God knows, been pretty 
ample, they are occurring with more 
violciKC than ever. 1 have been told 
that fifteen fires have taken place in the 
vicinage of one single market-town in 
Hainpsliiie, and seven of them since 
the conclusion of the Special Commis- 
sion ; and five of them since the hang- - 
iiig of COOPER and COOK. Rutj 
though 1 could state particulars, 1 shall j 
not (io it here ; but in these cases 1 shall ' 
confine myself, as far as particulars go, 
to what 1 find in the newspapers, or 
other puhlicalions. In the Morning 
Chromvle of the J>th inst., I find the 
first of the following paragraphs : the 
second paragraph I take from the Morn- 
ing (JkroniiiUi of the 10th instant. 

“ A mcs.'^enger arrived yesterday at 
the town residence of A. Bartng, 
and sUted that a valuable farm upon 
** th.it gviitlemanS estate in Hampshire 
^ had, at a l.ile hour on Monday night, 
‘been discovered on fire. Every ex- 
‘ ertion was used by the servants and 
* others to suppress tlie flames, but 
' without effect, and the whole was 
‘ consmiicd. The fire is supposed to 
‘ b«! the work of an incendiary^ wluch is 
“ rather extraordinary, as Mr. Baring 
** n<^t only refused to appear aqainst 
^ Cookf who aUempted his life, but had, 
together with the whole of t/ie mem- 
“ hetsof his family, signed the petitions 
in favour of the convicted.” 

We regret to have to state that fires 
are vetoiniuencing in several parts of 
** the country. On Monday night last ^ 
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there was a very extensive fire be- 
tween P&pham-lum and Winchester^ 
There was also a fire at Farchain, near 
Gosport, on Thursday last. One rick 
‘*'in the middle of a row of was on 
fire, but from the snow on the roofs 
of others, they were untouched when 
assistance arrived. A farm-yard of 
Micheldevei' has also been eonsumed.'^ 
With regard to the fire on Alexan- 
der Baring's estate, as mentioned in 
the first paragraph, it is probably the 
same as the first fij^e mentioned in the 
second paragraph, and it is probably 
bir Thomas"^ Bari.vc/s farm, and not 
that of Alexander ; because the estate 
of the former, and his hoi&e also^ lie 
between Popham-lane and Winchester. 
The farm mentioned in the latter part 
of the second paragraph, as lying at 
MicheUlever, must belong to Sir 
Thomas Baring ; because he is not 
only the owner of all the land, but lay 
impropriator of all the tithe. It is 
curious that these two fine j)arishes of 
Stratton and Michel dever were the 
private proverty of King Alfred the 
Great, who beijueathed them as an en- 
dowment to the monastery which he 
j founded at Winchester, and in which 
he was buried. They were seized by 
the ruthless Henry the Eighth, and 
[given to Wriothesly. one of his tools, 
j who was made Earl of Southampton. 
From him they passed by inarri.igc into 
the hands of the Russels ; and from 
the present Duke of Bedford they passed 
into the hands of these Bakings. But 
where did the Attorning Chronicle get 
its information, that it i.s “ rather exUa^ 
ordinary" that this should be the work 
(if an incendiary ? Wliere did Dr. Black 
learn that these Barings petitioned to 
save the life of Cook ? And how came 
the Doctor to connect Cook’s name 
with this fire ? And who told him to 
8.ay that Baring refused to appear 
ttgaint Cook, who was hanged ? And 
who told the Doctor that Cook et- 
tempted Baring's life ? Did the Doctor 
dream all this, or did somebody write 
it to him that he might publish it ! As 
lead men tell no tales, dead men can 
set no fires ; and, therefore, Cook could 
not have set this fire. Docs the Doctor 
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mean to say that this fire was set by 
some of poor Cook’s relations or 
friends, and tliat, therefore, it is extra- 
ordinary, seeinj,^ tliat the Harlans were 
so very kind in the case of this poor 
Cook ? However, in the case of the 
farm at Micheldever, we come nearer 
Ic) the remains of this poor youn^ man, 
who was only niae/een years of age. 
In that village he was born ; in that 
village he had been bred and had al- 
ways lived j to that village his poor, 
honest, and broken-hearted parents 
took his dead bo^y; and there they 
paid the parson sixteen shillings^ as 1 
am told, for leave to bury it in the 
church-yard In this very village, and 
necessarily *( for I know the village and 
the farms very well) within about a 
hundred and fifty yards from the spot 
where the dead body of Cook lies, this 
farm-yard, as the Chronicle tells us, has j 
been consumed, and that, too, since; 
the hanging and the burial of Cook ! 

Will not these facts speak ? Will not 
these facts produce conviction ? Will 
not these facts urge the ministers to re- 
flect, and induce them to adopt mea- 
sures tf) traiupiillize the mituks of the 
]>eople, and to remove from them that 
bitterness, tlial vengeful feeling, which 
is so manifestly at work I Tlie Attorney- 
General said, the other night, in a 
speech tltiit he made in consequence of 
the motion of Hcxt, that, “ through- 
**■ out the country neither life nor pro- 
“ perty was safe for a single hour j but 
“ what was the change wrouglit by the 
“ simple aiinouncenient that the law 
“ was to take its course ? 7ViC mischief 
“ ceased^ with a single excf^piioH^ to 
“ which I shall advert presently." I do 
not perceive, by the report, that the 
learned geiitletuaii did at all advert to 
this excef>tiDn ; but I suppose him to 
have in^janed the Jires to form the ex- 
ception \ and then all that the special 
commissions had dune was to secure 
the coinmoditc, as the French people 
call it, while the house was more ex- 
posed to dest;'uction tham ever. For, 
what were all the rest of the dangers 
compared to that of the fires ! It was 
the fires that kept the country ia a state 
of alarm , and, if the leurned gentle* 


man would but go to a pretty large 
farm-house, any- where, either in llamp- 
ihire or \V’’iltshire or Berkshire, and 
pass two or throe dark evenings and 
nights there, he would discover, I be- 
lieve, that the dangers have not ceased ; 
that peace is grot restored j that all is 
suspicion, distru-^t, fear, alarm, agita- 
tion, and constant rackmg anxietv j fa- 
milies going to bed with their clothes 
half on and half off ; lights bnrnintr all 
night; servants watched to their beds; 
every creature approaching the hou'jc, 
or coming to speak to a servant, watch- 
ed as if suspected. In short, turning 
the most happy of all the dwelli ngs 
upon earth into dwellings of the deep- 
est misery. Afraid to speak an angry 
word to a servant : afraid to turn a ser- 
vant off: afraid to hire a new one. And 
this is what English farm-houses have 
been brought to, in consequence of a 
series of measures that have at last re- 
duced the labourers to live upon po- 
tatoes.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Monday, F«b. 7, 1831. 

TITHES, — Lord King said, seeing several 
right rev. Prelates iu their places, he would take 
the opportunity of pi^entitig several petitions 
ngiiiiLst Tithes, which he should nut have 
thought it fair to ]>resent in their absence. 
The first petition be should present was from 
a place in Somersetshire, and it was very nu- 
merously signed — being signed, indeed, by 
several thousand persons. They said that 
their petition was directed against the per- 
nicious tithe system. They stated that they 
were in great distress ; that the farmers 
could get no prolit, and the labourers no em- 
ployment, cm account of the tithe. They 
stated that tithes, in their origin*, were in- 
tended to answer very different purposes from 
tliat to whith they were applied at present ; 
that oiiginally the tithes were divided into 
three portions — one went to the clergyman, 
another to repair the church, and the third to 
maintain the poor. But the.se petitioners 
stated, that they had now to maintain all 
the poor, and keep the church in repair, 
and that the whole of the tithe went to the 
minister. The tithes they described as a bar- 
rier against improvement, and he must say 
that there was great truth in the sentiments 
that of the petition. He knew it was said that 
tithe.s were property; and so they were, but 
very different from individual properly. It 
was said that tithes were the property of the 
church, nnd It was asked if it were not as ; 
sacred as other property ? But the property j 
of the church stood upon a different footing 
from individual property. The church esta- 
blishment was the creature of the state ; it 
was paid fur, and in such a mauner as the 
state pleased. In that respect, then, it was 
perfectly different from individual properly. 
A rev. Prelate had stated, on a former evening, 
that church property was more ancient than 
other jiroperty ; it might be more ancient thau 
some* other property, but it was at all times 
the creature of the state, and public property ; 
it was conferred by the state, and it was held 
as public property, intended for the benefit of 
the state, it was different from private pro- 
perty, which was necessary for the good of 
society. Without private property, we should 
have nothing but the spontaneous produce of 
the earth ; hut, without tithe, we should have 
a great deal more of saleable produce of art 
and skill than at present. Tithes, then, and 
private property, operate in different ways. 
The institution private property in reased 
^e produce<-^ihe institution or tithes lessened 
it. They were a lax on production ; they 
hindered capital from being applied to the 
land ; and, but for them, more capital would 
be applied, and tiMNW produce obtained. It 
was now necessary to pay tithe on the gross 
produce > of the land* of capital, and la-; 
bour, which prevented the employment of 


capital, and preveuted the employment of 
lalwur. Nothing was more prejudicial than 
a tax on the gross produce of laud ; aod it 
was one which any prudent rulers of the 
church would now try to have commuted. 
He said commuted, because the time for 
composition war gone by. Nothing short 
of commutatiao measured in a fixed corn 
rent, not liable to alteration, and which 
would not give a great?r than a fixed 
share of the produce to the tithe-owner, not 
increasing with the capital einpluycd. He 
believed that, a few years ago, when the 
church proposed composition, it might have 
' done ; but now nothing short ofeommutation 
would do. The right rev. Prelates would now 
find it prudent to coifie to some moderate 
- commutation. His Lordship concluded by pre- 
senting apetition from Somersetshire, praying 
I for a commutation of tithes. 

'Ehe Bishop of Lincoln made! a few obser- 
! vatious in reply to his Lordship, which were 
j nearly inavdible below the Bar. We Uuder- 
! stood the rigii*' Rev, Prelate to say, that not- 
' withstanding the coufideuce with which the 
I noble Baron made Ids assertions, he would 
find it difficult to piove them. He must 
maintain that tithes were not established by 
the state for a State service. In many cases 
, they were granted by individuals who hail 
I the power, in <»rder tt» provide for the due 
performance of religious service in every pa- 
I rish in the kingdom. I'lic individuals who 
j granted tithes did not intend them to be the 
! property of the State. The question was, 

I what was property ? The law gave power to 
men to appropriate and use certain things. It 
gave a power to the liihe^owner, a property in 
the tithes, as it gave to the land-owner a pro- 
perty in his land. Tithes, therefore, stood 
upon the same footing as other property. He 
remembered that at the {>cnod of the French 
revolution, the people who argued against 
tithes also contended that the landlords were 
nothing more thau the stewards for the peo- 
ple, and that rent was the salary which was 
paid to them for distributing the produce of 
the land. lie did not know why the Church 
property should be subject to attacks more 
than other properly, unless it could be shown 
that it weighed heavier than other property on 
the springs of national industry. Was that 
the case? He believed not. Was land free 
froih tithes better cultivated than laud subject 
to tithes. (Hear, hear.) Was that the case f 
He denied that it. Was. The right Rev. Pre» 
late Hben quoted a communication from a 
clergyman, to show ** that the tithes were 
only in his parish l-6th of the rent The 
clergyman stated that be had had several 
communications with land-surveyors and other 
persons, who assured him that, generally, the 
clergymen took from 20 to 30 per cent, lesa 
thau their due claim for tithes. Itie agri* 
culturisls, the clergyman stated, were not 
injured by tithes; for, generally, liche-free 
land was not better, or so well, cultivated as 
\wd subject to tithes. In those parishcsi loo^ 
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be stated* which were exempted frutn tithes, 
tbe ^r- rates were higher thau in parishes 
whicn bad tithes, though be did uot state that/ 
tbe bi^h rates were connected with the ex* 
emption of tithes." For hiotself, be doubted 
therefore that the tithe system was so uoxiout 
as the uobfe Baron described it* He wished 
it, however, to be understood! that be was not 
opposed to a commutation of tithes on a fob 
principle. It was iiecessatyi be believed, tba' 
the church should make some sacrifice, an* 
every cummutation must involve a sacriltce, 
but on that account be should not object to a 
cominutatiuu. On the whole, he denied tha< 
tithes were public property, or were the cause 
of distress. 

The Bishop of BsTH^^nd Wslx,s, asthe pe- 
titions came from Somersetshire, bad made 
some inquiry into the circumstances of th< 
petitioners, and be had foupd that there wa. 
nothintc peculiar in their situation which 
could justify them in coming forward to peti 
tion a^^inst tithes. He did not wish to mak< 
any observations then on the question oi 
tithes or the presentatiou of petitions, bui 
whenever the noble Lord brought it forward 
he should be prepared to give him an answer. 
For himself, he would say, that he was aiuious 
for a fair commutation of tithes. In tbe 
first living be had he had commuted the 
tithes, and the plan had given the greatest sai 
tisfaction. It had been productive of advan- 
tage to him and of benefit to the parish. 

Lord Kino wished to express nls satisfac- 
tion at hearing that the rev, prelate.s had now 
come to a commutation of tithes, which was 
something very different from tbe composi- 
tion of tithes proposed by the right rev, pre- 
late. A commutation was very differeiit from 
a coniposition, such as was proposed by the 
bill of the right rev. Prelate, which went to 
give a power to the tithe-owner to lease his 
tithes for twenty-one years. Cominutation 
must be ^by a fixed rent — a certain amount of 
corn not subject to vary^a payment totally 
different from tithe. He was glad to under- 
stand that now commutation and not com- 
position was agreed to, and commutation was 
not the plan of the right rev- Prelate. The 
right rev. Prelate who spoke last said that 
there was nothing peculiar in the situation of 
the people of Somersetshire.— That was true. 
The evils were every- where tbe same, and 
were not conBued to Somersetshire. There 
was nothing p^uliar in the hardships they 
suffered. They were oommun, unfortunately, 
to all tbe land. Tbe right rev. Prelate who 
spoke first, said, he (Lord King) would have 
great difflciiUy iii making out that tithes were 
public property; he proved, however, what 
was the orijgin of tithes. Tbe p^eater part of 
tbe livings of tht'Couutry were in the hands of 
Che church or the cruwn, and these were un- 
doubtedly public property. The advowsous 
belonging to individuals were of a different 
nature, but the advoWtom belonging to the 
church or tbe orowu were public property. 

}t was said tliat tithes were given to secure 


the services of ths clergy. Had they had that 
effect ? He was surprised at that argument; 
for were not, he would ask, all plnraUttes aud 
non- residents the disgrace of* the church ^ 
There were, he believed, about 10,500 bene- 
fices in Bugland, and in these there wore only 
about 6,00U residents. If the grant were in- 
tended to secure the services of the clergyjTit 
had failed in its effect. Hardly ope half of 
the parishes under the church of England 
had resident incumbents; they might reside 
in other beneBces, but nearly half the parishes 
of England were destitute of resident incum- 
bents. This was one of the great au<i crying 
sius of the church of England, from which the 
church of Scotland was entirely free. He 
would use this circumstance as the ar^itynent 
ad wrecUndiam, With ail the titlies ami eino- 
lumeutB belonging to the Eqglish church it 
could not procure residents, but; the ^Scotch 
church obtained residents without tithes. 
We bad bishop^i and nun* residents ; in Scot- 
laud they had residents and no bishops. Our 
hierarchy, our costly hierarchy, could not 
effect that which was done in b'cotJand with- 
out a hierarchy. This was the argument ad 
verecundiam. The hierarchy had no power to 
prevent pluralities, or, if it had the jmwer, it 
did not exercise it. As to tithes being pro- 
perty, he must repeat, they were very different 
from private proverty. Private properly was 
benaficiai, and it was necessary that there 
•hould be private property. Was it necessary 
bat there should be a tax on the gross pro- 
duce ? Tithes were a pernicious sort of pro- 
perty. Under tbe present cir^ u instances of 
the union, it would he well in oiir statcsuieu 
to make a change respecting tiie life interest 
•f those who now claimed tbein, but making 
an alteration that would get rid of tithes. 
They were pernicious ; all oil er property was 
leneHcial. He ihoiiglit it was not very wise 
II the right rev. Prelate to refer to the French 
'evolution. Their lordship!> might depend on 
it that in tithes there must be an alteration 
— that they would not be much longer suffored 
.o exist ; apd that by placing them on the 
ame footing as property in land, the lanU- 
iwners might expect that tlieir property too 
must be altered/’

TITHES.-^Lord King said, that having 
ome other petitions to present on tlie' subject 
if tithes, be must renew that to some persons 
inconvenient discussion, but to others most 
onvonicQt. Yesterday he had brought tbe 
kunersetshire militia into the held; to-day 
le came down with the inilitia from Glouces- 
ershire. He was happy to say that all per- 
OU 9 uppearfd now to agree that some altera- 
ion was necessary^ and it only rcMiiained to 
ind out what aUrration. One of the right 
ev. Prelates had yesterday asked him if he 
ad any plan fur making the change. He 
ad ; he had three plans, all very good oneS| 
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and all simple p1an<i. The first, which was 
perhaps the most simple and the bent, was to 
charge the latiil witii a propurtioii of the rent 
for the maintenance of the clergy ; or be 
would propose that an amount of rent equal 
to the urinual revenues of the clergy should 
be paid to them, and they should he entitled 
to that sum in all times to come. His second 
plan was to give them a corn-rent equal to 
the tithes, or to fix a quantity of corn equal 
to their present tithes, and they always to have 
the same quantity of corn, or the value of it, 
acccordmg to market rate. He was willing 
too to admit that the quantity of corn should 
be detcriTiiucd by the actual receipt of the 
clergy during the last seven years. After as- 
certaining the amount, he would by this means 
fix the claims of the clergy for ever. Another 
and his third plan was to take the whole of 
the tithes and the church property and sell 
them, and pay the proceeds into the hands of 
theGoveriinieiit, who should take upon itself to 
provide a due inaiotenanec for the clergy ; and 
the overplus, if any (and he was sure there 
would be a great deal) , should go to the pub- 
lic ; or a part of the overplus might he em- 
ployed to provide better fur the working 
clergy. One thing, however, was needful, 
let it be done as it might, and that was 
to abolish that most impolitic tax, the tax on 
the gross produce of the land. It was necessary 
to do this, to make property beneficial. I'c 
secure private property, promote the increase 
of the produce-— but tithes curtail the produce 
of the land. It was said that there was no 
ditference between church property and other 
property. But sometimes the clergy said that 
there was a great difference between the church 
property and other property. The clergy 
knew very well that maxim of law, nullum 
tanms, and on that they acted. Nothing they 
said could bar the right of the church ; 
their claims went back to the days of Richard 
11., and no other property was on the same 
footing. This was a difference then between 
church property and other property, on which 
the clergy were ready enough to insist when 
they had any claims. Then they said the 
church property was different from other pro- 
perty". Now he said that it was. One of the 
right rev. Prelates yesterday stated, that the 
Bishops had brought forward a measure, or a 
Bill, he did uot( know which, and he wished 
the right rev. Prelate had licen more explicit ; 
but the rev. Prelate said the hierarchy wished 
for a measure strictly to enforce residence, 
and thut this measure was defeated by the 
lay impropriators, or the lay owners of ad- 
vowsons. They had defeated the measure be- 
cause they thought it would dimmish the 
value of their ad vowsons to enforce residence. 
He knew not what measure was meant, or 
what object the Bishops had sought to accom- 
plish; but he was disposed to assert, that the 
nou-resideuce was caused, in a great measure, 
by the Bishops tbemselves. The greatest 
numben of non-residents, he believed, was tu : 
be found iu the parishes of the Bishops them- 


selves. Thus the name of Prettyman was 
synonymous with that of pluralist. The name 
of Sparkc too was synonymous with that of 
pluralist, in fact, the names of half the 
Bench were synonymes of pluralist. He 
would take the liberty of reading a letter on 
this subject, which he had cut out of a news- 
paper — it was addressed to the Ijord Bishop of 
Bath and Welts, and was signed Francis 
Gillett. It was dated from Knight's Farm, 
Musbury, Devon, and was as follows 

Mr LoKD,-^My duty to myself and my 
country at the present crisis impels me to in- 
trude on your Lordship's most serious con- 
sideration concerning the manner in which 
you have dkposed of some of the Dignities 
and Benefices belongbig to the See of Wells 
since you succeeded the late worthy and highly 
respected Bishop, Dr. Readon ; and also on 
your future Church government. 

** On the vacancy in the living of West 
C»tnel, your Lordship inatituted'your son : to 
this no one objected ; a deserving young cler- 
gyman IS ^'ertainly every way qualified 
fbr a country rectory ; but when he be- 
came the Archdeacon, 1 must say that, taking 
his age into consideration, and his title of 
“ Venerable," I blushed ; yes, my Lord, I 
even blushed ! Is it consistent, my Lord, to 
see so young a man have rule over so many 
elders of the church ? But to proceed : — On 
Mr. Beadon’s resignation of the Chancellor- 
ship, this office also went with the Archdea- 
conry ! — Further, 1 have been told that at an 
election for a Canon of the Cathedral, the 
Chapter did elect some other candidate ; 
thiDKiDg, no doubt, as 1 did, that the thing 
was already overdone with res{»ect U) your son ; 
although I hear since be has obtained this 
situation also ! 

“ These proceedings passed on, but not, 1 
assure your Lordship, without giving me 
great uneasiness ; yet 1 never should, most 
probably, have drawn your attention to them, 
had I not, lastly, and rather recently, seen by 
the papers that, at the death of that highly 
respected geutleroao, the late Rev. T. H. 
Whally, the living of Yeoviiton was also 
swallowed up by the same overwhelming 
flood ; or, in plain words, was joined to the 
Archdeaconry, Chancellorship, Canon ry, and 
Living beforementioned. At the same time 
it certainly might not have given your Lord- 
ship mneh trouble to have found within your 
diocese some truly respectable clergymen , ad- 
vanced in years, with families, and who are 
not beneficed, to one of whom this small but 
comfortable rectory might have been a source 
of the greatest happiness in their latter days* 
Besides, my Lord, how can you reconcile to 
yourself the idea of one clergyman bolding 
two benefices or livings, whilst you are so 
strenuous an enforcer full duty within your 
diocese? and surely the duties of the parish, 
both with respect to the church and piior, 
must be beyond all comparison better per- 
formed by a rector or vicar, as the case may 
be, than by a poor curate^ however deserving. 
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am aware, my Lord, that it is possible 
some^nay, even yourself, for a moment — 
may say it is arrogance in so humble an indi- 
vidual as 1 am, to trouble your Lordship, in 
this public way ; but as 1 now state to your 
Lordship that the g^reatest dependence of my- 
self and children consists of landed property 
(however few the acres are), within your 
Lordship*s dioress, and that 1 have uo claim 
to the emoluments of the church to look up 
for, my apprehensions at once will he seen to 
arise from a firm conviction on my mind of 
the immediate necessity of a thorough reform 
in the church — that she nii^ht be hrouf^he 
once more to stand on that sact'ed basis— that 
only firm foundation on . which she stood in 
the primitive agfes.’* * 

The letter had been published iu the papers 
— he did not vouch for its correctness, but it 
bail never been contradicted, he believed, 
though he should be glad to hear it contra- 
dictetl. Here tKere was another pluralist, m^t 
a layman. The rev. Prelates said they wished 
to prevent pluralities ; and as he had given 
them a plan to commute tithes, he would also 
give them a plan to secure residence. In fact 
nothing was more simple. It was only iicces 
sary to make the fact of non-residence a legal 
receipt for the tithes and the other sinecures. 
That would do the business elfectually, far 
better than all the bishops. He would say no 
more on presenting his petition, except to re- 
commend the right rev. Prelate, who proposed 
to bring in a moderate bill, to the words used, 
he believed, by Mr. Pitt during a great part of 
the late war, “ give up a part to preserve the 
remainder.'’ The noble Lord concluded hy 
presenting several petitions from parishes iu 
Gloucestershire, praying for the comm utaliou 
of tithes. » 

The Bishop of BATH and WELLS did not 
know that he had given any cause for such an 
attack. The fact certainly was that his son 
had two living^, but they were so close to each 
other that he could well do the duty of both. 
They were not a walk from each other. In 
his first living he bad been a loser, as he had 
given up all his income for the Church. He 
had certainly taken a second living, hut he 
had also employed a curate in each. In one 
he did the duty himself in the morning, and 
iu the other in the afternoon, while his curate 
performed the duty in the other part of the 
day. The first preferment which his son pos- 
sessed was not given by him, but on account 
of his son’s merit, by the reverend Prelate 
behind him. [We could not see which Mem- 
ber of the bench the revereud Prelate pointed 
to.] The other was bestowed on him by the 
Karl of Eldon, out of respect for his soil’s 
character. His son had accepted, at liis re- 
quest, the duties of Chancellor of his Uiocese ; 
and he had certainly given him the best thing 
in bis gift, iu his diocese. He had brought 
him from college for that purpose, where he 
was earning a deal more than the value of his 
church preferments. He believed, so ex- 
emplary was his excellent son’s conduct, that 


if inquiry were made in his parishes, the 
noble Lord would not find one faumaii being 
not disposed to speak higlqy in his favour. 
He had been compelled to make this state- 
ment, and he hoped it had been satisfactory 
to their Lordships. (Cheers.) His son was r 
person of great merit, and he certainly bad 
‘ conferred some favours on him iu his diocese j 
and when the noble Lord stated his prefer* 
ment, he ought to inquire if the duties were 
well discharged. He must say that he did not 
think it possible that the duties could be better 
dischf^riTcd than they were discharged by bis 
excellent son, the Archdeacon of Wells. He 
trusted the noble Lord would be ashamed 
and sorry fur having brought forward sucli au 
attack. 

Lord King felt neither ashamed nor sorry. 
He had only asked if there were not pluralities 
among the bishops, who said they wanted to 
put them down, and he found out "that it was 
so. The letter be had read stated that the 
rev. Prelate's son was a deserving young 
man, and he Imd made no attack upon him ; 
he bad only stated that there were pluralities 
in that gentleman's possession, and he found 
that he was correct. He brought the circum- 
stance forward because others — be meant the 
bishops— said that laymen were the cause of 
the existence of pluralities in the church. 
The bishops were not right, therefore, in lay- 
ing the blame of phiralilies on laymen, and it 
was quitt: plain, if they had resisted the bill 
alluded to, the bishops had profited by it. 

The Karl of Radnor said, that it had been 
asserted by a right rev. Prelate that a bill or 
measure enforcing residence, and putting an 
end to pluralities, had been opposed by l.*iy 
impropriators, and be had been asked when that 
lili was proposed but be had made no answer. 
He understood the right rev. Prelate to say, 
hat the bishop^ were not the cause of non- 
residence ; that this was not owing to the 
iiieraichy but the lay impropriators. The 
right rev. Prelate had stated, that on some 
occasion a bill to enforce residence bad beeu 
pr«>posed, and that its powers had been cur- 
tailed by the lay impropriators, who had 
opposed the hill, as injuring the advowsons 
d which they were the owners. He had* 
asked his recollection to find out what bill 
the right rev. Prelate alluded to. •He had 
searched, too, those records whiAli were usual- 
ly preserved of parliamentary proceediqgs, to 
find out what ait the lay impropriators bad 
uppo><ed, but he regretted that he was disap- 
pointed. He hoped, therefore, that the right 
rev. Prelate would explain what he meaut by 
his assertion Inst night, that a bill had been 
brought ill to gi>e a right, or power, to the 
bishops to enforce residence, and that by lay 
inipropriatorU this bill bad been turned from 
its purpose. 

The Bisliop of London was reluctant to 
take part in this discussion, which was the 
reason why he had not risen to answer the 
question put by the iiohle Baron. Thc^ was 
little occasion, he believed, to do so, because 
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their T^rdship? wouhl, he hoped, recnliect 
what he stated the iiigfht before. The uuhle 
JLord l)ad nut repeated his words correctly, 
aiul he should only eudcav(»ur to re-state 
them. What he said was this. In accounting 
for non-residcnco, he bad not said that the 
lay impropriators solely were the cause of it, 
but that It was chiefly owing to lay inipropria- 
tiuuK that it was in many cases impossible for 
the clergy to reside at their hencbces. The 
chief part of the property belonging to the 
church had, in many cases, been taken away 
and appropriated by laymen, and tl»e revenue 
Icit was ihsuHicieiU to pay the performance 
of the duties of the clergyman, unless by 
uniting more benefloes than one. Jf their 
Lord.ships wished to obtain accurate infoniia 
tion on the subject of lay impropriations, he 
would beg leave to rcoomineiid to their perii- 
«al a book of bisboj) Keiinet, written upwards 
of a century ago. 15y what he said last night, 
he intended no reflections on the lay impropri- 
ators, and had no iutention of attributing to 
them any improper* motives. He had but an 
imperfect recollection of the measure for en- 
forcing residence, as he was then a young 
man, and had not the hoiiourof a seat in their 
Lordsliip’s House, nor had he meant to im- 
jniie any-thiiig improper to those who opposed 
that measure. The bill he had alluded to was 
the 5, Id Geo. Ill, that was brought in by the 
Bishops to enforce the residence of the pariiih 
clergy. He had always considered that act, 
or rather that bill, was intended to invest the 
Bishops with a greater power to enforce resi- 
dence and prevent pluralities, as he iiad al- 
ways niidexstorid that the hill was rendered 
less cflicicnt in its progress by the interference 
of lay holders of advowsons. He did not mean 
to bay, however, that any undue influence bad 
been used by the holders of those advowsons 
to stop the measure. He must add, that it 
was not pos.sible for the Bishops always to en 
force residence ; indeed, in the larger number 
of beucfices, this was impossible without ruin- 
ing the clergymen. As to the patronage, he 
wished to say that it was hi-s intention, on the 
first opportunity, to bring in a measure to 
s'rengthen the provisions of the 7th of his late 
Majesty, without which that statute could uot 
be carried into efl'eel. 

'j’he Duke of Wf.llinciton felt himself 
called on lo sa^Y» justice to the clergy, that 
during the tiiu^ he was in office he bad occa- 
sion to promote the issuing a Coniuiissioti to 
inquire into the state of Ecclesiastical affairs, 
aud the state of the Ecclesiastical Law ; and 
he invariably found that the Right Rev. Pre- 
lateiiS pressed on him tne necessity of giving 
them more power to enforce residence 
amongst the inferior clergy. 

The Earl of Carnarvon deprecated in strong 
terms the practice of his lioble Friend making, 
night after bight, in these times of troubles 
and disturbances, such attacks on the church, 
He regretted that bis noble friend should think 
it was hit duty to make those attacks. He 
was convinced-*aiul )ie was sure that the 


great Iwdy of the people were of the same 
opinion— that a more estimable body of meu 
than the clergymen of the Church of England 
could uot exist. There was no class of meu 
in the country who distributed so large a part 
of their revenue iii charity, or were so devoted 
to good works, and no class of men who cou* 
ferred so much benefit on the country at large. 
If ho had sometimes differed from the mem- 
bers of the church, it was on questions of reli- 
gious' liberty, in whiph they thought their 
security was involved, and which ho thought 
they ought to have conceded for their own 
safety. Now thatiiu such questions existed, he 
was hound to say that it was must important to 
uphold the Established Church as it at present 
existed in this country. In looking at the 
question of tithes, it was necessary to con- 
sider other interests than those of the clergy ; 
and he was sure that most of the flight 
Rev. Prelates must desire to have their reve- 
nues collected by some other means, and not 
he exposed to the odium and ill blood which 
now crea^.^d dissent in their parishes, and ban- 
ished their parishioners from the parish church. 
In reference to the measure of the right rev. 
Prelate for the composition of tithes, the noble 
Earl recommended that a commutation should 
be at once accomplished, as it would be most 
iiicouvenient to open up the tithe question 
again at the end of twenty-one years. With 
respect to residence, he thought, that if that 
were to be slricUy enforced to the injury of the 
exemplary body of curates who had grown 
up within the last ten or fifteen years, it would 
probably do the church a great injury. To 
compel residence might deprive these curate.** 
of employment, and substitute for them in- 
cumbents who were not so competent to the 
performance of the duties. His Lordship also 
eulogised the chArch establishment, and said 
that this excellent institution had made the 
greatest iniproveinent.s within tlie last few 
years. He concluded by apologising for tres- 
passing on their Lordships' time; but when 
they were exposetlto hear the church attacked, 
they would probably put up with the minor in- 
convenience of having their time taken up, 
than of allowing such attacks to go abroad 
unnoticed. 

Lord King wished only to set himself right * 
with his noble Friend. He had not made any 
attack on the church or on the clergy ; he had 
not said one word against either. He ad- 
mitted that the great body of the clergy were 
HB exemplary body of men, and he wished to 
make them more efficient. Pluralities were 
acknowledged to be an abuse — non-residence 
was acknowledged to be an abuse, and ho 
wanted to remove these abuses. The same 
object was proposed by his noble Friend, He 
was not disposed to take their property from 
the clergy, and had proposed to grant them a 
corn rent equal to their revenue on the average 
of the last seven years. With respect to what 
the right rev. Prelate said of Bishop Kennet, 
and a book written one hundred years ago, that 
would give very imperfect information as to 
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the pres€at time; for since that period, 
nian;^ parliamentary ^^raiirs bad been made 
to the church. There was Q^eeri Auue's 
Bounty, which bad now been iu operation fur 
many years, and iucreaseU the value of many 
Vicarai^es. Wishing to put bis right rev. 
Friends at their ease, as to the petitions he 
had yet to present, he should imitate the 
church in old tiroes, which established what 
'was called ** the peace of the church,'* from 
Friday to Monday. In presenting petitions, 
he should follow this CKample, and should add 
Wednesday ; so that on Wednesday, Saturuay, 
and Sunday, there would be peace to the 
church from the war of j»eiitious. — Adjourned

In my leave-taking address, when 
sailed for Long Island, in order to avoid 
the dungeons of SiOMouxii and Cas- 
TLEBEAOir, which dungeons the land 
holders, more than any-body else, had 
enabled them to open, 1 told the re- 
formers to wait with patience : 1 did 
not tell them to assemble in great mul- 
titudes unarmed, to be chopped down 
or trampled under foot by Yeomanry 
Cavalry, while screamed out “ ilfur- 
der;'^ but I to}d them to xoait with 

patience till an open war should take 
** place between the land and ihefunds*^' 
For then, said I, the people must be let 
in. If they be Jet in by an honest re 
form of the Parliament, they will side 
with the landowners, whose business 
will simply be to take off he taxes ; 
but the probabilities are that the whole 
thing will go drivelling olong’from ex- 
pedient to expedient, till all goes to 
pieces like a ship upon the rocks. Thus 
far this is not prophecy 5 but it is now 
become history. The measure just 
proposed, and ^abandoned as soon as 


proposed, by the Ministers, was a first 
attack j a first open attack on the funds 
in behalf of the land. Tlie funds have 
furiously driven the assailants backi 
and I dare say that you, the landowners, 
begin to think that it would have been 
better you if you had taken me by 
the hand, or, rather, considering our 
reliitive power and influence, and sense 
and resources of mind, have suffered nm 
to take you by the hand and lead you 
along lUvldOd, and before that time, in- 
stead of chuckling ^t what you stupidly 
deemed my certain destruction. 

Let us see how this matter stands 
between you and me 5 for this is a 
proper time to remind my* readers all 
over the world of the manner in which 
I have operated upon your interests 5 
or, rather, to show how your present 
embarrassment, and deep humiliation, 
and the great and imminent danger 
to which you are now exposed, arises 
from your hostility to me, more than 
from «all other ciiuses put together. 

In 1803 , in 1806, in 181 1 , and all 
along until 1822 j I, in fiict, notwith- 
standing all your baseness towards me, 
and your hard deeds towards the peo- 
ple, entertained no desire to see you 
sacrificed to the monster of Change 
Alley, provided the people had a free 
parliamentary reform. Even when you 
chuckled at the sentence which you 
thought to be a sentence of death in 
1810 , when I l^gan, from my prison, to 
send forth Paper against Gold ; even 
then 1 said nothing about the church 
and crown lands ; and as to the abbey 
ands, I never even whispered a word 
about them. All my efforts were le- 
elled against the funds, paid, as they 
were, in unjust amount. Even from 
Long Island I wrote nothing hostile to

Thus, up to 1819, 1 was always on 
your side : even after that ; though you 
had chuckled and were so delighted when 
acts had been passed which yoU 
thought would not only chop off my 
fingers but silence my tongue. Two of 
the Six Acts wer#L manifestly .passed 
expressly for me. Mr. Hume $ltid so at 
the time, and he repeated his assertion 
the other day in the city, as to one of 
those acts especially. Oue act banished 
me if I said any-thing having a ten- 
dency to bring either House of parlia- 
ment into contempt. Another act 
compelled me to give bail beforehand 
if 1 published any-thing with a stamp. 
If I published any-thing without a stamp 
oftencr than once a month, it compelled 
me to sell it for not less than sixpence, 
in order to make the number of my 
readers small 5 and, in order that I 
might get nothing by the publication, 
it compelled me to have two sheets and 
a quarter of paper all printed over, and 
compelled me to have paper each sheet 
of which should be (wenty^ne inches 
long and seventeen inches wide* Another 
net forbade me to speak in any room, 
yard, gardeUy ^eld, or placCy upon the 
subject of politics, to any number of 
persona, if money were taken for their 
entrance thereinto. 

Notwithstanding all your triumphing, 
all your chuckling, all your indecent 
and unmanly exultations, even at these 
attempts 5 Ahese low^ these shameful 


attempts against one man j notwith* 
standing all this, I atill continued your 
friend ^ and, throughout the years 18*20, 
IS^l, and, Until June 18^i, I pleaded 
your cause against the mohster of 
Change-alley with an camei^tnes^ hml a 
force equalled only by your stupid in^ 
gratitude. But now, in the month last 
mentl^med, 1 changed my tone, the oc-. 
casion of which was this 3 and the con^ 
sequenm you are bow feeling. 

The same act which had shut me 
out from any house, room, building, 
garden, yard, orchard, field, or place, 
had also prevented me from addressing 
a meeting of any county , of which l 
vvas hdt a freeholder, and those who 
passed the act had taken pretty good 
care tKat t should be the freeholder of 
none. But freeholds in several coun- 
ties were immediately given me, and 
amongst others, in the county of Kent, 
in which there was a County Meeting 
held, at . Maidstone, In the month of 
June, At this meeting a petition 

was Wught forward by those who are 
called the Whigs, Loan DARNnar, 
Xronn Tuanet and others, praying foe 
a reduction of taxes, 1 said that it 
>va3 unreasonable to call upon the Mi- 
nisters to take off taxes, unless we were 
prepared to support them in taking of 
part of the interest c f the debt, and I 
moved that the following words be 
added to the petition t And your peti- 
tioners further pray that there may 
be a reform of your honourable House, 
and that your honourable House will 
be pleased to make a JUS'f reduction 
in the interest of the national debt.'* 
After a long oppj|||ttion from Loan 
DaiiNtfiY, and the froip Knatch- 
BULt,, both of whom dis- 

liking the Reform part more than the 
other, the ^Meeting (a very large one) 
divided, and there were, only seven 
hands held up against the motion, two 
of which were the hands of Knatchbull 
and Lord Darrilcy. We, the speechifiers^ 
were standing in wagons: and just 
under the tail of the wagon where t 
was standing, there was a tall, fat, bull- 
frog farmer, who, while 1 was speaking, 
looked up in my face and shook a great 
huntiug-whip that he had in hid hand| 
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crying out. “ Off, off, you Jacober J, 

by way of ejpiftpde iii my harangue, 
stooped down over the taiUbOardy and, 
giving him a sowse, andt'lcb^iking off 
his hat, said, Hold your ta%ue, yoq 
great bleating fool t ^ou will vote 
me by-and-by>., after all j'* and so he 
did i for ha Md dp one band^ and put 
his hat upbu^'Hhd l6p of his whip and 
held it up: Knatichbull would Wit

HOUSE OP IrORDS. 

Friday, Feb, 10. 

TITH£S.^Lcird Ktao, on pre&etAiasr 
more Tithe petitions, wished to suggest to the 
right reverend Prelates, that they would act 
prudentty, under the excited state of public 
feeling, if they would iuforjEir the country, not 
Ids Lordbhip, what was the plan they intended 
to propose. That would tend to allay the ir-^ 
station of the people, and th« country would 
know what it bad to look to. fie subnUitted 
that to the dousideratioit of the right reverend 
prelates. When he llrst presented a petition 
1lt» their Lordships on the subject of tidies, on 
jtlohday, be believed he stated that he would 
argue the question solely as a simple political 
economist, and he had not made a single ob- 
servatioo on oianv of the qaeetions which had 
attracted attention. He had not sald^one 
word about pluralities, nor one word about 
noa-rej;ldenee*^the whole of those subjects 
had beer bright forward by the over-aegl ef 
a right revereijil prelate m defending the 
church. That right reverend Prelate had 
charged tbr lay patrons with being the cause 
of noD'rr»ide0ce, and hM provoked the whole 
discussion. The right reverend Prelate said 
that ^hey had smothered abUl for preY>^tiag 
»U»-residcftcc ; but when hie no&e FHend 
<the Farl of Radnor) asked the right cvveraod 
^Frelate to specify the WU, he bad not given a 
very satisfactory account* * He he^eved that 
he could give abetter account than was given 
by the fight reverend Prelate. He wa^ old 
enough ta'ivmeitiber, that about ie^euty-five 
y^rs ago an' attorney excited a great' sehsa^ 
#h by the number of gui tom actions he 
wrought to recover the penalties of a great 


number of clergymen for non-residence. It 
was necessary to check these actions; they 
were an attack on the church in the tenderest 
part. Chancellors and lawyers, and civilians 
and clergymen, were all cunsulted how to 
prevent these quiiam actions. The iulbrcna- 
tious were Uld, no doubt, for tbf penalties, 
anti the informer bad law then equally against 
persons who were altogether absent from their 
parishes,' and against those who resided in 
the^r parishes^ but did not live in the parson- 
age. TblsWasan error. The learned lawyers, 
civilians, and ehancellors, smote their fore- 
heads tn Rttd out how they might relieve tho 
church from the tcrcoC of these proceedings, 
and they tugMted the means. SirWilUanx 
Scott, he believed, brought a bill into the 
Other House by which the qui tamt were to be 
put an end Us The bill wm spot down to O'c- 
ford to receive the suggestions of that learned 
body for its improvement, m ofder to render 
the hill mope ettectual. The Uill purported 
to be a bill make the clergy reside ; the 
real object of i4 *<af to allow them to be non- 
resident ; and no biU, he believed, bad ever 
fn<lro ef^Aually answered its real purpose. 
The lay patrons were accused of causing the 
noa*residenee, but there was no reason to be- 
fteva fbwn tha qni turn actions that only fheic 
incambeutsfaUed to reside. He believed t)mt 
it was found, that as many non'rcbideuts were 
anpiOng the dignitaries of the church as among 
the incumbenti vrho derive their situations 
from lay patrons. Ke remembered that the 
bill he bad alluded to was opposed veiy much 
by a noble Karl, then in the other Hou>e, who 
was ne much distinguished for his zeal agalust 
the Curates' Bill, as be was since distin- 
guished In that House for his zealous sup- 
port of all measures uf reforming corrupt 
ooro^tghs> That noble Earl had then fought 
with him in the good cause night after night, 
add hit hard at abuses—very hard— >hcirclcr 
than he now hit the reformers, though he 
had snapped at his (Lord King's) fingers the 
other night. He did not now hit so bard as 
formerly* The right reverend Prelate harl 
charged the laymeu with being the cause ol 
uou-residence, and be hoped, therefore, that 
the right reverend Prelate would agree to a 
mtum of all per^na Mdiag pluralities, dis- 
tinguishing whether they were held under lay 
or eoeleaU^eoi patronage, including eccle- 
Slasfidal oorpor^Ons. Such a return would 
show whether more jduralities were held 
underlay or under eoolesiastical patronage, 
and their Lordships would jsee which clasa 
was most deserving of the accusation of caus- 
ing . sonrresideRee* It was said, as a sort of 
eaouea for ptoralifiesi ^at they would greatly 
ioeveasa the number of curates. The curates 
resided, and tmt tha iUcumh^nts. It was 
said, too» thl^4ha the duty as well 

as the Idcahwoiita* But what lesson did that 
teach the publlaf H was admitted that the 
duty was as well done by the curates for one 
quarterof the salary. The public would be 
apt to apply to ecclesiastical offices the pria-* 
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eipl« that was now acted on in civil ofl^ces, 
where it was found that the depvty did alt th* 
duty, namely, to aboitsh the principal olQce, 
and retain only Ihe dqmty* It wasadan* 
gerous lesson to the pnhlic, that the 

curates did the <hiCiea ef the church better 
than the incumbenMb ene*foaith of the 
salary. With wpitA tn Mdence, he mast 
sny that he hMly approved of the cbay)itenf 
the Bishop of winchestef*, who spoked h he^ 
nedee without a resident fncumhcfiit, lusui tc^ 
clcsiastlcal solecStOH. The charj^ of l^iie rlfhi 
rev. Prelate did him mat credit. He 
etl to tithes as a mode of payiutff the der^. 
They were instituted 'In a barhafotts ajei 
when the state of society was didhtent fmm 
its present state, andwusb tithes mtiChlt he 
suitable then, they efere uDr^^nlitabk no#4 
They might suit such a country as iVtand^ 
where the land s|ras pl6u|bcd^, ana left to 
the care of batdre to r&tote ho IC vrhat th^ 
agriculturUt*bad taken flrom |t, Tithes 
peded agriculttire, they prmfcnt«d4^>C applica- 
tion of capital to land $ at0 there ivas no pro- 
perty more prejodictal tlmn h tax on rrosi! 
produce. No jury of twelve men amafd say 
that diiy greater benefit could ha Ci^nferrea 
on the country than a commuiatioh df tHhCSn 
He would read to their Lordshipl IMp C|)(niaB 
oi a gentleman, a very sensible titap, as to 
property; he was a ftepdhlicani AOp 
foie his opinion on some subjects wou^ 
not be much valued by tbelr XtornthipS. Hb 
Lordship accordingly road a sboVt metraef 
from the work& of JefiejTSon, stating that the 
earth was the great capital stock, abd ^vaS 
only inherited by mdWiduals that tfic psnduce 
iniglit be increased^ That was Jdmrson*^s 
opinion. He bad placed property on a true 
fouiidatiou. He oojected to titbcs, that they 
fliminl^hcd the produce, and ditnlllt4j{ted the 
bencheial effhcts of the light of prOjMiifty. The 
noble Lord concluded bypresewung a path 
tion front a place In Cambridgeshire, fpr an 
alteration in (he ^the system*

The Earl of iViSe dfePpotod 

readily to extend toother nolda Lords that 
indulgence for aoy dtfierence oC Oantiment 
which he himsejf had freqa%«Hly received at 
the hands of their Lords%8f but nfieh as 
such indulgence had been grintiedm him, ha 
felt that he had no other cmim to H than the 
iincenty with which he had^sTinrt delivered 
his sentiments. Viewing tha ocMMoet ol Ihe 
noble lUroii, as ti was shown by his attacks 
on tithes night after night, and ww^lcularly 
his observatiotis on the estabHshed Church m 
the couutry, be was constrained tq say that ha 
could not give him the credit of sincerity In 
the professions he continually made of Inten* 
ding, by his observations; to promote the id* 


terest of the church. (Hear, hear.) fn present- 
ing the petition, the noble Lqitl had permit!^ 
himself to make some unwamntable personal 
attacks on some of the most rc«|«etablo Pre^ 
lates of the church. {Hear, hear,} He had 
made repeatedly attacks on that church (hear,y 
and had always spoken in the diost con* 
teaiptoous i^nner of the church cstahlitb- 
indnt since he had had a seht in the House, 
'fhe noble Baron, too, had spoken eon- 
temptunusly of Cverythiag ootmected with 
reiimoh, which made is doubtful whether, te 
the noble Bsprod could i^e uoibiog good in the 
EtmbUshed Ckhrch, he meant to eorreet 
abuses* \Vhafeveif the noble Baron might 
say of the effects of religion, in his humble 
Judgment the eleygy bf the Establhhed 
Church were a most respectable class of men ; 
end he maintained that religion was the only 
sure ground for private virtoo and pubbo 
honesty. It was a proper complaint of a right 
reverend hrelkte. On the ^ber evening, that 
the nohte Baron hrnngbt forward no measure 
of hie own. He had spoken of ell sorts of 
abases: of tithes, of non- residence^ of plural- 
ities ; and had gime into all sorts of questions 
connected with theeburoh.

Lord G*u y said, that appealed to 
him both i.orand equitable and just, 
“ that the fundholders should hetfm to 
conlribure something to theichefof 
the burdens which pressed on tlicir 
“ fellow-subjects, and he could not 
agree that, in doing so, he was guilty 
of any breach of faith to one class 
more than to the other.” It is 
curious to hear diis. The words 
“ equitable and juht^' $ouvd monstrous- 
ly like equitable adju^^tmeut there 
only wants the meat ; and we shall hear 
it before long, but not till it is much too 
late. Ijord BaouoiivM mo'?l posi* 
tively denied that the tax on the 
transfer of stock would liave been 
any breach of public faith tOAV.ards 
the fundholders, and it was n*)t on 
that giound that it uas abandon* 
“ ccZ,” ** Most positively denied ! ” \ 
but there required a rertvow, Loud 
BRopoifAMj however, all Isay, i-, as 
Lumpkin says, in Goldsmith’s play, 
Stick to that, mother T* Oh, how 
much gall would you have spared your- 
selves if you had abused me Jess ! 
Lords WlNCiriLSRA, LoNDoNDEltRY, 
ami FaeKham,^ teqreUed that the mea- 
sure had been abandoned : all thought 
that the fundholder should be compelled 
to contribute his share, 

TITHES. I.ORD Kino bids fair to 
become the real purifier of the church. 
Any disinterested and dispassionate man 
must be struck with the hypocrisy of 
those who charge Lord Kino with 
mahifesting irrelifjion ia what he i$ 
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now flolns^. Tlifif he sliovv^i a want of] 
re'^pect for religion in showing th*it ! 
pardons all over the country have neg- 
lected tlieir religious duties, while th.it 
they have taken especial care not to aban- 
don their tithes ! The scanihilous neg- 
lect of religion is one great cause of the 
people's hatred to the cliurch pars<>na j 
and the only ttause of the country bci 
overrun by all sorts of sectarians. 

Lord Kino rose to suhinii the motion of 
vvbiih he Imtl given notice, for returns of the 
resident and »on>rcsftlent clergy, with an 
ai connt distinguishing between tho living of 
non-residents in lay, and those in eccledasticnl 
patronngc. Returns of such a kind had olteu 
been m.]rde t& the Privy Coiinul, and «<nne 
time', to parliaraoiit. motion sva^ for an 

abstract of the last returns made on Ihid sub- 
ject to the Privy Council. A Right Reverend 
Prelate h.id, on a former occasion, said that 
tlic »ieat cause ol non-rcsideocc was owing to 
the lay ininropriators of tithes having the pa* 
(Lromige of livings, because the incomes they 
alluwid to the clcrgyiuan who did the duty 
was sosiiial) that he could not reside. That 
might be so if the non-residencc had been 
ooti lined to livings of small income. But the 
great cause was pluralities ; and he should 
say, that il theic was a ..incere desire to put 
an end to non-resideure, the best plan would 
he to prevent livings above a certain value 
fnuu being held in plurality. In a certain 
hook to which he had been referred, he had 
found it stated, that on an average the cbuuh 
livings were only 3tJ5f, Rs, 44. each. But 
there were 6,000 livings whofte average in- 
come was 64,1/. His main object, however, 
was io show that noii-residcnce was not con- 
hiifd to the livings in the patronage of lay ' 
imjjfopriators of tiilies, but extended to those 
in ecclesiastical patronage. He found it 
btated in a proviucui publication of the 12th 
of the present motith of February, that the 
rich living ot Wisbeac h, estimated to be worth 
had been given to a near relation of 
the Bishop of Ely— a Mr. Farriday— and it 
was stated that this rev. Gentleman was in 
possci.'jion of several other ecclesiaatical pre- 
ferments. It was also stated that the rev. 
Gentleman was to resign a living in favour of 
a second son of the Bishop of Ely ; but he 
did not see how all this could be done without 
the concurrence of the Lord ban cel Ion 
[Lord Charicellor: Farriday had not been 
apiMJinted to the living of Wisbeacb>] The 
appointment had not then taken place. The 
rev. Gentleman, however, had five other ap- 
pointmeuu. (No, no,) It had been stated 
that he had. There might b« considera- 
ble difllcuUics in preventing pluralities) 
but il >^ould appear that the incomes allowed 
to the odiciatini^ Clergyman were as low in 
Evtclesiastical Livings as those where the pa- 
tronage was in the hands of lay-imjiropria- 


tor^. "IIkic was ii:i KcclosUiStinil IjIvim^ m 
Yoi4s«hijt’ whi'ic tiir ftllowaMCe l»> llie (Mlifiat' 
hig ( lcr4>oi lit o.is odIn thiny pounds a ;

Ihchte. bo that 
where tlie projn^rty <vtifl remauud in the 
(3iurch, the iuromes of tin* ofltna’iug Minis- 
ters Weie som^tiunes. w<>r*.e than m hvm''S 
where the pfi^perty and patronage were in ilio 
hahds «>1 ulheis. But as to the absliadion of 
properly fiom the (church — fhe niihr of ills* 
Ch»r( h to all the property which bad ever be- 
longed (t> the Church, luuJ been put by ihe 
nght rev Prelate llw* o»hoi* ni^ht on nuuh 
higticr ground than he h.ul ever heard it 
placcfl before hy any of the most higb-tlying 
of the High Church party. Even Ui!»hop 
HorAley, s\bo, it would be admiticd, wus a 
great stickler for the hieiariliy and (he pro- 
perty of the Chun h, had uoi placed ibe clanti 
oil sucli higii grounds, as he saw f nuU looking 
at a charge ol that i iL;bt rev. Prelate to his 
clergy, Bi«hop Hoisley’s views were moderate 
and reasonable, compared with those of the 
right I'vV. Prelate who spoke on the subject 
the other night. He concluded hj moving for 
an Abstract fiom the last Keturus made to 
the Pi ivy Council o( Resident nud Non-rcsi'- 
dfut CltTgvmen, with an Account clisiiu- 
guishiiig thoi,e Livings which were in the 
gift of lay im[>ropriators, ami those vvhirh 
were ill the gdt of Kcrle-iastira! Corporations. 

The Bishfjp of Lon no V did not incan to 
ppose tne niotiou of the noble Banui. He 
rose merely lor the pui}*ose of baying a Iwv 
words in reference in the gross innrcpiescuta- 
tious which had been made ou this ',ul)jcct in 
Some of tbe public prints, aud more particu- 
larly HI a ccitani book which h<»d been lately 
publiched. When be bpoke of lay nnpropna- 
(lons as hung a great caU'ic ol iioii-icsi<rt'n(c, 
he did not nuoin the remotest allusion to the 
present lav iinpropii.itors. He sjtoke only of 
the origi'inl lay impr<>|)ria;iji^--tho efttit of 
which had been to make the income of many 
livings hO small tliat ji fonnc<T.i great obstacle 
to fe>idciicc. Me hoped, theiclore, that this 
w<»uld he held to be a complete explanation 
once for all, and that be would have no a- 
Rum to tcailile then* Lordsbips lurthcr on the 
subject. 'J^lAere was another point on wlnth 
he wished to say a few woids. It hid b. <li 
s.xid that tbii* average income of liviotfs was 
from 35p/. to .560/. <>r36h/. a year. Me had 
investigafvd the subject illiuu^^I\ sitici' he had 
adverted to it on a former occasion ; ami the 
uoblti Baron himself wou/d probably be sufj 
priined at the lesuJt; for, alter all that had 
been said about the emnmons property of the 
Church, he had lound that, taking cvd'ry thing 
into account, the value of the liviiigs, uu i\u 
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avcir«!5e, did not amount to more than 185 /. a 
year. He bad taken dh tbe basi^ of hts cal-* 
culatloii the Returns ol 1811 •-a period of jcreat 
agricultuial piosperity Bcf'ides the tithes, 
ho had taken into account the value of the 
^lehe Kinds of Queen Atuie*i; bcfuiity, and tlie| 
incomes of Bishops and other Eccletiiafllicdl] 
Cori»oiatioiis, and the incomes of livings did 
not amount, in the v/hole, to 2005 on an 
average. He stated this in ansvvrr to the 
gross and itcaudalous misrepreseutmioos in 
feomo ot the public priuta^ and particularly In 
the book to vrhieh he " alluded, in which 
there was the grossest hii-jrajiresentatioo on 
thi.s subject that could well ho put forth. The 
incomes of Archdeacons, for the discharge of 
their important duties, were very smaU*-— au 
fcmaU that they cmdil not perform them at all 
without the aid ot hviujpfa held by them in ad- 
dition to their Archdeaconries. 

Lord Kim..— I t would be easy to send the 
order to the Secretaries of the BUhop^? and to 
the Ceau^ and Chapters, who could, without 
difficnil} , make out the account of such livings 
as iver<3 in lay, and such as were in ecclesias- 
tical patron age. As to what the right revereud 
IVeUri‘ had said as to his statement, he had 
not had his information from the btack baok to 
winch the figiit reverend Prelate allndefl, hut 
from abm>k callcii 7Vit? fh6 Chureh 

Tin JUuuffN v» Ihti Publtc — ahook which was fa- 
vourable ro the Cinirth EstablisVinient rather 
than otherwise. He should feel great palu if 
tlie average income ot liviugB were so h»w as 
185/. each, as the right reverend Prelate had 
sfate<* ; and he hoped that the right revercntl 
Prelate had fallen into some mistake in hi> 
calculation.

If any geutWiiiau will 
ieit inc, that by the arraugemeuts which I 
propose the landowners of Scotland are de- 
nrivfid of tlmir rights, 1 can refev him to this 
iUt, from wbiph he will perceive that the 
landowners ol Scotland have really at present 
DO right. But » intend to give the nufiiage tiv 
every copyholder whose posse'^aion is of the 
annual value uf ten pounds (benn), ^laung

Jo the first )»laco, there is no provision for the 
shorter Muratiou of Parliaments. (Hear.) Thar 
suhjcet has been considered bydiis Majesty’s 
Mimbters ; htit, upon the whole» we thought 
that jt isoulcl be better to lease it to be 
bi ought before the house as a separate pro- j 
sj^ioii, than to briug it in at the end of a Bill 
u lulating matters totally distinct from it. 
(Hear, hear.) Without* sayin;;^, therefore, 
what is the apinlou of his Majesty's Ministers 
respecting that question, which i myself think 
to be one of the utmost importance, and to 
deserve llie Utmost care in its decision, 1 ahall 
keep the large measure of Keforni, which this 
Bill cornprehemls. separate from every other 
questiou, and leave tlie subject of the dura- 
tion of Pailiameuts to be brought before 
the House l)y somo other Member at a future 
time. (Hear.) I'or my owrt part, I wiii only 
say, that whilst J think it desirable that the 
constituency should have a proper control 
over their rcpreseutaiives, It is, at the same 
time, most inexpedient to make the duration 
of Parliament so short, that the Aieaihers of 
this House should be kept in a perpetual 
cinvuss, and not be able deliberately (o cou- 
eider and to decide with freedom aoy great 
qucatioii. (Hear, hear.) Sir, I do not think 
that it behoves the people of u great empire 
to place ciieir representatives in such depend- 
ence. (Hear,) What the |xiiot then is, at 
which we may fix the proper control of the 
constituency, 1 do not think it necessary to 
discuss at present. When the question comes 
under the consideration ot this House^ 1 shall 
be ready to deliver uiy opinion. I have now 
only to state, that the King’s governmeut are 
satisfied that, in providing a pjpularly elected 
Tcprcsentatiuri, they ought to abstain from 
embarrassing that question with any other, 
which is encumbered with its own doubts, dtf' 
iiculticb, and obstacles. (Hear.) There is 
another question, Sir, of which no'iuehtloo 
is made in this BUI, oltliough it at present 
occupies very much the attentiou of tlie coun- 
try — I mean the question of vote by ballot. 
Sir, there can be no doubt that mode of elec- 
tion has much to recommead it. (Cries of Nd, 
xii», no ! hear, hear.) f^The arguments whiqh 
.1 have heard advanced in its favour are as “in* 
genious as any tbatf'l ever heard on any snb- 
jject. But at the same time 1 am bound 
say, that thi>. Hou^e ought to pause before it 
gives its satictiou to that measure. The hon. 
Member lor Bndport says, that the ballot 
atlbrds the only means by which theielect<^ 
cmi be secured in the independence U* hUf 
vorc. But, Sir, I must say, that while on tl]ie 
one side it favours the conscientious voter in 
the exercise o^ his franchise, ;t, at thft same 
time, aflbfds a cover to much fraud, (hear, 
bear,) and exposes ,,the voter to much bad 
passion. If it would prevent a bail induvuce 
over the g-wd, it would also prevent a good 
influence dver the had. 1 doubt, likewise, 
whether in a country like this, accustomed tti 
vote openly, electors would ever avail them- 


selves of the spcrcsy of the ballot. 1 am 
hound to i»ay, moreover, that, above all ihings, 
it appears %'ery doubtful that it would be at 
uU advisable to have any class of perijons 
wholly irresponsible In the discharge of a 
great public duty, (lieu*, hcAr.) But the 
ballot would certainty lead to such irre^p Vi- 
sibility. 1 know that men of rauk and wealth 
are in favour of that measure. 1 know that 
men of enthusiastic mitids are in lavour of a 
measure, by which they .^upptise all infhu'Mce 
over the electors would be removed. But f 
am not salisdcd that the electors should not 
be subject to that influen^ which the sevt imI 
classes of the coinmuulty exercise over each 
other — vVhich the Crown exercises over the 
Peers, the Lords over the Commons, and the 
people over their representatives. Sir, I «lo 
not Wish that any man in the country should 
possess aw irresponsible power, knowing that 
man^s mind is t'thle to be clouded by every 
variety of error, and to he swaged by every 
rnhfig passion. (Uear, hear.) B.sides, Sir, I 
would, have great objections to auytbmg which 
would apiiear to me to overturn the principle^, 
of oUr oldest institutions. But it may be said 
that we overturn those principles in om* niea- 
sure» of reform ; on the contrary, 1 hold that 
we act more in accordance with the principles 
of our ancestors in (oucediwg, than in re- 
fusing refonn. (Hear.) They said that S arum 
should have representatives on the same 
grounds on which we now say giNC repre- 
sentatives to Alarichester and to other large 
towns. 1 reipcmher, indeed, that Mr. Burke 
said ill ohe of bis speeches, that the House 
of Commons was, at that time, constituted on 
the same principle as ever, because the s une 
places contibued to send representatives. But, 
Sir, 1 wonder that a piaii of Mr. Burke's 
powers of mind could argue iu that m inner, 
lie might as well have said tiiat the Rom'in 
Empire in bis day was governed on the same 
' principles as in the days of Brutus, Sir, it 
j not acting upon the original principles of the 
I Coastitutiou to continue to Sarunj the fran- 
chise given to It in the refgn of Edward the 
Thiti!, wbrn the town no longer exists, with 
1 the population for whom that franchise was^ 
intetfd^d, 1 cannot believe tliat any reform 
which we chh eflVx*! will prevent wealth, learn- 
ing, and wit from fche possession of influence^ 
aiSioUgh there is no doubt thdt we may occa- 
sion more trouble in the use of it. ^ My right 
hon. Friepd, the Attorney- General, is an illus- 
triods instance, out of many, of the successlul 
exercise of the iuduence of talent. The ex- 
tension of the franchise in the boroughs will 
enable many bankers, lawyers^ and merchants 
to Came ii«o this House, to contribute their 
learning, expcHenoey and aeal to ibe counsels 
df the nailon.
